THE  MAYOR’S  ADDRESS. 


Grentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  of  the  Common 

Council : 

Government  is  instituted  for  the  common  good,  for 
the  protection,  safety,  and  happiness  of  the  people, 
and  not  to  give  to  any  advantages  that  are  distinct 
from,  or  prejudicial  to,  the  rights  and  interests  of  all 
the  people. 

Public  officials  derive  their  authority  and  power  from 
the  people  alone,  are  their  agents,  and  are  at  all  times 
accountable  to  them  for  their  official  acts. 

By  the  suffrages  of  our  fellow-citizens  we  have  been 
intrusted  with  the  care  and  management  of  the  city’s 
business  for  the  present  year.  To  secure  an  efficient 
and  prudent  administration,  will  require  a careful  study 
and  thorough  investigation  into  the  many  departments 
and  various  needs  of  the  city ; and  the  same  devotion 
of  time  and  of  purpose  that  characterizes  the  success- 
ful management  of  one’s  personal  affairs,  will  be  neces- 
sary for  its  accomplishment. 

I congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  and  also  the  city, 
upon  your  election  to  offices  of  such  honor  and  trust. 
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There  is  unquestionably  at  present  a real  demand 
for  the  exercise  of  great  caution  in  the  expenditure 
of  the  public  funds.  In  the  performance  of  our  duties, 
we  should  welcome  the  advice,  and  be  guided  by  the 
expressed  sentiments,  of  those  of  our  fellow-citizens 
whose  sincerity  of  purpose  is  undoubted,  and  whose 
influence  is  at  all  times  exerted  in  behalf  of  the  best 
interests  of  the  city. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  rate  of  taxation  in  our  city 
is  considered  too  high ; but,  since  the  people  them- 
selves are  unmistakably  in  favor  of  a less  rate,  and  of 
course  are  aware  that  it  means  less  improvements,  it  is 
manifestly  our  duty  to  make  every  possible  endeavor 
to  secure  the  result  desired  by  them.  I invite  your 
attention  to  a paragraph  in  my  inaugural  of  last  year, 
which  is  as  follows  : — 

“ It  appears  to  be  the  general  opinion  that  the  city 
government  is  entirely  responsible  for  whatever  may 
be  its  policy  in  regard  to  expenses  ; to  a certain  ex- 
tent this  is  true,  but  it  is  an  indisputable  fact  that  the 
responsibility  rests  chiefly  with  the  people  themselves. 
They  are  the  principals,  the  electors  ; they  can  and 
should  advise,  insist  upon,  and  inaugurate,  such  a 
policy  as  they  believe  ought  to  prevail.” 

I am  warranted,  I believe,  in  saying  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  are  fully  as  much  inclined  to 
be  prudent  as  the  citizens  themselves,  for  many  of  the 
expenses  have  been  incurred  only  after  the  urgent  and 
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repeated  requests  of  citizens ; and  of  course,  if  the 
demands  for  improvements  are  always  to  be  met,  the 
expenses  will  necessarily  increase. 

But  now,  public  sentiment  having  been  so  strongly 
expressed  in  favor  of  retrenchment,  you  have  good 
reason  to  believe  it  possible  to  reduce  the  expenses 
of  the  city,  since  you  will  have  the  earnest  and  hearty 
co-operation  of  the  people  themselves  in  the  practice 
of  greater  economy. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  any  policy 
which  neglects  keeping  and  maintaining  the  various 
departments  in  good  order  should  be  avoided ; and  any 
plan  that  allows  the  city’s  property  to  depreciate  from 
lack  of  reasonable  care  is  not  a wise  one. 

I am  sure  that  no  one  is  more  desirous  than  I to  have 
the  best  government,  the  most  efficient  in  the  execution 
of  the  laws,  and  the  most  prudent  in  the  matter  of 
expenditure  ; but  I have  little  confidence  that  permanent 
gain  to  the  city  will  be  derived  from  any  narrow  or 
unsettled  policy  in  the  management  of  public  affairs. 

The  question  of  the  government  of  the  city  is  too 
large  and  important,  and  involves  too  many  interests,  to 
be  lightly  considered.  It  requires  the  best  thought  of 
experienced  and  capable  men  to  determine  the  policy 
which  should  control  affairs.  The  best  results  can  be  ob- 
tained only  by  steadily  pursuing  the  principle  of  a well- 
defined  plan  which  clearly  and  surely  reflects  the  wishes 
of  the  community,  that  not  only  reasonably  provides  for

the  present,  but  also  comprehends  and  is  adapted  to  the 
future  growth  and  needs  of  our  city. 

The  city  charter  requires  that  the  appropriation  for 
the  expenses  be  made  in  November  of  each  year  for  the 
succeeding  year ; and  the  chief  reason  for  such  action 
is,  that  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  having  had  at 
least  nearly  a year’s  experience,  are  better  qualified  to 
determine  the  amount  necessary  to  be  appropriated  than 
members  who  have  not  had  the  benefit  of  such  experience. 

I believe  it  would  be  better  to  require  such  action,  so 
far  as  estimating  and  recommending  such  amount  as 
their  judgment  dictates  ; but  I think  the  charter  should 
be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  it  should  be  only  an 
estimate,  and  the  final  determination  of  the  amount 
should  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Council,  who  are  to  have 
the  spending  of  the  money,  and  therefore  are  responsible 
for  the  amount  expended  by  them,  and  for  the  manner 
in  which  it  is  expended. 

It  is  unfair  to  hold  any  man,  or  association  of  men, 
responsible,  unless  vested  with  a corresponding  authority. 

The  city  charter  further  provides  that  the  appropria- 
tions made  in  the  manner  described  can  be  changed  by 
a two-thirds  yea  and  nay  vote.  From  the  fact  that  the 
appropriations  made  in  November  last  for  the  expenses 
of  this  year,  have  been  the  subject  of  much  discussion, 
and  there  appears  to  be  a large  number  who  entertain 
the  opinion  that  the  public  service  may  be  adequately 
performed  at  much  less  cost,  it  becomes  your  duty  to 
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make  such  careful  and  thorough  examination  of  the 
appropriation  bill  as  will  enable  you,  after  taking  into 
consideration  the  demand  for  less  expense,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  requirements  of  all  the  departments,  to 
decide  intelligently  upon  the  amount  you  believe,  under 
the  circumstances,  to  be  necessary. 

And  for  that  purpose  I recommend  that  three  aider- 
men  and  three  members  of  the  Common  Council  be 
appointed  a committee  to  examine  into  all  the  city’s 
expenditures,  to  confer  with  each  committee  or  board 
having  charge  of  any  department  in  relation  to  the 
expenses  of  the  same,  and  to  report  at  an  early  date  to 
the  City  Council  the  results  of  then*  investigation,  and 
to  make  such  recommendations  as  in  their  judgment 
ought  to  prevail.

Making  $459,139  to  be  raised  by  the  tax  levy  of 
1888  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  year. 

Upon  several  similar  occasions  I have  recommended 
changes  in  the  city  charter,  so  as  to  provide  a city 
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council  constituted  of  one  board  instead  of  two,  as  at 
present,  and  also  that  the  members  be  elected  for 
at  least  two  years  instead  of  one.  The  more  I become 
acquainted  with  municipal  affairs,  the  more  I am  con- 
vinced of  the  importance  and  value  of  the  changes 
suggested. 

I am  confident  that  uniting  the  two  boards  would 
result  in  greater  interest,  more  thorough  investigation 
and  discussion,  and,  through  them,  a better  understand- 
ing of  the  city’s  affairs,  and,  consequently,  a more  com- 
plete preparation  for  managing  them  well. 

The  chief  objection  urged  to  one  board  is,  that  there 
might  be  too  hasty  legislation.  This  does  not  appear  to 
be  a good  and  sufficient  reason,  since  the  rules  govern- 
ing the  board  may  be  made  with  the  utmost  care,  and 
may  be  so  well  guarded  as  to  prevent  it. 

A longer  term  of  service  would  increase  the  useful- 
ness of  the  members,  the  knowledge  and  experience  of 
affairs  acquired  by  them  would  insure  more  reliable  and 
prompt  action,  and  it  would  also  be  an  advantage  to 
the  community  to  have  less  frequent  elections. 

I recommend  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  a revision  of  the  city  charter  to 
conform  to  these  suggestions.

During  the  year,  there  has  matured  and  been  paid  a 
note  of  $20,000,  which  sum  was  paid  from  the  City 
Debt  Sinking-Fund. 

There  will  mature  a town  note,  April  1,  1888, 
of  $30,000,  which  will  be  provided  for  from  the 
City  Debt  Sinking-Fund.  There  will  also  mature  a 
town  note,  April  21,  1888,  of  $46,000.  Of  this 
amount  $23,000  will  be  provided  for  from  the  City 
Debt  Sinking-Fund,  and  $23,000  may  be  renewed  for 
one  year. 

There  will  mature  school  notes,  Jan.  25,  1888,  of 
$5,150;  Sept.  27,  $5,000;  and  Oct.  6,  $4,500;  and  a 
Free  Library  note,  Oct.  4,  $4,600,  — to  be  paid  from 
the  tax  levy  of  1888. 

In  reference  to  the  increase  in  the  funded  debt  of 
$7,700,  it  should  be  said,  that  it  was  in  consequence  of 
extending  water-mains. 

The  amount  of  water  bonds  sold  in  1887  to  be 
charged  to  Water  Construction  was  $84,000,  thereby 
increasing  the  public  debt  to  that  amount ; the  other 
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indebtedness  of  the  city  was  decreased  by  the  payment 
of  a 6/o  town  note  of  $20,000,  and  school  and  library 
notes  amounting  to  $19,250,  and  there  was  also  paid 
into  the  sinking  fund,  to  pay  indebtedness,  as  fol- 
lows : — 

$4,500  school  note;  $21,500  to  city  debt;  $1,512.15 
to  park  debt ; $20,000  to  the  water  debt. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  exclusive  of  the  water  debt,  the 
net  funded  debt  of  the  city  was  decreased  to  the  amount 
of  about  $76,000. 

During  the  past  five  years  six  hundred  new  houses 
have  been  erected  in  the  city,  and  the  taxable  valua- 
tion has  increased  in  the  same  time  to  the  amount 
of  $5,607,069.

Leaving  a balance  on  hand,  Jan.  1,  1888,  of  $946.32. 
The  principal  of  this  fund  is  $40,000,  bearing  interest 
at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum. 
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An  unusually  interesting  and  instructive  course  of 
scientific  lectures  was  delivered  by  a lady  of  our  city, 
Mrs.  Mary  E.  Bates,  M.D. 

HEALTH. 

There  is  no  subject  of  more  interest  to  the  individual 
or  to  the  community,  or  more  important  to  their  welfare, 
than  this.  However  fortunate  an  individual  may  be, 
and  whatever  advantages  a community  may  possess,  the 
degree  of  their  enjoyment  will  depend  very  largely 
upon  physical  conditions. 

It  is  not  only  the  duty  of  individuals  to  guard  their 
health,  but  it  is  also  incumbent  upon  municipalities  to 
provide  such  means,  and  to  take  such  care,  as  will  pro- 
mote the  public  health. 

Frequent  meetings  have  been  held  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  which  has  promptly  considered  all  questions 
submitted  to  it,  and  has  given  careful  attention  to  the 
details  and  general  management  of  the  department. 
The  location  of  our  city  is  remarkably  healthful ; but 
with  the  increase  of  population,  especially  in  the  thickly 
settled  portions,  there  is  an  increased  risk  of  conditions 
deleterious  to  health,  and  therefore  the  responsibilities 
and  duties  of  the  board  should  be  vigorously  adminis- 
tered. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Health  Department  was 
$4,000  ; the  amount  expended,  $3,639.88. 

The  contracts  for  the  work  of  the  odorless  excavator, 
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and  for  the  collection  of  house-offal,  have  been  well 
performed. 

The  cost  of  the  removal  of  ashes  for  the  year  1887 
was  $3,293.82. 

I again  remind  you  that  the  health  and  development 
of  many  of  our  young  would  be  greatly  benefited  by  a 
reasonable  provision  for  play- grounds  for  their  use,  and 
for  opportunity  for  bathing  and  swimming ; and  I 
recommend  that  they  be  provided. 

I also  suggest  that  it  would  add  very  much  to  their 
exercise,  pleasure  and  safety  as  well,  to  have  in  each 
village  one  or  more  places  flowed  for  skating.  There  is 
plenty  of  water,  and  it  could  be  done  at  slight  expense. 

These  sports  and  exercises  would  make  the  girls  and 
boys  more  robust  and  happier. 

SEWERAGE. 

There  is  a growing  belief  that  the  city  must,  within 
a very  few  years,  be  provided  with  a system  of  sewer- 
age ; that  the  public  health  and  the  prosperity  of  the 
city  will  demand  it,  and  that,  therefore,  preparation 
should  be  made  for  it. 

The  great  question  of  the  time  is  how  to  provide  an 
adequate  system,  — one  that  shall  surely  and  thoroughly 
dispose  of  the  waste-matter,  and  at  a reasonable  cost. 

While  believing  that  no  enterprise  is  of  greater 
moment  to  the  city,  yet,  considering  the  magnitude  and 
expense  of  such  an  undertaking,  I am  convinced,  that, 
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when  any  preliminary  work  is  done,  it  should  be  in 
accordance  with,  and  a part  of,  a well-defined  plan. 

It  would  be  unwise  for  the  city  to  spend  any  money 
to  begin  work  until  it  shall,  as  I have  suggested,  decide 
upon  the  system  it  will  adopt,  and  with  a knowledge 
of  the  extent  of  the  cost. 

I have  confidence  in  the  proposed  metropolitan  sys- 
tem of  sewerage : it  would  carry  the  sewage  of  Newton 
miles  away  from  our  city,  to  be  emptied  into  deep 
water,  and  probably  at  much  less  cost  than  any  inde- 
pendent system  the  city  could  establish.  And  I recom- 
mend that  you  authorize  such  persons  as  you  may  select, 
to  attend  the  hearings  that  will  be  given  upon  the 
matter  before  the  Committee  on  Sewerage  at  the  State 
House  this  winter. 

I believe  there  are  very  serious  objections  to  attempt- 
ing to  utilize  the  sewage,  and  the  plan  of  deodorizing 
it  is  of  very  doubtful  expediency.  The  subject  being 
of  such  importance,  and  involving  so  large  an  outlay  of 
money,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  city  should  at  first 
secure  the  services  and  advice  of  a special  engineer  of 
large  experience  and  acknowledged  reputation  for  lay- 
ing out  and  constructing  sewerage  work.  There  will 
then  be  a basis  for  intelligent  action. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Under  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  care 
of  the  schools  and  the  responsibility  for  them  rest 
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entirely  with  the  School  Committee,  the  City  Council 
having  no  part  in  their  management  further  than  to 
vote  the  appropriations  required  by  the  Committee  for 
their  maintenance,  and  to  provide  buildings  that  are 
necessary  for  their  accommodation. 

The  public  schools  of  our  city  rank  among  the  first 
in  the  Commonwealth,  and  their  efficiency,  and  the 
advantages  they  provide  for  practical  education,  are 
understood  by  our  citizens  who  appreciate  the  value, 
of  thorough  mental  training. 

The  amount  expended  by  the  School  Department  for 
the  year  1887  was  as  follows:  —

The  increase  in  expense  over  the  year  1886  being 
$3,219.97. 

The  increase  is  accounted  for  in  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Committee  by  the  increase  in  teaching  force 
rendered  necessary  by  the  growth  of  the  schools,  and 
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in  the  salaries  paid  in  the  high  school,  in  the  cost  of  fuel, 
new  furniture,  and  in  other  ways. 

Estimated  per  capita,  it  seems  that  the  cost  per  pupil 
is  $31.56,  being  more  per  pupil  than  is  paid  by  any 
other  city  or  town  in  the  State. 

This  is  explained  in  the  report  of  the  Board  by  the 
fact  that  the  centres  of  population  in  Newton  are  so 
scattered  as  to  require  a much  larger  number  of  gram- 
mar and  primary  schools  than  is  necessary  in  other  more 
compact  municipalities  of  similar  size. 

The  same  report  shows  that  in  comparison  with  other 
cities  and  towns  in  the  State  and  county,  Newton  stands 
low  upon  the  lists  in  the  amount  expended  on  her 
schools  in  proportion  to  her  assessed  valuation,  being 
the  34th  in  the  county,  and  the  221st  in  the  State. 

The  census  of  May,  1887,  showed  3,893  children 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  and  all  but  nine- 
teen were  accounted  for  as  being  in  school  or  at  home. 

The  total  enrolment  of  pupils  in  1887  was  4,337, 
being  231  more  than  in  1886;  the  average  attendance 
was  3,357,  being  an  increase  of  118  over  last  year.

The  number  of  teachers  employed  during  the  past 
year  was  103  ; the  number  of  schoolhouses  owned  by 
the  city  is  21.  One  school  building  is  leased.  Sixteen 
janitors  are  employed. 

The  evening  schools  have  been  a marked  success. 
Nearly  two  hundred  persons  attended  this  year  against 
a hundred  and  twenty  in  1886.  Twenty  teachers 
were  employed. 

The  cost  of  the  evening  schools  for  1887  was  $1,217.89. 

The  truant  officer  has  performed  effective  service. 
Three  truants  are  supported  by  the  city  at  the  Law- 
rence Industrial  School.

The  public  statutes  provide  that 

“ If  three  or  more  towns  in  any  county  so  require, 
the  county  commissioners  shall  establish  at  the  expense 
of  the  county,  at  convenient  places  therein,  other  than 
the  jail  or  house  of  correction,  truant  schools  for  the 
confinement,  discipline,  and  instruction  of  minor  chil- 
dren convicted  under  the  provisions  of  sections  ten  and 
twelve  [of  the  truant  law] ; and  shall  make  suitable 
provisions  for  the  government  and  control,  and  for  the 
appointment  of  proper  teachers  and  officers  thereof.” 

It  would  be  an  advantage  in  many  ways  if  these 
towns  and  cities  would  unite  in  maintaining  such  a 
school.  It  could  be  made  more  than  half  supporting, 
and  besides  the  cities  and  towns  would  have  control 
of  the  truants.  Under  the  rules  of  the  school  at  Law- 
rence, a truant,  sent  there  for  punishment  and  reform, 
must  stay  at  least  two  years,  irrespective  of  the  cause 
for  which  he  was  sent.  It  would  be  wiser,  I think,  to 
have  the  punishment  in  keeping  with  the  offence,  and 
the  truant  confined  or  released  as  the  facts  in  relation 
to  his  case  will  warrant. 

Many  of  the  school  buildings  have  been  greatly 
improved  during  the  past  year.  It  is  probable  that 
more  school  accommodations  will  soon  be  needed.  In 
the  consideration  of  this  subject  I am  confident  that 
the  City  Council  will  act  with  the  judicious  spirit  of 
liberality  and  wise  forethought  which  has  characterized 
its  action  in  the  past. 
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The  growth  of  the  city,  which  has  been  very  marked, 
while  adding  to  its  material  prosperity,  brings  with  it 
the  necessity  of  providing  the  school-room  required. 

The  most  recent  building  for  school  purposes  is  the 
High  School  building,  which  was  occupied  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  school  year,  alfording  much  needed  room. 

It  is  thoroughly  built,  plain  but  substantial,  and  it 
has  proven  to  be  well  adapted  to  its  purposes,  and  gives 
great  satisfaction. 

The  open  land  adds  very  greatly  to  the  beauty  and 
comfort  of  the  school  and  its  surroundings. 

The  new  part  of  the  building  is  the  first  section  of 
the  proposed  new  building,  which,  when  completed, 
will  be  a fine  structure  for  a High  School. 

NEWTON  FREE  LIBRARY. 

The  large  addition  to  the  building  which  has  recently 
been  completed  gives  to  the  library  the  room  it  needed. 
It  greatly  facilitates  its  work,  and  affords  increased  com- 
fort and  accommodation  to  its  patrons.  The  improve- 
ments made  were  expensive,  costing  about  $25,000; 
but  they  have  resulted  in  a handsome,  well-ventilated 
building,  finely  fitted  up,  and  remarkably  well  arranged 
for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  designed. 

The  library  is  a valuable  auxiliary  to  the  educational 
interests  of  the  city,  and  its  privileges  for  study  and 
culture. 

It  contains  26,411  books,  of  which  the  circulation  for 
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nine  months  of  the  year  1887  was  70,005  volumes. 
The  library  was  closed  three  months  for  repairs.  32,826 
volumes  were  delivered  at  the  library,  and  37,179  vol- 
umes were  distributed  by  the  daily  delivery,  as  fol-

The  cost  of  the  daily  delivery  for  the  year  was  $1,200. 
The  number  of  books  delivered  for  school-use  was  3,045. 

The  largest  circulation  was  of  books  of  fiction  ; the 
next,  of  travels  ; then  essays  and  poetry  ; next  of  scien- 
tific works. 

The  total  number  of  names  registered  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  books  is  6,722.  The  increase  during 
the  year  was  1,485.

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HIGHWAYS. 

In  considering  this  department,  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  there  is  a large  number  of  villages,  many 
of  which  have  centres  that  require  special  care ; that 
there  is  a large  extent  of  streets  to  maintain,  — one 
hundred  and  twelve  miles  in  length. 

If  the  expense  of  taking  care  of  these  streets  were 
limited  to  the  requirements  of  the  statutes,  which  are 
that  they  be  kept  safe  and  convenient  for  travel  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year,  then  the  cost  of  the  department 
would  be  greatly  diminished : but  our  citizens  would 
not  be  satisfied  with  ordinarily  kept  streets ; they  are 
accustomed  to,  and  demand,  a superior  quality  of  roads. 

Public  sentiment  in  regard  to  the  management  of 
the  highways,  if  I understand  it  correctly,  is  strongly 
opposed  to  any  cheap,  inferior  work,  and  to  any  ex- 
travagant or  needless  work. 

The  cost  of  the  improvement  of  a street,  and  the 
manner  of  doing  it,  should  depend  upon  the  amount 
and  kind  of  traffic  upon  it : a main  thoroughfare  where 
the  travel  is  large,  including  heavy  teaming,  requires, 
of  course,  much  greater  depth  of  rock  and  gravel  road- 
bed than  streets  used  for  lighter  purposes. 

It  often  happens  that  a street  that  has  considerable 
loam  in  it,  and  is  wet  at  times,  can  be  made  dry  and 
hard  by  an  inexpensive  drainage,  and  the  large  expense 
of  digging  out  and  refilling  avoided. 

There  are  miles  of  streets  that  could  be  quickly  and 
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inexpensively  repaired  early  in  the  spring,  just  after 
the  frost  is  out,  and  when  the  ground  is  soft,  by  the 
use  of  a street-scraper,  which  would  replace  the  mate- 
rial which  has  been  pushed  from  the  centre  of  the 
street,  thus  recrowning  it.  Only  such  new  gravel 
would  be  needed  as  is  necessary  to  supply  that  which 
has  been  washed  or  blown  away.  It  would  be  an 
economical  practice  to  use  again  all  the  material  that 
is  available,  especially  as  it  would  save  the  gravel,  and 
the  cost  of  carting  it. 

The  streets  are  not  generally  in  the  good  condition 
they  should  be.  The  redressing  and  necessary  repairing 
of  them  has  been  to  a great  extent  neglected,  to  give 
place  to  new  work,  which  is  certainly  not  good  policy ; 
for  the  streets  we  have  should  be  thoroughly  and  sys- 
tematically repaired  early  in  the  year,  and  before  any 
attention  is  given  to  other  work  of  the  department. 

In  the  removal  of  gravel  from  the  gravel-pits,  care 
should  be  taken  that  the  land  is  left  at  proper  grade  for 
building  purposes.  I recommend  that  the  engineer  be 
requested  to  make  plans  for  that  purpose,  and  submit 
them  to  the  City  Council  for  approval. 

The  item  of  labor  in  this  and  in  the  Water  Depart- 
ment is  a considerable  portion  of  the  expense ; and  in 
the  employment  of  men,  preference  should  be  given  to 
our  own  citizens.  Those  who  live  here  are  able  to  do 
the  work,  and,  as  law-abiding  citizens,  are  certainly 
entitled  to  such  consideration  and  preference ; and  I 
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recommend  that  an  order  or  rule  be  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  requiring  it.

A serious  fault  is  often  the  great  excess  in  the  cost  of 
work  over  the  sum  appropriated.  Wherever  the  fault 
lies,  it  certainly  should  be  corrected. 

The  work  of  the  department  for  the  past  year  was 
not  well  laid  out,  and  it  was  pushed  too  rapidly,  so 
that  by  September  the  appropriation  was  practically 
exhausted. 

The  necessary  repairing  of  the  streets  was  not  done ; 
and  for  the  last  four  months  of  the  year,  which  were 
fine  for  outdoor  work,  there  was  little  of  nothing  that 
could  be  done,  because  the  appropriation  had  been 
expended. 

The  appropriation  for  the  department  for  the  present

year  is  a liberal  one,  and  should  result  in  bringing  our 
roads  into  excellent  condition. 

I have  good  reason  to  believe  that  during  the  present 
year  the  department  will  be  managed  with  great  care 
and  efficiency. 

WATER-DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  past  year  the  demand  for  the  extension 
of  water  mains  was  larger  than  usual.  32,100  feet  of 
main  was  laid  in  1887  against  22,354  feet  in  1886, 
17,605  feet  in  1885,  and  10,110  feet  in  1884.  The 
total  length  of  water  main  in  the  city  is  now  83T2^  miles. 
336  services  were  added  last  year,  298  were  added  in 
1886,  215  in  1885,  and  177  in  1884.  The  total  num- 
ber of  services  is  now  3,768.  69  hydrants  were  added 

in  1887,  making  the  total  now  in  use  540.  The  ap- 
proximate cost  of  these  hydrants  is  $38,000.  The  city 
pays  for  the  use  of  them  at  the  rate  of  $20  each  per 
year,  amounting  to  $10,800  in  1888.  There  are  2,370 
water-meters  now  in  use.  The  use  of  meters  I regard 
as  indispensable,  unless  the  water-supply  is  inexhausti- 
ble : it  is  the  only  way  of  measuring  accurately  the 
water  used,  is  equitable,  and,  besides,  tends  to  decrease 
the  wasteful  use  of  water.  The  department  has  been 
well  managed  by  the  Water  Board,  and  the  works  are 
in  a very  satisfactory  condition.  The  pumping-station 
buildings  are  well  kept  up,  but  the  condition  of  the 
grounds  about  the  station  should  be  improved.  The 
reservoir,  filter-basin,  and  pipe-yard  are  in  good  condition. 
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Provision  should  be  made,  either  by  ordinance  or 
otherwise,  to  have  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  depart- 
ment regularly  audited  and  compared  with  the  treas- 
urer’s books. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  was  703,702 
gallons. 

The  receipts  from  the  water-rates  for  the  year  1887 
were  $57,249.05,  of  which  the  city  paid  $14,301.45. 

The  expenses  for  1887  were, —

The  amount  of  water-bonds  issued  to  date  is  $1 ,1 15,000. 

There  are  $35,000  water-bonds  unissued  in  the  treas- 
ury, which  comprises  all  the  city  has  been  authorized  to 
issue. 

The  deficit  in  the  water-rates  to  pay  maintenance  and 
interest  on  the  bonds  is  $11,609.79  ; last  year  the  deficit 
was  $12,692.91. 

There  would  have  been  a larger  decrease  in  the 
deficit  alluded  to,  except  for  the  change  from  schedule 
to  meter-rates  ; the  schedule-rates  being  paid  fully  in  ad- 
vance, and  with  the  meter-rates  an  advance  of  $10  only 
is  required.  The  difference  for  water  used  in  excess  of 
this  amount  is  to  be  settled  in  March,  so  that  a part 
of  the  water-rates  of  the  year  1887  will  be  credited  to 
the  water-receipts  of  1888. 
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As  the  business  year  of  this  department  commences 
on  the  first  of  March,  and  as  the  bills  for  metered  water 
are  payable,  necessarily,  only  partially  in  advance,  it  is 
difficult  to  ascertain  exactly  the  receipts  from  the  de- 
partment during  the  city’s  fiscal  year,  which  ends  Dec. 
31.  Believing  it  best  that  all  departments  of  the  city 
conform  to  one  system,  I recommend  that  the  financial 
year  of  this  department  be  made  identical  with  the 
fiscal  year. 

FIRE-DEPARTMENT. 

The  excellent  reputation  for  attention  to  business 
and  for  efficiency  which  characterizes  this  department 
and  its  chief,  has  been  maintained. 

It  is  composed  of  seventy-two  members,  — the  chief ; 
assistant  chief,  who  is  also  fire-alarm  operator ; three 
engineers ; and  seven  drivers  of  steamers,  hook  and 
ladder  truck,  chemical  engine,  and  hose-reels,  who  are 
permanently  employed ; and  sixty  officers  and  men 
subject  to  call-duty. 

To  save  expense,  the  driver  of  hose-reel  No.  7 is 
employed  only  partially : it  would  be  better  for  the 
department  if  one  were  permanently  employed  who 
would  also  have  charge  of  the  house. 

The  stations,  fire-alarm  telegraph,  fire  apparatus,  and 
department-horses,  with  one  exception,  are  in  good 
condition. 

A new  horse  will  be  needed  on  the  chemical  engine 
in  place  of  one  that  recently  died. 
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Five  fire-alarm  signal  stations  have  been  located 
during  the  year,  making  in  all  sixty. 

The  area  covered  by  the  fire-department  is  twenty 
square  miles,  and  comprises  eleven  villages. 

A new  bell  and  striking  apparatus,  to  replace  that 
destroyed  by  the  burning  of  Eliot  Church,  Jan.  16,  1887, 
was  placed  upon  the  armory  at  a cost  of  $1,500.  This 
was  an  extra  expense  which  had  to  be  provided  for. 

The  destruction  of  Eliot  Church  by  fire  was  the 
largest  single  loss  since  1878.  The  building  was  very 
large,  and  constructed  of  wood.  It  was  a total  loss, 
and  insured  for  $50,000.  None  of  the  surrounding 
buildings  were  injured. 

There  are  petitions  for  fire  apparatus  from  Nonantum 
and  Newton  Highlands  : the  rapid  growth  of  these  two 
sections  of  the  city  will  soon  make  more  fire  apparatus 
necessary. 

During  the  past  year  an  order  was  adopted  requiring 
the  permanent  force  to  be  uniformed,  thus  improving 
their  appearance  and  discipline. 

The  number  of  fire-alarms  responded  to  was  76.

PUBLIC  PROPERTY. 

The  public  buildings  of  the  city  have  been  carefully 
supervised,  and  many  improvements  made  in  them. 
They  are  in  better  condition,  generally,  than  at  any 
previous  time. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  care  of  the 
schoolhouses,  providing  new  heating  apparatus,  ventila- 
tion, sanitary  works,  repairing  and  repainting  the  build- 
ings, tinting  the  walls,  and  grading  the  grounds.  Such 
improvements  add  greatly  to  comfort  and  to  safety : they 
are  also  judicious  and  permanent  improvements. 

Among  these  improvements  may  be  mentioned  the 
providing  of  new  sanitary  works  at  the  Bigelow  School, 
costing  $2,500 ; new  sanitary  arrangements  for  the 
Franklin ; ventilation  at  the  Adams,  costing  $600 ; 
concreting  around  the  building  and  the  grounds  of  the 
Williams  ; regrading  the  grounds  of  the  Claflin ; paint- 
ing and  ventilation  of  the  Hyde  at  cost  of  $800 ; a new 
furnace  was  put  in  at  Oak  Hill,  costing  $300 ; painting 
and  additional  light  for  the  Davis,  Rice,  Lincoln, 
Prospect,  and  Hamilton. 

The  new  addition  to  the  High  School  has  been 
completed,  and  a large  amount  of  work  done  upon  the 
grounds,  grading  and  concreting  them. 

A new  concrete  sidewalk  edged  with  granite  has 
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been  laid,  and  the  premises  present  a very  attractive 
appearance. 

The  Public  Library  was  completed  in  June  last,  and 
is  an  ornament  and  source  of  pride  to  the  city. 

Improvements  were  made  in  the  entrance  of  engine 
house,  Ward  7 ; and  new  heating  apparatus  in  engine 
house,  Ward  6,  costing  $500. 

A needed  improvement  was  made  at  the  Hook  and 
Ladder  House,  by  making  two  small  parlors  into  one. 

The  engine  house,  Ward  3,  is,  as  I have  already 
stated,  in  great  need  of  better  sanitation,  and  the 
necessary  work  done  to  make  the  tower  of  the  building 
safe. 

There  are  some  small  improvements  to  be  made 
upon  other  buildings. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  for  the  year 
1887  was  $13,000. 

STREET-LIGHTS. 

Artificial  light  for  the  night-time  is  not  only  a great 
convenience  to  a community,  but  is  also  a source  of 
safety. 

Well-lighted  streets  are  a public  necessity.  They 
serve  as  a protection  to  the  people.  They  also  protect 
property  from  the  vandalism  of  the  lawless,  and  are  a 
great  aid  to  the  police  in  maintaining  order. 

During  the  past  year,  seventy-one  electric  lights 
have  been  introduced,  and  located  near  the  railroad 
stations  and  squares  of  the  city. 
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These  lights  are  best  when  suspended  near  the  mid- 
dle of  the  street,  away  from  the  trees.  The  objection- 
able features  of  the  arc-lights  are  the  variation  in  their 
illuminating  power,  their  liability  to  go  out,  and  the 
shadows  they  cast  upon  the  streets. 

I have  made  examination  of  the  incandescent  system 
of  street-lighting,  and  it  appears  to  be  superior  in  many 
ways.  The  light  is  brilliant,  it  cannot  be  blown  out, 
and  may  be  turned  on  or  off  at  the  station  at  pleasure. 
It  is  a great  advantage  to  be  able  to  turn  on  the  light 
instantaneously,  and  just  when  needed,  and  as  quickly 
to  dispense  with  it  when  not  required. 

Where  oil-lights  are  used,  it  requires  only  a small 
additional  quantity  of  oil  to  have  the  lamps  burn  till 
daylight. 

It  is  quite  impracticable  to  light  the  streets  well  upon 
any  set  time  or  moon  schedule.  The  only  rule  that 
can  be  applied  satisfactorily  is  to  have  good  lights  of 
some  kind  in  the  streets,  and  when  they  are  needed, 
whether  it  is  every  night  and  all  night,  or  only  a 
portion  of  the  time. 

Considerable  inconvenience  has  been  experienced  in 
the  past,  because  of  the  lack  of  arrangements  to  pro- 
vide light  upon  nights  when  the  moon  was  obscured  by 
clouds;  and  this  frequently  happened  when  the  moon 
rose  at  so  late  an  hour  that  the  first  part  of  the  night 
would  be  very  dark  and  unsafe  for  travel. 

These  objections  should  be  remedied,  and  the  im- 
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provements  suggested  provided  for,  when  a new  con- 
tract shall  be  made. 

The  contract  now  in  force  for  lighting  the  streets 
expires  on  June  1,  1888. 

There  are,  at  present,  71  arc-lights,  711  gas-lights, 
and  505  oil-lamps.  The  cost  of  oil-lights  is  $10.50  per 
year ; of  gas-lights,  $15  per  year ; and  of  arc-lights,  50 
cents  per  night,  burning  all  night. 

The  cost  of  lighting  the  streets  for  the  year  1887 
was  $24,002.02. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  present  force  consists  of  a marshal,  one  captain, 
one  sergeant,  and  nineteen  patrolmen. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  office  of  captain  has 
existed  in  the  department,  and  the  first  year  a night- 
officer  has  been  in  charge. 

The  captain  has  charge  in  the  daytime,  and  is  in 
attendance  upon  the  court ; and  the  sergeant  has  charge 
during  the  night. 

These  officers  have  performed  their  duties  well. 

The  force  is  composed  of  able-bodied  and  coura- 
geous men.  It  has  been  diligent  in  prosecuting  viola- 
tors of  the  law ; and,  although  the  area  to  be  covered 
is  very  large,  it  has  been  able  generally  to  maintain 
good  order. 

The  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  past  year  was 
574,  of  which  195  persons  were  non-residents. 

The  amount  of  fines  imposed  by  the  court  was  $2,441. 
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The  length  of  time  of  the  sentences  for  imprisonment 
was  23  years. 

One  incendiary  was  also  convicted  at  the  Superior 
Court  in  Cambridge,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for 
a term  of  eight  years. 

The  amount  of  court  fees  earned  by  the  officers  and 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  was  $1,119.81. 

The  number  of  tramps  lodged  was  950,  being  249 
less  than  in  1886. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Police  Department  was 
$23,350.  The  amount  expended  was  $23,344.85. 

I am  happy  to  extend  to  his  Honor  Judge  Park, 
standing  justice  of  the  police  court,  my  congratulations 
upon  his  recovery  from  a recent  severe  illness,  and  that 
he  is  able  to  assume  again  the  duties  of  the  court. 

At  the  recent  election,  the  action  of  the  voters  upon 
the  question  of  license  was  significant,  being  1,540  No 
to  258  Yes ; and  it  should  be  regarded  as  an  unmistak- 
able expression  in  favor  of  temperance  in  this  city. 

It  will  be  my  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to  maintain  in 
all  respects  the  excellent  reputation  of  this  city,  and, 
through  the  aid  of  the  police,  to  enforce,  without 
exception,  all  the  rules  and  orders  and  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  governing  the  city. 

POOR-DEPARTMENT. 

There  is  probably  no  place  in  this  Commonwealth 
where,  according  to  the  population,  there  are  fewer 
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persons  who  apply  for  aid  or  support  than  in  this 
city,  and  no  community  is  more  liberal  toward  the 
unfortunate. 

The  department  has  been  well  managed  by  the  Board 
of  Overseers  and  the  Almoner. 

The  Almshouse  and  Farm,  under  the  care  of  the 
Warden  and  Matron,  are  well  conducted;  and  by  their 
industry  and  good  management  the  receipts  from  the 
sale  at  the  farm  paid  into  the  treasury  will  this  year 
amount  to  $2,604.03. 

The  inmates  at  the  Almshouse  now  number  28. 
They  are  kindly  cared  for,  have  comfortable  rooms, 
and  sufficient  good  food. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Almshouse  for  the  year 
1887  was  $4,000:  the  amount  expended  was  $3,852.33. 

The  appropriation  for  the  outdoor  poor  for  the  year 
was  $8,000  : the  amount  expended  was  $8,269.41. 

The  City  Farm,  containing  about  sixty  acres,  is 
located  at  Waban,  near  the  station  of  the  Newton 
Circuit  Railroad,  and  is  in  such  a fine  location  for 
building  purposes  that  it  is  becoming  too  valuable  to 
be  retained  for  farming.  It  could  probably  be  sold  at 
a large  price  for  building-lots ; and,  after  deducting 
the  amount  necessary  to  procure  new  but  inexpensive 
quarters,  there  would  probably  be  a considerable  bal- 
ance remaining  to  be  covered  into  the  treasury. 

While  the  city  would  be  directly  benefited  by  the 
sale,  yet  the  greater  benefit  would  be  derived  from  the 
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enhanced  value  and  the  rapid  development  of  the  land 
in  this  locality,  and,  in  consequence,  the  increase  of 
taxable  property. 

assessors’  department. 

The  duties  of  assessors  are  very  important,  the  Public 
Statutes  requiring  them  to  ascertain  accurately  the 
names  of  all  persons,  and  the  amount  of  all  property, 
real  and  personal,  liable  to  be  assessed,  and  to  appraise 
property  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  at  what,  in  their 
judgment  and  under  oath,  is  a fair  cash  value ; to  do 
this  well  requires  great  care  in  the  details,  and  sound 
judgment  concerning  the  values  of  a great  variety  of 
property. 

They  are  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
to  assess  upon  the  property  of  the  city  a sum  equal  to 
the  amounts  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  for  the 
expenses  of  the  city,  less  the  receipts,  and  the  amounts 
necessary  to  pay  the  State  and  county  taxes. 

They  should  be  diligent  in  discovering  property  to 
tax ; and  their  success  in  it  will  have  much  to  do  with 
the  tax-rate. 

Yet  it  is  the  action  of  the  City  Council,  when  it 
determines  the  amount  required  for  the  expenses,  that 
chiefly  regulates  the  tax-rate ; and  it  is  larger  or  smaller 
just  in  proportion  as  the  expenses  are  increased  or 
diminished. 

I again  call  attention  to  recent  legislation  upon  the 
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duties  of  assessors,  which  provides  that  the  assessors  of 
taxes  of  each  city  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  July  in  each  year,  cause  street-lists  of  the  several 
voting  precincts  in  such  city  to  be  compiled  and  printed 
in  pamphlet  form  for  public  distribution,  thus  giving  an 
opportunity  to  each  person,  between  July  15  and  the 
15th  of  September,  when  opportunity  for  assessment 
ceases,  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  he  has  been  assessed. 
These  lists  for  public  distribution  and  for  the  registrars 
of  voters  were  not  furnished  last  year  till  October,  and 
were,  in  consequence  of  the  delay,  of  no  value  for  the 
purposes  for  which  they  were  intended. 

The  assessments  being  made  in  the  months  of  May 
and  June,  I am  aware  that  it  will  require  considerable 
work  to  have  the  lists  ready  by  July  15  ; but  as  they 
are  essential,  and  are  required  by  law,  I trust  they  will 
be  furnished  the  present  year  at  the  time  appointed. 

CLAFLIN  GUARD. 

This  company  was  organized  Oct.  10,  1870,  and  was 
named  in  honor  of  our  distinguished  fellow-citizen,  the 
Hon.  William  Claflin,  who  was  at  that  time  governor  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

The  company  has  been  very  fortunate,  in  the  selection 
of  its  commanders,  in  securing  gentlemen  versed  in 
military  knowledge,  and  of  good  military  standing. 

Its  first  commander  was  the  adjutant  of  the  old 
Thirty-second  Eegiment  Massachusetts  Volunteers,  an 
efficient  officer  of  enviable  military  record. 
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The  company  during  the  past  year  has  added  to  its 
reputation  for  discipline  and  effective  service. 

The  company  consists  of  three  commissioned  officers 
and  fifty-nine  men.  At  the  annual  encampment  at 
South  Framingham  the  company  performed  five  days’ 
camp-duty,  every  member  being  present  except  one 
whose  absence  was  unavoidable.  They  also  performed 
one  day’s  duty  at  the  annual  spring-drill,  nearly  every 
member  being  present. 

At  the  State  rifle-match,  the  company  maintained  its 
reputation  for  marksmanship,  — the  State  individual 
prize  being  won  by  a private  of  the  company. 

The  members  of  the  company  are  scattered  over  an 
area  of  ten  square  miles ; but,  notwithstanding  the  long 
distances  which  they  are  obliged  to  travel,  more  than 
half  the  company  have  been  present  at  the  weekly 
meetings  for  instruction  and  drill. 

A new  building  should  be  erected  at  the  rifle-pit, 
which  can  be  done  at  a trifling  expense,  the  old  one 
having  been  destroyed  by  an  incendiary  fire. 

The  State  pays  $400  per  annum  for  the  Armory. 

The  expense  to  the  city  for  the  year  1887  was 
$843.95. 

REGISTRATION. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  city  liable  to  poll-tax 
in  the  year  1887,  as  returned  by  the  assessors,  was  5,700, 
being  539  more  than  in  1886. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  has  held  frequent  meetings, 
giving  ample  opportunity  for  registration. 
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Upon  the  voting-lists  at  the  State  election,  there  were 
3,383  names,  of  whom  2,457  voted;  and  at  the  city 
election,  there  were  3,436  names,  of  whom  2,455  voted. 
There  were  91  names  upon  the  women’s  list. 

There  being  but  seven  voting  precincts  in  the  city, 
the  voters  in  some  of  the  wards  are  obliged  to  go  quite 
long  distances,  and  to  other  villages,  often  at  consider- 
able inconvenience,  especially  in  stormy  weather. 

There  should  be  several  more  voting  precincts,  that 
every  opportunity  and  encouragement  may  be  given  to 
voters  to  perform  their  responsible  duty  of  voting  at  all 
elections.  The  expenses  of  registration  and  elections 
were  $1,800. 

CONCLUSION. 

1 have  reviewed  in  a general  way  the  condition  and 
work  of  the  several  departments,  detailed  reports  of 
which  you  will  obtain  from  the  City  Documents  soon 
to  be  printed,  and  I recommend  your  careful  perusal 
of  them,  as  they  will  furnish  much  information  of 
interest,  and  aid  you  in  the  discharge  of  your  official 
duties.  It  gives  me  pleasure  again  and  for  the  fifth 
time  to  address  you  upon  the  occasion  of  the  inau- 
guration of  the  City  Council.  Important  duties,  involv- 
ing the  interests  and  welfare  of  our  citizens,  have  been 
committed  to  our  care.  Let  us,  appreciating  their  im- 
portance and  our  responsibility,  apply  ourselves  with 
earnestness  and  with  a determination  so  to  perform 
them  as  to  maintain  the  high  position  our  city  has 
attained,  and  to  give  to  it  an  excellent  government.

DUTIES  OF  THE  AUDITOR  OF  ACCOUNTS. 


The  following  are  tlie  important  provisions  of  the  Ordi- 
nance setting  forth  the  duties  of  the  City  Auditor: — 

The  Auditor  shall  receive  all  accounts  and  claims  against 
the  City,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  certified  by  the  Com- 
mittee, or  the  proper  certifying  officers  authorized  on  behalf 
of  the  City  to  make  the  contract,  or  cause  the  expenditure  to 
be  made.  He  shall  carefully  examine  all  such  accounts  and 
claims,  see  that  they  are  correctly  cast  and  duly  authorized  by 
the  City  Council  or  its  order,  and,  having  certified  to  the 
same,  shall  present  them  properly  filed  and  labelled,  to  the 
Committee  on  Accounts. 

The  Auditor  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  several  standing 
and  joint  standing  committees,  and  as  secretary  of  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commissioners  and  Trustees  of  the  Read  Fund, 
without  extra  compensation. 

The  Auditor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  annu- 
ally, shall  make  a report  to  the  City  Council  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  past  financial  year,  in  detail,  and  shall 
give,  in  his  report,  a schedule  of  the  property  of  the  City  and 
of  leases  thereof,  and  an  exhibit  of  the  loans  or  debts  bearing 
interest,  due  from  the  city,  the  rates  of  interest,  and  the  time 
when  payable.  He  shall  each  month  transmit  to  the  Mayor, 
and  each  member  of  the  City  Council,  a statement  showing 
the  amounts  expended  and  unexpended  of  each  appropria- 
tion.

Gentlemen , — In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the 
several  sections  of  the  City  Ordinances,  I have  the  honor  to 
present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  City  of  Newton  for  the  financial  year 
commencing  Jan.  1,  and  terminating  Dec.  31,  1888,  with  a 
detailed  account  of  each  department,  a statement  of  the 
liabilities  and  assets,  a table  showing  the  funded  debt,  the 
rates  of  interest,  and  times  when  notes  and  bonds  are  payable, 
another  showing  appropriations,  mayor’s  drafts,  treasurer’s 
payments  and  balances,  a statement  of  the  Sinking  Funds 
and  of  the  Read  Fund,  a summary  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  year,  a statistical  table,  showing  the 
number  of  polls,  real  and  personal  estate,  town,  city,  county, 
and  state  taxes,  rate  of  taxation,  appropriations,  etc.,  with  the 
number  of  houses  from  year  to  year  for  twenty-eight  consec- 
utive years.  Among  the  remaining  tabulations  will  be 
found  a schedule  of  the  City  property  so  arranged  as  to  show 
in  separate  classification  the  property  belonging  to  the  alms- 
house, fire,  highway,  school,  and  other  departments.  In 
addition  to  these,  is  also  given  such  other  information  apper- 
taining to  the  fiscal  interests  of  the  City  as  may  possess 
general  interest.

The  cemeteries  have  been  kept  in  fair  condition.  The 
city  lot  in  Newton  Cemetery  has  been  finished  up  and  laid 
down  to  grass. 

The  West  Newton  cemetery  requires  considerable  labor  to 
grade  its  very  uneven  surface,  and  it  is  hoped  there  will  be 
money  enough  left  from  the  appropriation  for  the  year  1889, 
to  do  a part  of  the  work  during  the  coming  season. 

The  Winchester  street  and  Centre  street  cemeteries  will 
need  little  more  than  to  keep  them  looking  neat  and  clean,  un- 
less it  is  thought  best  to  set  out  a few  trees.

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REPORT. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council: 

“0  Blessed  Health!  Thou  art  above  all  Gold  and  Treasure.” 

— Sterne. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Stat- 
utes, the  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1888. 

Massachusetts  stands  foremost  among  the  states  which 
have  provided  wise  and  beneficent  measures  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  health  and  welfare  of  its  citizens.  To  this  end  it 
has  conferred  upon  local  Boards  of  Health,  as  well  as  its  State 
Board,  powers,  which  to  some  seem  almost  autocratic.  It  is 
often  a difficult  question  to  determine  just  where  private  rights 
become  subordinate  to  the  public  good. 

Realizing  the  inherent  right  of  the  individual  to  guard 
his  property  against  intrusion,  this  Board  has  always  sought  to 
impress  upon  those  with  whom  they  are  brought  into  contact 
that  it  is  only  through  the  constant  yielding  or  giving  up  of 
the  individual  prejudice  or  opinion  that  concerted  action  can 
be  had  and  the  greatest  good  accomplished.  It  has  been  their 
aim  to  educate  and  elevate  the  public  to  a higher  standard  of 
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sanitation  each  year,  and  teach  them  that  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  preservation  of  health,  which  have  been  adopted 
from  time  to  time,  are  for  the  benefit  of  each  individual  and 
not  for  the  personal  aggrandizement  of  any  member  or  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.  So  during  the  past  year  the  aim  of  the 
work  of  the  Board  has  been  to  secure  results  through  the  edu- 
cational rather  than  through  the  forcing  process. 

Undoubtedly,  as  our  city  loses  its  suburban  character,  it 
will  be  found  necessary  to  adopt  more  stringent  measures  from 
time  to  time,  and  our  citizens  will  be  called  upon  to  make 
more  extended  sacrifices  of  their  personal  liberties  for  the 
protection  of  their  own,  their  families,  and  their  neighbors 
health.  The  Board  has  been  fortunate  in  having  an  ex- 
ceptionally intelligent  class  of  people  to  deal  with,  and  so 
far  it  seems  to  have  been  eminently  successful  in  its  work,  and 
its  suggestions  have  usually  been  received  with  respect,  and  in 
most  cases  heeded  and  adopted. 

It  has  proved  to  be  a wise  provision  of  the  city  charter 
which  gives  to  its  subordinate  officers  and  to  its  Boards,  a 
stable  tenure  of  office,  and  to  no  one,  probably,  more  than  to 
the  retiring  Mayor,  Hon.  J.  Wesley  Kimball,  is  due  the  suc- 
cessful organization  of  the  Board.  Through  this  provision  a 
degree  of  permanency  is  obtained  sufficient  to  check  unwise  or 
hasty  legislation,  while  from  the  members  obtained  each  year 
from  the  city  council  comes  enough  of  the  element  of  change 
as  will  infuse  new  thought  and  energy  and  prevent  stagnation 
or  falling  into  ruts.  Consequently  a policy  once  carefully 
studied  and  decided  upon,  can  be  carried  on  and  worked  out  to 
its  fullest  capacity  for  good,  until  it  shall  be  demonstrated 
that  on  account  of  its  own  weakness,  or  from  the  unceasing 
march  of  progress  the  time  has  come  when  it  must  be  modified 
or  changed.

For  years  Newton  lias  held  the  enviable  position  of  hav- 
ing the  lowest  death-rate  of  any  of  the  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth. While  we  cannot  say  that  we  shall  again  hold  that 
position  for  the  year  that  is  just  passed,  we  feel  confident  that 
we  shall  not  stand  very  far  down  on  the  list.  An  eminent 
writer  has  said  that  the  true  estimate  of  the  healthfulness  of  a 
place  is  determined  by  its  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases,  and  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age.  An  examination  of  the 
causes  of  death  and  of  the  ages  of  the  decedents  shows  that  in 
this  respect  we  have  nothing  to  complain  of.  The  percentage 
of  deaths  from  zymotic,  or  what  are  often  called  preventable 
diseases,  is  lower  this  year  than  last ; this,  too,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  climatic  conditions  were  fully  as  bad,  if  not  worse, 
in  1888  than  in  1887.  The  unusually  frequent  and  heavy 
rains  have  brought  the  contents  of  cesspools  to  the  surface  in 
many  places  and  have  caused  them  to  overflow,  and  at  the  same 
time  have  produced  a luxuriant  growth  of  vegetation.  Each  of 
these  causes  has  no  doubt  been  an  important  factor  in  develop- 
ing the  increased  amount  of  typhoid  fever  and  malaria  which 
existed  over  the  previous  year.  For  this  reason  also,  during 
the  coming  year,  the  Board  will  undoubtedly  be  called  upon  to 
exercise  a larger  amount  of  care  to  prevent  the  rise  and  spread 
of  some  epidemic  disease. 

Agent. 

During  the  year  1887  the  officers  who  had  been  acting  as 
the  agents  of  the  Board  intimated  their  desire  to  be  relieved 
of  their  work.  It  was  therefore  deemed  best  by  the  Board  to 
unite  the  three  offices  into  one,  and  have  the  position  taken  by 
one  who  could  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  service  of  the 
Board.  The  work  of  the  Board  had  been  constantly  growing 
in  volume  until  it  had  reached  *such  proportions  as  to  demand 
the  whole  time  of  one  man.  An  appropriation  was  according- 
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ly  secured  for  this  purpose,  and  after  holding  in  February  an 
examination  of  all  applicants  under  the  direction  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners,  the  Board  selected  the  present  Agent 
and  Clerk,  who  after  serving  the  six  months  probationary 
period  required  by  law  was  elected  permanently  to  that  position. 

Cow  Stables. 

For  a long  time  the  Board  had  been  at  work  reducing  to  a 
system  and  getting  under  their  control  the  keeping  of  cattle 
and  swine.  Rules  prohibiting  their  being  kept  within  certain 
limits  unless  by  a license  from  the  Board,  had  been  adopted 
from  time  to  time  and  gradually  all  but  two  parties  were  in- 
duced to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  Board.  Finally  it 
became  evident  that  the  Board  would  never  succeed  unless 
decisive  action  was  taken.  Accordingly  a new  draft  of  the 
rule  relating  to  the  keeping  of  swine  and  cattle  was  made  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  City  Solicitor,  and  the  proper 
action  was  taken  by  the  Board  under  that  rule.  In  conse. 
quence  it  was  but  a very  short  time  before  these  parties  found 
it  to  their  advantage  to  comply  with  the  requests  of  the  Board, 
and  the  nuisances  were  abated,  and  the  parties  are  now  con- 
forming to  the  licenses  which  have  been  granted  them  by  the 
Board. 

Diseases  Dangerous  to  the  Public  Health. 

About  the  first  of  November,  1887,  scarlet  fever  made  its 
appearance  and  spread  with  great  rapidity  over  the  entire  city. 
Fortunately  the  disease  was  generally  of  a light  and  mild 
character,  only  one  death  resulting.  This  outbreak  of  the 
preceding  year  was  continued  during  the  early  part  of  the 
present,  preserving  the  same  mild  characteristics,  except  in  a 
few  cases,  there  being  only  two  deaths  during  the  year.  By 
the  middle  of  May  the  progress  of  the  disease  entirely  stopped 
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and  no  farther  signs  of  it  were  seen,  except  in  a few  cases 
near  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  latter  part  of  May,  diphtheria  in  a virulent  form 
broke  out  at  Nonantum  but  prompt  and  efficient  means  were 
taken  to  keep  the  disease  from  spreading  and,  by  so  doing,  it 
got  no  foothold  where  it  could  maintain  itself.  While  many 
times  it  is  impossible  to  say  that  any  particular  thing  is  the 
cause  of  the  disease,  yet  if  we  find  the  premises  filthy  or  no 
traps  on  the  drain  pipes,  we  know  that  we  have  found  a good 
cause  for  development  and  that  which  might,  but  for  this  de- 
fect, have  been  thrown  off  the  system,  becomes  rampant  and 
terminates  fatally. 

It  was  found  that  no  definite  system  of  fumigation  had 
been  adopted  or  carried  out  by  the  Board,  but  that  it  was  gen- 
erally left  to  the  judgment  of  the  physician  and  the  honesty 
and  capability  of  the  citizen.  As  the  state  law  makes  it  oblig- 
atory upon  the  Boards  of  Health,  or  their  Agents, to  be  satisfied 
that  this  work  be  properly  done,  the  Board  instructed  its  Agent 
to  see  that  all  infected  premises  needing  fumigation  be  thor- 
oughly and  carefully  done,  and  if  necessar}7,  that  he  do  it  him- 
self or  employ  some  capable  assistant  to  do  it.  Since  that  time 
all  places  wherein  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  have  appeared, 
have  been  thoroughly  fumigated,  and  while  not  at  this  time  en- 
tering into  the  merits  or  demerits  of  sulphur  fumes,  we  cannot 
help  feeling  that  it  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  this  work  that 
we  succeeded  in  preventing  this  out-cropping  of  diphtheria 
from  becoming  epidemic. 

As  before  stated,  the  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
was  largely  in  excess  of  the  previous  year.  Like  diphtheria, 
this  is  a filth  disease  and  is  often  created,  nourished  or  devel- 
oped by  bad  drainage,  by  the  turning  up  of  new  soil,  or  by 
contaminated  drinking  water.  No  doubt  the  heavy  rains  of 
last  season  dieted  in  keeping  cesspools  full,  and  creating  a 
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heavy  vegetable  growth.  In  consequenee  a large  amount  of 
foul  matter  has  been  brought  to  the  surface,  decomposed  and 
passed  off  into  the  air,  sending  forth  this  foul  w spirit  of  the 
earth  ” to  invade  our  homes  and  enervate  our  systems.  In 
many  cases,  while  not  actually  developing  into  typhoid  fever, 
malaria,  u which  hides  itself  in  a mantle  of  invisibility,”  en- 
ters the  system  and  lays  waste  the  forces  of  nature.  Let  us 
trust  that  the  coming  year  will  show  a perceptible  decrease  in 
this  form  of  disease. 


Collection  of  House  Offal. 

Up  to  the  middle  of  October  the  complaints  as  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  service  received  by  the  Board  for  the  performance  of 
this  duty,  were  numerous  and  far  too  well  founded.  There 
were  some  complaints  which  were  unreasonable  and  should 
never  have  been  made,  but  the  majority  of  them  were  reason- 
able. The  price  for  which  the  contractor  was  doing  the  work 
was  without  doubt  too  low  and  he  was  losing  money.  The 
growth  of  the  city  and  the  action  of  the  Board  itself  in  shut- 
ting off  so  many  private  piggeries,  had  increased  the  work  far 
beyond  any  one’s  expectation  when  the  contract  was  made. 
Another  point  in  favor  of  the  contractor  is,  that  he  is  some- 
what at  the  mercy  of  his  help.  Should  they  for  any  reason 
pass  by  and  neglect  any  house,  the  only  punishment  that  can 
be  inflicted  upon  the  offender  is  'to  discharge  him,  and  perhaps 
be  obliged  to  take  on  one  who  is  entirely  unfamiliar  with  the 
route  or  the  work,  thereby  creating  a greater  annoyance.  How- 
ever,  in  this  case,  eteimal  vigilance  of  the  contractor  is  the  price 
of  success.  In  consideration  of  extra  work  performed  by  the 
contractor  in  daily  visits,  etc.,  the  Board  allowed  him  an  addi- 
tional compensation,  Since  that  time  there  have  been  scarce- 
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ly  any  complaints,  showjmg  clearly  that  with  a proper  amount 
of  compensation  the  work  can  be  well  performed. 


Ashes  and  Night-Soil. 

The  collection  of  ashes  has  been  done  by  the  Highway 
Department  as  in  former  years  to  the  satisfaction  of  everyone. 
Every  ward  is  visited  once  a week,  on  certain  designated  days, 
and  citizens  are  required  to  place  their  ash  barrels  on  the  edge 
of  the  sidewalk,  early  in  the  morning’  of  the  day  of  collection. 
The  men  employed  on  this  work  are  faithful  and  efficient,  tak- 
ing pride  in  their  work,  and  complaints  as  to  inefficiency  are 
rare  indeed. 

The  contract  for  the  removal  of  night-soil  expired  on  the 
first  of  June.  Three  years  before,  when  the  contract  was 
made,  only  one  proposal,  (that  from  Mr.  Mague),  could  be 
obtained  for  doing  the  work  under  the  “ odorless  ” system, 
and  he  was  accordingly  given  the  contract.  During  these  three 
years  the  only  complaints  made  that  appeared  to  be  reasonable 
were  from  parties  who  felt  that  their  wants  were  not  attended 
to  as  promptly  as  seemed  to  them  desirable.  Accordingly  a 
request  was  made  that  the  city  be  divided  and  two  contractors 
licensed  to  do  the  work.  Upon  looking  into  the  subject,  the 
Board  found  that  with  possibly  the  exception  of  about  a month 
in  the  spring  and  one  in  the  fall,  there  was  not  work  enough  in 
the  city  to  give  two  contractors  a reasonable  profit  on  the  plant 
necessary  to  be  kept  to  carry  on  the  work.  Knowing  this,  and 
feeling  that  Mr.  Mague’s  work  had  been  on  the  whole  satisfac- 
torily performed,  the  Board  decided  that  it  was  not  advisable 
to  advertise  for  bids,  but  granted  Mr.  Mague’s  request  for  a 
renewal  of  the  contract,  upon  the  same  terms  and  basis  as  be- 
fore. The  contract  was  accordingly  made  with  him  for  three 
years  from  June  1st,  1888. 
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Bennington  Street. 

During  the  fall  a large  drain  was  laid  in  Bennington 
street  by  the  Highway  department,  under  appropriation  of  the 
City  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  natural  ground 
and  surface  water,  which  accumulated  from  the  hill  above  and 
made  its  appearance  here.  While  the  work  has  not  been  com- 
pleted long  enough  to  demonstrate  fully  its  efficiency,  yet,  so 
far,  the  street  has  been  rendered  thoroughly  dry,  and  if  ap- 
pearances are  not  deceitful,  a long  standing  nuisance  is  thus 
abated. 


Co-operation  of  Physicians. 

There  is  no  class  of  citizens  who  can  do  more  to  aid  the 
work  of  the  Board  of  Health  than  the  physicians.  An  ear- 
nest effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  establish  more 
intimate  relations  with  them  which  has  met  with  good  success. 
A physician,  as  we  all  know,  is  one  who  is  subject  to  a call  at  any 
moment  and  for  almost  any  length  of  time.  So  while  he  may 
not  intentionally  delay  reporting  cases,  circumstances  may 
arise  which  would  cause  him  to  neglect  this  important  duty. 
One  disease,  which  at  times  is  quite  prevalent,  and  which  phy- 
sicians here  as  a rule  neglect  to  report  is  Cholera  Infantum. 
While  the  cause  of  this  disease  might  not  be  in  the  sanitary 
condition,  still  an  examination  of  the  premises  could  do  no 
harm  and  might  be  the  means  of  great  benefit.  The  same  ar- 
gument holds  with  all  the  other  diseases  which  the  Board  re- 
quire to  be  reported  as  dangerous  to  the  public  health.  We 
trust  that  our  physicians  will  see  the  value  that  might  come 
from  even  one  case  being  reported,  and  will  endeavor  in  the 
future  to  report  all  such  diseases  promptly,  as  well  as  aid  the 
Board  in  all  necessary  investigations. 
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Field  Days. 

In  June,  two  out-door  or  field  meetings  were  held,  one  for 
the  north  side  of  the  city,  and  one  for  the  south  side.  At  both 
meetings  a large  number  of  places,  where  alleged  nuisances 
existed,  were  visited  and  many  questions  pertaining  to  the  gen- 
eral health  of  the  city  were  discussed.  In  October,  a field 
meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  sources  and 
examining  the  waters  from  which  our  supplies  of  ice  are  ob- 
tained, with  special  reference  to  the  contamination  of  the  same. 
Later  in  the  month,  the  Board  visited  Framingham  and  in- 
spected the  system  of  sewerage  which  is  being  constructed  at 
that  place.  These  field  days  have  proved  to  be  of  great  bene- 
fit to  the  Board  and  enable  them  to  act  at  other  times,  upon 
questions  brought  before  them,  with  greater  clearness  and 
better  judgment. 

Ice. 

The  Board,  having  no  data  or  information  of  any  kind  to 
determine  whether  any  of  the  ice  used  for  domestic  purposes 
is  impure  or  unfit  for  use,  at  their  meeting  in  June  instructed 
the  Agent  to  procure  samples  of  ice  from  all  the  dealers  and 
producers  in  the  city,  analyze  them  and  report  to  the  Board. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  a little  later  began  a similar  inves- 
tigation for  the  whole  of  the  state.  In  order  to  obtain  certain 
information  for  their  own  use  and  that  of  the  state,  a field  day 
meeting  was  held  and  all  the  known  sources  of  ice  produced  or 
sold  in  Newton  were  visited.  Owing  to  other  and  pressing  du- 
ties, the  Agent  has  not  been  able  to  complete  this  work,  but 
hopes  that  the  coming  year  will  enable  him  to  make  a thorough 
study  of  this  question  and  get  at  all  the  important  facts. 


Nuisances. 

The  usual  number  of  complaints  have  been  received  with 
reference  to  objects  that  annoyed  and  places  that  were  feared 
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to  be  sources  of  disease  and  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the 
community.  Many  times  these  complaints  are  sei.t  to  the 
Board  on  account  of  neighbors’  quarrels,  although  they  may 
have  a foundation  in  fact,  so  that  here  a little  missionary  work 
by  the  Board  often  aids  in  settling  all  trouble  and  improving 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city.  Physicians,  too,  are  taking 
much  interest  in  the  bad  nooks  and  corners  and  quietly  re- 
questing the  Board  to  examine  into  them.  Thus  the  work 
enlarges  and  each  year  brings  new  duties  to  be  performed  in 
the  sanitary  policing,  as  it  were,  of  the  city.

letters,  which  together  with  the  inspections  of  plumbing  make 
a total  of  2069  visits,  460  letters  and  29  Board  meetings  at- 


tended. 


Plumbing. 

The  same  general  policy  has  been  followed  in  the  inspec- 
tion of  plumbing  that  has  been  pursued  during  the  last  two 
years.  The  inspector  has  visited  since  May  1st  253  houses, 
making  in  all  1044  visits  and  has  written  X33  letters,  besides 
attendin'  to  the  usual  verbal  requests,  decisions  and  answers 
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to  questions.  Many  calls  have  been  received  for  the  inspection 
of  old  plumbing,  where  parties  felt  uneasy  and  desired  to  know 
if  everything  was  in  good  condition.  These  requests  have  all 
been  met  and  frequently  peppermint  tests  have  been  made  to 
make  sure.  This  branch  of  work  is  one  that  will  be  constant- 
ly increasing  and  take  a good  deal  of  an  inspector’s  time.  In 
these  cases  the  most  common  faults  have  been  filthy  drip  trays, 
thoroughly  saturated  with  urine,  foul  pan-closets,  and  fixtures 
without  traps,  or  with  light  traps  that  are  liable  to  be  siphoned 
out. 

The  rules  have  been  carefully  enforced  and  violations  have 
generally  been  promptly  attended  to  and  changed  by  a simple 
request  or  note  from  the  inspector.  Considerable  time  has 
been  given  to  the  plumbers  in  talking  over  the  work  and  de- 
ciding upon  the  best  manner  to  meet  special  complications. 
Permits  have  been  granted  in  a few  instances  for  drum  traps 
without  vents  in  changes  of  old  plumbing  where  there  was  a 
manifest  improvement  on  the  old  work  and  a standing  out  for 
the  rules  on  new  work,  would  defeat  the  whole  improvement. 
All  new  work  however  has  been  brought  within  the  rules  with 
the  exception  of  two  or  three  cases  where  special  permits  were 
granted  by  the  Board  upon  application  therefor. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  towards  licensing  the 
plumbers  but  the  advisability  of  so  doing  grows  more  apparent 
from  year  to  year.  During  the  last  year  several  new  houses 
were  built  and  plumbed  by  irresponsible  parties,  that  is  to 
say,  by  plumbers’  apprentices,  or  parties  who  did  not  claim  to 
be  plumbers,  and  it  required  an  extra  amount  of  labor  and 
persuasion  on  the  part  of  the  inspector  to  induce  the  owners  to 
conform  to  the  rules.  Had  the  license  ordinance  been  in  force 
this  class  of  workmen  would  probably  have  given  us  no 
trouble.  It  has  been  exceedingly  gratifying  to  know  and  feel 
that  the  regular  plumbers  of  this  city  and  vicinity  are  trying 
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to  conform  to  the  rules  and  co-operate  with  the  Board  in  every 
way. 

Wells. 

While  having  a good  supply  of  pure  water  for  a large 
part  of  the  city,  there  are  still  a few  portions  that  have  not 
been  blessed  in  this  respect.  There  are  also  some  individuals 
who  still  cling  to  their  excellent  (?)  well  water,  feeling  that 
because  it  is  cold  and  clear,  that  it  possesses  the  same  purity, 
that  existed  twenty  or  more  years  ago,  before  so  many  causes 
of  pollution  had  arisen.  From  complaints  that  have  been 
made,  or  causes  of  sickness  that  have  arisen,  samples  of  water 
from  7 sources  have  been  taken  from  time  to  time  and  analyzed, 
with  the  following  results  :

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Sewerage. 

The  greatest  problem  of  the  age  among  engineers  at  the 
present  time  is  the  disposition  of  sewage  economically  and  with- 
out detriment  to  the  health  of  the  people.  Plans  and  systems 
almost  without  number  have  been  devised  or  recommended  to 
suit  the  wants  of  the  various  places  demanding  sewerage  and 
all  have  been  thoroughly  discussed  and  argued  by  those  most 
interested.  The  experience  of  Europe  has  been  sifted  from 
beginning  to  end  and  its  successes  and  failures  have  been 
brought  into  prominent  notice. 

For  many  years  Newton  was  the  battle-ground  for  the  ad- 
vocates and  opponents  of  the  introduction  of  city  water.  A 
very  few  opposed  it,  unless  at  the  same  time,  there  should  be 
adopted  some  method  for  its  disposal.  For  the  first  year  or 
two  after  its  introduction  everything  went  along  nicely,  then 
the  trouble  began.  With  city  water  came  a more  general  and 
careless  use  of  it  and  the  cesspools  began  to  give  out  for  they 
were  unable  to  stand  the  pressure  that  was  put  upon  them. 
The  water  which  has  been  obtained  for  the  use  of  the  city  is  of 
the  finest  quality  and  will  compare  more  than  favorably  with 
that  of  any  in  the  country. 

But,  having  got  the  water  in,  the  question  nowr  is  how  to 
get  it  out — after  using  it.  A hasty  glance  at  the  report  of  the 
Water  Board  of  1887,  and  estimating  the  use  for  1888,  shows 
that  in  the  last  twelve  years  there  has  been  consumed  through 
the  city  pipes  alone  about  two  billion  and  a half  (2,500,000,- 
000)  gallons  of  water,  an  average  of  about  10,000  gallons  per 
year  (or  30  gallons  per  day)  for  every  man,  woman  and  child 
in  the  city.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  there  are 
still  quite  a large  number  of  citizens  who  are  not  supplied 
with  water, other  than  from  wells,  It  cannot  be  denied  either, 
that  if  the  citizens  had  been  obliged  to  pump  or  draw  their 
water  from  wells,  the  above  quantity  would  never  have  been 
used  in  the  same  length  of  time. 
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With  this  large  use  or  rather  misuse  of  water  it  is  not  to 
be  wondered  at  that  the  Board  of  Health  are  frequently  called 
upon  to  suggest  relief  from  cesspools  that  almost  always  are 
full  and  often  run  out  on  to  the  surface. 

It  was  expected  that  the  question  of  sewerage  would  be 
settled  so  far  as  the  matter  of  disposal  or  outlet  was  concerned 
by  the  adoption  of  a metropolitan  system,  but  nothing  has 
been  definitely  accomplished  as  yet,  although,  as  the  State 
Board  of  Health  has  been  ordered  to  devise  a metropolitan 
system  or  systems,  it  is  hoped  that  the  next  Legislature  will 
decide  for  us  the  method  of  disposal  and  enable  the  city  to 
prepare  plans  for  the  carriage  of  the  sewage  in  accordance 
therewith. 

Overflow  cesspools  and  drains,  and  new  cesspools  are  con- 
stantly being  recommended  by  the  Board  as  measures  of  relief. 
But  the  laying  out  of  new  streets,  the  sub-division  of  large 
lots  of  land  into  small  ones,  and  the  rapid  increase  in  build- 
ings and  population  have,  in  one  or  two  sections  of  the  city, 
brought  these  measures  to  about  their  limit.  But  two  remedies 
remain : first,  the  making  of  cesspools  water-tight,  which  will 
require  their  being  pumped  out  as  often  as  they  fill,  and  second, 
sewerage.  While  the  Board  will  hesitate  and  postpone  the 
adoption  of  the  first  as  long  as  possible,  on  account  of  its  ex- 
pense to  the  individual,  yet  our  citizens  should  bear  in  mind 
that  the  day  is  rapidly  approaching  when  they  will  have  to  de- 
cide upon  sewerage  or  tight  cesspools. 

A drainage  commission  was  appointed  several  years  ago, 
who  investigated  this  subject  quite  thoroughly  and  reported  to 
the  City  Council.  Farther  than  accepting  this  report  no  action 
was  taken.  Since  then  individuals  have  urged  upon  the  city 
government  the  necessity  of  sewerage  but  no  concerted  action 
has  ever  been  taken  to  demand  of  the  members  of  City  Council 
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the  same  amount  of  work  in  the  investigation  of  this  subject 
as  is  required  for  streets,  lights,  fire,  water,  etc.,  and  until  such 
action  is  taken  by  their  constituents,  it  is  doubtful  if  they  will 
feel  like  devoting  much  time  to  a subject  that  will  not  be  ap- 
preciated. > 

Newton,  which  has  always  been  foremost  in  adopting 
measures  that  are  qlearly  for  the  benefit  of  its  people,  should 
not  hesitate  in  this  direction  one  moment.  Delay  is  dangerous 
and  it  will  not  be  good  policy  to  wait  until  a serious  epidemic 
has  broken  out,  or  the  fair  name  of  the  city  been  tarnished. 


Vital  Statistics. 

No  attempt  had  been  made  previous  to  1888  at  keeping 
any  records  of  vital  statistics,  other  than  a yearly  list  of  causes 
of  death.  Many  of  the  places  publishing  monthly  statements 
of  mortality  and  disease  had  kindly  placed  Newton  on  their 
exchange  list.  Not  wishing  to  be  considered  other  than  as  in 
the  front  rank  of  sanitary  workers,  the  Board,  through  its 
Agent,  made  some  investigations  and  decided  that  it  would  be 
of  benefit  to  the  local  physicians,  their  sister  cities  and  towns, 
and  themselves,  to  issue  monthly,  in  some  convenient  form,  a 
statement  showing  the  causes  of  death,  the  prevalence  of  dis- 
ease in  the  various  parts  of  the  city  and  other  statistics  of 
general  value.  The  expense  has  been  very  slight  and  the 
value  returned  has  more  than  covered  the  cost. 

The  tables  which  accompany  this  report  have  been  pre- 
pared with  great  care  and  are  believed  to  be  correct,  although 
possibly  one  or  two  errors  may  have  been  made  in  the  years 
previous  to  1888,  owing  to  incomplete  returns.  Still,  these 
are  not  serious  enough  to  destroy  their  value  for  purposes 
of  comparison. 
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Members. 

On  the  first  of  May,  Messrs.  Kingsbury,  Mosman  and 
Noyes,  who  had  served  the  Board  as  their  clerk  and  agents 
since  its  organization  in  1885,  retired  from  active  participation 
in  the  work  of  the  Board,  followed  by  the  regrets  of  all  with 
whom  they  have  been  officially  connected. 

With  the  retirement  of  Alderman  B.  S.  Grant  from  the 
City  Council  at  the  close  of  1887,  the  Board  lost  its  president, 
and  at  the  same  time  a valued  and  worthy  member. 

Mr.  Otis  Pettee  was  elected  to  succeed  him  as  president 
of  the  Board. 

Alderman  Nickerson  who  followed  Alderman  Grant  as  the 
representative  of  the  upper  branch  of  the  City  Council,  was 
known  as  an  earnest  worker  and  had  seen  much  service  in  mu- 
nicipal affairs.  He  now  retires  from  the  Board  carrying  with 
him  the  respect  and  esteem  of  his  fellow-members. 

Councilman  Burr,  after  serving  acceptably  two  years  on 
the  Board  as  the  representative  of  the  Common  Council,  re- 
turns in  the  coming  year  as  its  presiding  officer,  to  which  he 
has  been  elected  by  the  suffrages  of  the  citizens  of  Newton. 

To  no  one  individual  more  than  to  Mayor  J.  Wesley  Kim- 
ball, has  been  due  the  successful  organisation  and  working  of 
the  Board.  By  his  constant  attendance  and  his  deep  interest 
in  sanitary  affairs,  he  has  by  his  earnest  efforts,  supplemented 
by  that  of  the  other  members  of  the  Board,  proved  to  be  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  City  of  Newton.  Now  that  he  has 
decided  that  his  private  interests  require  him  to  lay  down  the 
sceptre  of  official  power,  he  retires  to  private  life,  followed  by 
the  best  wishes  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the  citi- 
zens at  large.

West  Newton,  Mass.,  July  15,  1889. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen : — 

Gentlemen  : — I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  an 
account  of  my  doings  as  Inspector  of  Meats  and  Provisions 
and  Animals  intended  for  Slaughter.  During  the  year  in 
which  I have  held  this  office  I have  found  it  necessary  to  seize 
sixteen  cantelopes  that  were  unripe  and  unfit  for  eating.  I 
have  also  seized  one  hundred  bananas  that  were  decayed  and 
too  far  gone  to  allow  of  their  being  sold,  although  offered  for 
sale.  All  of  the  foregoing  was  condemned  and  destroyed.  In 
consequence  of  cantelopes  that  were  unripe  and  not  fit  for 
eating  being  exposed  for  sale,  and  also  in  some  instances  sold, 
by  order  of  His  Honor,  Mayor  Kimball,  I notified  all  dealers 
in  fruits  that  they  must  not  have  fruit  of  this  character 
exposed,  where  it  was  liable  to  be  sold  to  unsuspecting  parties. 
All  of  the  dealers  cheerfully  complied  with  this  order  but  one 
and  he  finally  decided  that  it  would  be  better  to  do  so.  Three 
anonymous  complaints  with  reference  to  slaughtering  were 
also  investigated,  but  they  were  made  after  the  parties  had 
gone  out  of  the  business  and  left  town.

Surveys  have  been  made  of  the  whole  or  a part  of  thirty- 
three  streets,  covering  a length  of  six  and  nine-tenths  miles. 
Two  hundred  and  forty-two  plans,  profiles  and  record  tracings 
have  been  made.  Levels  have  been  taken  over  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  seventy-two  streets  or  brooks,  — a total  length  of 
twenty-one  and  five-tenths  miles.  Lines  have  been  established 
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on  sixty  streets,  and  grades  on  seventy  streets.  The  total  length 
of  grades  given  was  nine  and  eight-tenths  miles. 

A survey  has  been  made  of  the  district  included  by  Centre, 
Cypress,  J ackson  and  Station  Streets ; a large  district  map  of 
the  same  has  been  plotted  and  the  lines  of  Cypress  and  Station 
Streets  established.  In  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
trunk  drains  in  the  Morse  Field  district,  a survey  has  been 
made  of  the  district  and  has  been  plotted.  A survey  was  made 
of  the  district  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Waban  station  and  a dis- 
trict map  of  this  section  of  the  city  has  been  commenced.  A 
survey  and  map  of  the  land  at  Grove  Hill  has  been  made  for 
the  acceptance  of  the  new  streets  laid  out  through  the  property. 
Profiles  have  been  made  of  nearly  all  the  streets  at  Oak  Hill. 
The  total  number  of  plans,  profiles,  tracings,  etc.,  now  in  the 
office,  is  8035. 

The  minimum  number  of  assistants  employed  during  the 
past  year  is  five,  average  number  six,  and  the  maximum  num- 
ber at  any  time,  eleven. 

Upon  the  following  named  streets,  plans  and  profiles  have 
been  made,  lines  and  grades  defined,  titles  and  boundaries  of 
the  abutting  estates  examined,  reports,  orders  and  releases 
drawn ; and  said  streets  have  been  laid  out  and  accepted  by 
the  city  council.

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Previous  to  this  year  all  plans  were  indexed  under  their 
respective  streets  ; but  the  number  of  plans  having  reached 
3000,  and  some  of  the  larger  plans  being  indexed  under  a num- 
ber of  streets,  the  index  had  become  cumbersome.  To  obviate 
this  difficulty  a new  card  index  has  been  made,  colored  cards 
being  used  to  represent  various  classes  of  plans  in  the  following 
manner : general  plans,  white  ; profiles,  pink ; water  works, 
blue ; drains,  grey ; land  plans,  buff  ; and  public  buildings  and 
grounds,  fawn.  The  longer  streets  have  also  been  divided  into 
short  sections,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  index  has  been  greatly 
improved  by  the  change. 

The  routine  work  of  the  office,  the  system  of  accounts,  and 
the  copying  and  indexing  of  all  Newton  plans  at  the  registry  of 
deeds,  county  commissioners’,  or  clerk  of  the  court’s  offices, 
also  all  private  land-plans  obtainable,  has  been  continued  as 
outlined  in  previous  reports. 

During  the  year  such  preliminary  work  upon  the  question 
of  a sewerage  system  for  the  city  has  been  done  as  the  appro- 
priation for  the  department  would  permit ; but  no  extended 
work  in  this  direction  has  been  performed  by  reason  of  the  lack 
of  any  special  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  which  a prop- 
er study  of  the  question  would  demand. 

In  anticipation  of  the  introduction  of  letter  carriers  in 
the  Newton  postal  district,  work  was  pushed  during  the  spring 
and  summer  upon  the  plans  for  numbering  the  houses  in  this 
district.  This  work  was  so  nearly  completed  by  September 
that  the  following  order  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men,  Sept.  28,  1888, : — 

“ Ordered,  That  within  thirty  days  of  the  approval  of  this 
order,  every  owner  and  the  occupant  of  a building  (used  as  a 
residence  or  place  of  business)  within  the  postal  district  of 
Newton,  shall  affix  to  the  doors  of  said  building  such  numbers 
as  may  be  designated  and  approved  by  the  City  Engineer. 
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Said  numbers  shall  be  at  least  two  inches  in  size  and  so  affixed 
as  to  be  plainly  seen.” 

This  order  makes  the  numbering  of  houses  within  this  dis- 
trict compulsory,  and  complies  with  government  requirements, 
so  that  carriers  were  introduced  Oct.  1,  1888.

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Making  116  streets  which  are  now  numbered.  This  work 
will  be  extended  as  rapidly  as  work  of  the  office  will  permit. 

In  order  that  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Fuel  and 
Street  Lights  might  intelligently  study  the  matter  of  lighting 
the  streets  of  the  city,  a survey  was  made  of  all  existing  street 
lights  and  a plan  made  showing  the  location  and  kind  of  lamp. 
Afterward  maps  were  prepared  showing  the  various  proposi- 
tions for  lighting  by  electricity,  and  the  location  of  proposed 
additional  lights. 

The  usual  surveys,  plans,  etc.,  have  been  made  for  the  use 
of  the  City  Solicitor  at  legislative  hearings,  accident  cases  and 
suits,  and  whenever  necessary  these  hearings  and  suits  have 
been  attended. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  State  Board 
of  Engineers  of  Grade  Crossings  and  such  other  information 
as  they  have  requested  has  been  furnished. 

The  lot  purchased  for  the  Thompsonville  schoolhouse  has 
been  staked  out.  Levels  and  cross  sections  were  also  taken  to 
determine  upon  the  location  of  the  building,  and  the  batter 
boards  for  the  building  were  set. 

A lot  of  land  purchased  as  an  addition  to  the  Prospect 
schoolhouse  lot  has  been  surveyed  and  a plan  of  the  same  made. 

In  the  spring  plans  were  made  for  a proposed  park  and  drive- 
way in  Ward  6,  covering  the  territory  lying  between  Centre 
Street,  Tyler  Terrace,  Pleasant  Street,  the  Cochituate  Aque- 
duct and  Bowen  Street.  The  plans  contemplated  a play-ground 
near  Centre  Street,  a park  lying  between  that  and  Pleasant 
street,  and  a driveway  on  the  northerly  and  southerly  sides. 

Surveys  and  cross  sections  were  made  of  the  park  at  the 
junction  of  Lin  wood  Avenue,  Crafts  street  and  Walnut  Street. 
Late  in  the  fall  the  trees  were  removed  and  grades  established 
for  its  improvement.  It  is  intended  to  replace  the  old  trees 
which  were  dead  or  dying,  with  younger  and  healthy  trees.

HIGHWAYS. 


During  the  year  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  High- 
ways has  had  under  its  management  the  repairs,  building  and 
rebuilding  of  streets,  drains,  culverts,  bridges,  sidewalks,  etc., 
the  gravel  lands  and  the  watering  of  the  streets.  With  one 
exception  the  same  members  of  the  City  Council  composed 
both  the  Highway  Surveyors  and  the  Joint  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Highways ; upon  the  Highway  Surveyors,  Councilman 
Powell  represented  Ward  1 instead  of  Councilman  Rice.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  year  Councilmen  Rice  and  Hamblen  were 
new  members  of  the  Committee,  and  Councilmen  Powell  and 
Hamblen  of  the  Surveyors.  During  the  year  Councilman 
Gore  resigned  and  Councilman  Moody  filled  the  vacancy. 

The  executive  officers  of  the  department  remained  the 
same.  So  far  as  possible,  thorough  work  has  been  performed 
in  repairing  the  streets,  and  several  of  the  streets  have  been 
thoroughly  rebuilt.  All  the  machinery  of  the  department  has 
been  kept  in  excellent  condition  by  the  engineer,  William 
Kent.  The  steam  road  roller  has  picked  up  7 866  square  yards 
of  Telford,  macadamized  or  gravel  road ; and  has  laid  down 
83,646  square  yards  of  the  same.  It  has  been  employed  outside 
of  the  city  rolling  two  large  tennis  grounds,  and  was  used  to 
pull  up  the  large  trees  on  Linwood  Park. 

A large  portion  of  the  extra  cost  of  maintenance  of  gravel 
pits  this  year  has  been  caused  by  fitting  up  the  Murray-street 
ledge.  An  engine  and  crusher  have  been  set  up,  with  perma- 
nent buildings,  and  a revolving  screen  is  used  for  separating 
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the  sizes  of  material  into  different  bins.  The  steam  drill  is 
used  in  the  ledge,  and  the  stone  is  carried  to  the  crusher  by 
dump  cars  running  upon  a track.  The  rock  at  this  ledge  is 
quite  hard  and  as  the  ledge  is  centrally  located  it  will  prove  a 
good  investment. 

At  the  ledge  on  Florence  street  a building  has  been  built 
for  tools.  An  exchange  has  recently  been  made  with  George 
H.  Hammell  on  Florence  street  by  which  the  city  obtains  a 
large  tract  of  gravel  land  on  the  south  side  of  the  street  in 
return  for  a tract  on  the  north  side  of  the  street  which  has  been 
exhausted. 

Another  lot  of  gravel  has  been  purchased  of  Mrs.  O’Don 
nell,  lying  between  River  and  Pine  streets  and  adjoining  the 
Pine  street  pit.  A pit  has  been  opened  on  the  Almshouse  land 
lying  north  of  the  Circuit  Railroad  and  near  Washington 
street.  Service  pipes  have  been  laid  at  the  Murray-street  ledge 
Eliot  street  ledge  and  Bourne’s  pit  on  Woodbine  street  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  boilers  at  the  crushers.

I would  recommend  that  the  condition  of  these  walks  and 
the  question  of  maintaining  them  be  carefully  considered  and  a 
more  economical  method  devised. 

The  culvert  crossing  Beacon  street,  near  Grant  Avenue, 
has  been  rebuilt  and  enlarged  and  no  further  trouble  is  ex- 
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pected.  A drain  has  been  constructed  in  Bennington  street  to 
relieve  the  abuttors  of  ground  water.  A drain  was  constructed 
in  Hyde  Avenue,  at  Sargent  street,  to  prevent  washing  away 
the  street-surface  on  the  steep  grade.  In  Centre  street,  from 
Bennington  to  Bellevue  streets,  a drain  has  been  laid  to  prevent 
washing  street-surface,  and  the  gutters  have  been  laid  with 
concrete  instead  of  paving  stone. 

The  principal  streets  which  have  been  rebuilt  or  regraded 
during  the  year  are  as  follows : — 

Auburn  street,  near  Charles  River  ; Beacon  street,  from 
Centre  street  to  Crescent  avenue ; Circuit  avenue ; Cross  street, 
from  Washington  street  to  Watertown  street;  Floral  street, 
from  Walnut  street  to  Boylston  street ; Gibbs  street,  near 
Everett  street;  Jackson  street,  near  Parker  street;  Jewett 
street,  from  Washington  street  to  Pearl  street;  Park  street, 
from  Washington  street  to  near  Church  street;  Walnut 
street,  from  Newtonville  Avenue  to  Otis  street;  and  Water- 
town  street,  from  Cheese  Cake  Brook  to  Walnut  street. 

Parties  opening  new  streets  have  frequently,  either 
through  imperfect  knowledge  of  street  construction  or  for  pur- 
poses of  economy,  constructed  their  streets  in  a very  poor  man- 
ner, and  thereby  caused  themselves  and  the  city  considerable 
trouble  and  expense  whenever  the  streets  were  accepted.  On 
many  of  the  old  streets  in  previous  years  it  has  been  necessary 
to  dig  out  all  the  loam  and  fill  with  macadam.  It  is  now  pro- 
posed by  the  Committee  to  refuse  to  accept  streets  from  which 
it  is  known  that  the  loam  has  not  been  entirely  removed.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  City  Engineer  has  furnished  grades  for 
new  streets  and  also  a set  of  specifications  for  their  construction, 
whenever  he  has  been  requested.  In  this  way  a large  number 
of  new  streets  have  been  constucted  in  a proper  manner  and 
can  be  maintained  in  a more  economical  manner. 

The  question  of  the  drainage  of  the  Morse  Field  district, 
lying  partly  in  Watertown,  wa§  taken  up  early  in  the  season. 
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The  Joint  Committee  from  each  government  finally  decided  to 
apportion  the  cost,  four-sevenths  to  be  paid  by  the  City  of  New- 
ton, and  three-sevenths  to  be  paid  by  the  town  of  Watertown, 
this  being  the  proportion  of  area  benefited.  It  was  decided  to 
perform  the  work  by  the  day  and  as  far  as  possible  the  men  of 
each  district  were  given  their  proportionate  share  of  the  labor 
By  reason  of  excellent  weather  which  prevailed  during  the 
entire  work  no  ground  water  was  encountered  and  a large  item 
of  expense  was  saved  thereby.  A statement  of  the  work  done 
and  the  cost  appears  later  in  this  report. 

As  early  as  possible  the  rebuilding  of  the  Washington 
Street  and  Bemis  bridges  were  brought  before  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  necessary  appropriations  obtained. 

A contract  was  made  with  Thos.  F.  Maney  & Co.  of  Bos- 
ton for  the  construction  of  the  Bemis  Bridge.  Owing  to  delays 
on  the  part  of  the  contractors  the  work  was  not  commenced 
until  about  Sept.  1,  and  after  a few  days,  work  was  suspended 
by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  contractors.  After  some*  delay  the 
bondsmen  took  the  work  under  an  assignment  and  they  are 
now  carrying  out  the  contract.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
work  was  not  commenced  promptly  at  the  time  the  contract 
was  signed  in  July,  as  the  water  in  the  river  was  very  low  and 
staid  so  until  about  the  time  work  was  really  begun,  after  which 
a constant  succession  of  storms  and  high  water  occurred  which 
delayed  the  work  and  caused  an  increased  cost  to  the  contract- 
ors. A three-arch  stone  bridge  is  being  built,  twenty-seven 
feet  in  width,  the  arches  being  twenty-one  feet  span  and  four 
feet  rise.  On  account  of  the  weak  character  of  the  old  pier  in 
the  middle  of  the  river,  opposite  the  store  house,  it  was  thought 
best  to  remove  all  of  it,  excepting  the  wall  supporting  the 
Watertown  bridge,  and  to  build  it  solid  with  masonry.  The 
foundations  are  much  deeper  than  those  of  the  old  bridge 
abutments.  The  piers  and  wing  walls  are  now  completed  and 
one  of  the  centres  set.  It  is  now  intended  to  stop  work  for  the 
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winter  in  a few  days  and  to  provide  for  the  passage  of  teams 
by  placing  a temporary  bridge  resting  upon  the  piers.  The 
amount  expended  to  this  date  has  been  $6,724.59. 

Delay  was  caused  at  Washington  street  by  the  necessity 
of  consultation  and  joint  action  with  the  selectmen  of  the  town 
of  Wellesley  and  the  necessary  appropriation  of  money  by  a 
town  meeting.  It  was  found  that  the  town  did  not  wish  to  pay 
for  a stone  bridge  and  it  was  finally  decided  to  put  in  a new 
stone  abutments  and  bridge  seats  and  an  iron  bridge.  A con- 
tract was  made  with  Trumbull  & Cheney  of  Boston  to  construct 
the  abutments  and  bridge  seats.  As  at  the  Bemis  bridge, 
on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the  season  at  which  the  work  was 
commenced,  it  was  greatly  delayed  by  the  high  water  in  the 
river  which  poured  over  the  dam  and  prevented  rapid  work  on 
the  foundations.  On  the  Wellesley  side  it  was  necessary  to 
excavate  to  a considerable  depth  below  the  flumes  leading  to 
the  mills,  and  immediately  adjoining  them  ; this  required  great 
care  and  was  necessarily  slow.  At  the  present  time  the  abut- 
ments are  nearly  completed.  If  will  be  necessary  to  set  foun- 
dations at  the  foot  of  the  dam  for  the  two  columns  which  sup- 
port the  long  south  girder  of  the  bridge ; as  the  water  is  very 
high  this  is  likely  to  be  a difficult  undertaking.  A contract 
has  been  made  with  the  Boston  Bridge  Works  for  an  iron 
bridge  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  put  in  place  as  soon  as 
the  abutments  are  completed.  The  amount  expended  on  the 
Newton  abutment  to  this  date  is  §2,010.66.

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WATERING  OF  STREETS. 

By  order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  appropriation  for 
watering  streets  was  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Highways.  Some  complaint  having 
been  made  in  past  years  concerning  the  faithfulness  of  the 
contractors  and  the  method  of  collecting  the  abutters  proportion 
of  the  expense,  it  was  thought  best  for  the  City  to  make  the 
collection  and  supervise  the  watering. 

By  vote  of  the  Committee  the  City  Engineer  was  instructed 
to  solicit  pledges  from  the  abutters.  A large  amount  of  clerical 
work  was  required  to  prepare  a list  of  abutters  upon  such 
streets  as  it  was  thought  best  to  water;  circulars  and  postal 
cards  were  then  mailed  to  each  abutter ; pledges  returned  were 
tabulated,  and  in  case  of  many  streets  a second  statement  was 
sent  out  to  make  up  the  deficiency  in  the  first  pledges  received ; 
solicitors  were  also  sent  from  house  to  house,  and  finally  a list 
of  pledges  was  made  out  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Treasurer  for  collection. 

At  the  outset  it  was  expected  by  the  Committee  that  each 
abutter  would  willingly  contribute  his  share  for  the  benefit  he 
might  receive  but  it  was  soon  found  that  if  some  of  the  street  s 
were  to  be  watered,  the  citizens  most  interested  must  increases 
their  subscriptions  to  make  up  for  those  that  did  not  subscribe; 
as  above  stated  this  necessitated  a second  or  third  solicitation 
on  some  of  the  streets. 

Bids  were  received  for  watering  the  streets  in  any  or  all 
of  the  wards  of  the  City.  The  bids  being  substantially  on  the 
same  basis  the  Committee  awarded  the  work  for  the  season,  at 
the  rate  of  $100  per  month  for  each  cart,  to  the  following

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 


The  City  Engineer  as  Engineer  of  the  Water  Board  has 
had  submitted  to  him  the  question  of  high  service.  The  in- 
vestigation of  the  question  required  that  levels  should  be  run 
over  all  the  streets  at  Oak  Hill  and  the  elevation  of  the  highest 
hills  obtained.  Several  schemes  were  designed  and  estimated 
upon  and  the  plans  submitted  to  the  Water  Board,  and  are  now 
under  consideration  by  them. 

The  engines  at  the  pumping  station  have  been  covered 
with  magneso  calcite,  put  on  by  Childs  & Nightingale,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  City  Engineer. 

The  samples  of  water  for  the  State  Board  of  Health  have 
been  taken  regularly  once  a month  and  sometimes  oftener. 
Samples  were  taken  from  the  Charles  River,  the  filtering  basin, 
and  the  reservoir. 

Surveys  have  been  made,  levels  taken,  and  lines  and  grades 
for  the  laying  of  water  mains  have  been  established,  on  fifty-one 
streets,  covering  a total  length  of  three  and  eight-tenths. 
There  have  been  located  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  services  and 
extensions  laid  during  the  year.  Plans  and  diagrams  have  been 
made  of  all  special  work  of  this  department. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Water  Board  have  been  at- 
tended, and  such  subjects  investigated,  or  work  superintended, 
as  specially  directed  by  the  W ater  Board,  Registrar  or  Super- 
intendent. 


BOAKD  OF  HEALTH. 


As  the  Board  of  Health  contemplated  placing  all  the  agen- 
cies of  their  Board  under  one  man,  the  City  Engineer  was  not 
re-appointed  as  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  inspect- 
ion of  plumbing,  but  continued  to  act  under  the  appointment  of 
the  previous  year. 

May  1,  Mr.  W.  S.  French,  an  assistant  engineer  from 
this  department,  was  appointed  as  Agent  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  performing  the  duties  previously  assigned  to  the  City 
Engineer,  Agent  Mosman,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Previous  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  French,  the  inspection 
of  plumbing  was  continued  as  in  previous  years.  Continual 
patient  work  among  plumbers  and  owners  has  resulted  in  a 
more  thorough  understanding  of  the  meaning  of  the  rules  and 
their  necessity.  Each  year  the  general  public  is  coming  to 
know  more  of  the  necessity  of  complying  with  sanitary  laws, 
not  only  for  their  personal  benefit  but  for  the  public  welfare. 
So  long  as  the  work  remained  in  this  department  I am  pleased 
to  say  that  the  plumbers  showed  a desire  to  co-operate  with  the 
Board. 

Since  the  appointment  of  Mr.  French  the  services  of  the 
City  Engineer  have  been  retained  for  the  purposes  of  consul- 
tation.

ORDINANCE  IX. 

City  Engineer. 

Section  1-  The  office  of  the  City  Engineer  is 
hereby  established. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  plans 
of  the  streets,  drains,  sewers,  water-works,  and 
lands  of  the  city ; and  shall  classify  them,  and  put 
them  in  convenient  form  for  reference  and  use. 
He  shall  make  all  plans,  surveys,  measurements, 
and  levels  pertaining  to  the  streets,  drains,  sewers, 
lands,  water-works,  etc.,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  properly  belonging  to  his  office  as  may  be 
required  of  him  by  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  or  any  committee  of  the  City  Council. 
Drains  and  sewers  shall  be  constructed  and  repaired 
under  his  supervision  and  direction. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  prepare  all  orders,  resolves, 
and  other  papers  relating  to  street  widenings,  exten- 
sions, and  alterations,  which  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Highways  may  require,  and  shall 
furnish  the  City  Solicitor  with  descriptions  of  lands 
at  his  request. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  keep  a set  of  books  showing 
all  the  debits  and  credits  to  every  estate,  the  whole 
or  a portion  of  which  may  be  taken  to  lay  out, 
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widen,  or  extend  a street,  or  which  may  be  assessed 
under  any  betterment  law ; and  all  bills  for  assess- 
ments made  under  any  betterment  law  shall  be  made 
out  by  him,  and  deposited  with  the  City  Treasurer 
for  collection. 

Sect.  5.  He  shall  annually,  in  the  month  ofReport8> 
January,  present  to  the  City  Council  a report  for 
the  year  ending  on  the  last  day  of  December  pre- 
ceding, giving  in  detail  the  cost  of  all  special  work 
of  the  highway  department,  the  expenses  of  his  own 
department,  the  number  of  persons  employed  therein, 
and  a description  of  the  work  done.

upon  a public  street,  lane,  square,  or  alley,  without  srados‘ 
first  applying  to  the  City  Engineer  for  the  lines  and 
grade  of  the  street,  lane,  square,  or  alley  upon  which 
he  intends  to  build.  Such  application  shall  be  made 
at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  work  is  begun ; and 
the  City  Engineer  shall  within  said  time  furnish 
the  required  lines  and  grade  without  charge,  if  in 
his  power  so  to  do.  In  default  of  such  application 
the  City  shall  be  discharged  from  all  responsibility 
for  damages  resulting  from  such  default. 
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violation.  Sect.  6 Whenever  the  City  Engineer  ascertains 
that  any  structure  has  been  placed  in  violation  of 
the  preceding  section,  he  shall  at  once  give  notice  to 
the  Mayor  and  Alderman,  in  writing,  of  such  viol- 
ation ; and,  upon  receipt  of  such  notice,  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  may  forthwith  issue  an  order  to  the 
party  offending,  directing  that  the  structure  be  re- 
moved within  the  time  therein  specified ; and  in  case 
of  non-compliance,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall 
direct  that  the  incumbrance  be  removed  at  the 
expense  of  the  delinquent. 

Penalty.  Sect.  7.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  the 
two  preceding  sections  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

By  vote  of  the  Board  of  Health,  June  8,  1885,  the  City 
Engineer  was  appointed  Agent  of  the  Board  for  the  Inspec- 
tion of  Plumbing,  and  authorized  to  enforce  the  following  rules 
of  the  Board : — , 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

TO  BE  ENFORCED  BY  THE  AGENT  FOR  INSPECTION 
OF  PLUMBING. 


Rule  1.  Every  tenement  shall  be  provided  with  a suit- 
able water-tight  privy-vault,  or  with  a water-closet  connected 
with  a water-tight  underground  drain  of  proper  size  to  carry  off 
the  contents,  and  with  a similar  drain  to  carry  off  the  waste 
water  to  a cesspool. 

b.  Every  privy-vault  or  cesspool  shall  be  built  in  a thor- 
ough and  substantial  manner,  and  located  so  that  the  inside  of 
the  same  shall  be  at  least  three  feet  distant  from  the  line  of  any 
adjoining  lot  or  street.  Cesspools  must  be  of  sufficient  size  to 
contain  at  least  eighty  cubic  feet,  eighteen  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  and,  when  not  water-tight,  must  be  at 
least  twenty  feet  from  the  cellar-wall  of  any  tenement  or  dwel- 
ling, and  two  rods  distant  from  any  well,  spring,  or  other 
source  of  water-supply  used  for  culinary  purposes. 

Rule  17.  Unles  s the  Board  of  Health  shall  permit  other 
wise,  the  drainage-system  of  a hotel,  tenement-house,  dwelling- 
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house,  stable  with  sleeping-apartments,  or  factory,  in  the  City 
of  Newton,  Mass.,  shall  be  constructed  as  follows : — 

Sect.  1. — Filing  Plans  and  Specifications.  No 
person  shall  proceed  to  construct,  add  to,  or  alter  any  portion 
of  the  drainage-system  of  said  buildings  ( except  to  repair 
leaks),  until  they  have  filed  at  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer, 
upon  blanks  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Health  shall  order, 
a notice  of  the  work  to  be  performed.  No  person  shall  com- 
mence work  on  such  drainage  or  plumbing  until  the  plans  are  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Health.  Plans  and  specifications  will 
be  approved  or  rejected  within  five  days  of  the  time  of  filing. 
After  a plan  has  once  been  approved,  no  alteration  of  the  same 
will  be  allowed,  except  on  a written  application  of  the  owner 

Sect.  2.  — Notice.  The  Board  of  Health  must  be 
notified  when  any  work  is  ready  for  inspection,  and  all  work 
must  be  left  uncovered  and  convenient  for  examination  until 
inspected  and  approved. 

Sect.  3.  — Inspection.  All  plumbing-work  in  new  build- 
ings, |or  new  work  in  old  buildings,  shall  be  tested  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  with  the  hydraulic  or  such  other  test  as  the  Board 
may  direct;  and  in  case  the  work  does  not  stand  the  test,  and 
the  same  is  not  repaired  within  ten  days,  the  water  shall  be 
turned  off,  by  order  of  said  Board,  and  not  let  on  again  till  the 
plumbing  has  been  pronounced  satisfactory  by  the  said  Board. 

Sect.  4.  — Main  Drain.  Every  building  herein  referred 
to  shall  be  separately  and  independently  connected  with  a com- 
mon sewer  or  cesspool. 

That  portion  of  the  house-drain  which  is  outside  of  the 
building,  and  more  than  four  ( 4 ) feet  from  the  foundation, 
walls,  shall  be  constructed  of  extra  heavy  cast-iron  soil-pipe,  or 
of  the  best  quality  of  vitrified  drain-pipe. 

That  portion  of  the  house-drain  which  is  inside  the  walls  ? 
or  under  the  building,  and  that  portion  outside  of  the  building, 
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and  within  four  feet  of  the  foundation-wall,  must  be  of  iron 
pipe  with  a fall  of  at  least  one-half  ( 1-2  ) inch  to  the  foot.  It 
must  run  along  the  cellar-wall,  and  be  securely  fastened  thereto, 
or  suspended  from  the  floor-timbers  in  iron  hangers. 

When  impracticable,  it  shall  be  laid  in  a trench,  beneath 
the  basement  or  cellar  floor,  provided  with  movable  covers,  and 
walled  up  to  such  a width  as  to  admit  of  access  to  all  joints. 

Sect.  5.  — Traps.  The  house-drain  must  have  a trap 
located  beyond  all  house  connections,  of  the  [same  size  as  the 
drain,  provided  with  a hand-hole  for  convenience  in  cleaning. 

Sect.  6.  — Fresh-air  Inlets.  There  must  be  a fresh-air 
inlet-pipe  entering  the  drain  on  the  house-side  of  the  main  trap, 
of  not  less  than  four  inches  internal  diameter,  extending  there- 
from to  the  external  air,  and  terminating  at  a point  not  less 
than  three ( 3 ) feet  above  the  ground,  away  from  all  windows. 

Sect.  7.  — Soil-pipe.  All  pipes  receiving  the  discharge 
from  water-closets  must  be  of  iron  at  least  four  (4)  inches 
internal  diameter,  and  continued  of  undiminished  size  at  least 
two  ( 2 ) feet  above  the  roof,  away  from  all  windows,  and  left 
open  at  the  top. 

Sect.  8.  — Branches.  All  brances  over  ten  feet  in 
length  must  be  continued  of  undiminished  size  to  the  roof,  and 
carried  up  at  least  four  inches  internal  diameter  through  the 
roof,  and  project  at  least  two  feet  above  it,  and  left  open. 

Sect.  8.  — Connections.  All  connections  with  horizontal 
pipes  shall  be  made  by  1-8  bends  and  Y branches,  and  all 
changes  in  direction  shall  be  by  curved  pipe.  No  trap  shall  be 
placed  at  the  foot  of  a vertical  soil-pipe. 

Sect.  10.  — Waste-pipes.  All  waste-pipes  from  sinks, 
basins,  bath-tubs,  wash-tubs,  etc.,  of  two  inches  or  less  internal 
diameter,  shall  be  of  lead : all  over  two  inches  must  be  of  iron. 

Sect.  11.  — Rain-water  Conductors.  Wherever  rain- 
water conductors  are  connected  with  any  pipe  of  the  drainage- 
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system  of  the  house,  that  portion  within  the  house,  or  under 
ground,  or  five  feet  above  the  ground,  to  be  of  cast-iron  pipe 
with  lead  joints,  and  in  all  cases  provided  with  an  extra  deep 
trap  where  it  enters  the  house-drain.  No  rain-water  conductor 
shall  be  used  as  a soil-pipe. 

Sect.  12. — Traps.  Every  pipe  connecting  a water- 
closet  with  the  soil-pipe  must  be  trapped  close  to  the  connection 
with  the  water-closet.  Every  waste-pipe  must  be  trapped  close 
to  the  fixture,  and  separately  from  any  water-closet. 

Sect.  13.  — Safe-wastes.  All  waste-pipes  from  safes 
under  fixtures  must  be  run  separately  to  basement  or  cellar, 
and  left  open : in  no  case  must  they  be  connected  with  the  soil- 
pipe  or  any  other  waste-pipe. 

Sect.  14.  — Refrigerator-wastes.  No  waste-pipe  from 
a refrigerator  or  other  receptacle  in  which  food  or  provisions 
are  stored  shall  be  connected  with  a drain,  soil,  or  other  waste 
pipe,  but  must  be  separated  therefrom  by  an  open  sink  or  tray 
furnished  with  a trap. 

Sect.  15.  — Tank-overflow.  All  overflow-pipes  from 
tanks  must  be  left  open  and  in  sight.  In  no  case  shall  it  be 
run  into  a soil  or  waste  pipe. 

Sect.  16.  — Ventilation  of  Traps.  All  traps  must  be 
furnished  with  a vent-pipe  run  from  the  crown  of  the  trap. 

The  vent-pipe  from  a water-closet  trap  must  be  at  least  two 
inches  in  diameter : other  vent-pipes  must  be  as  large  as  the 
waste-pipe  from  the  trap.  All  ventilation-pipes  from  a soil  or 
waste  pipe  must  be  run,  of  undiminished  size,  separately  or 
combined  together,  to  the  roof,  and  carried  up,  and  at  least  four 
inches  internal  diameter,  through  the  roof,  and  at  least  two  feet 
above  it,  and  left  open,  or  may  be  run  into  a soil-pipe  above  all 
connections.  In  no  case  shall  a soil,  waste,  or  ventilating  pipe 
from  a soil  or  waste  pipe  be  connected  with  a chimney.  No 
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brick,  earthenware,  or  sheet-metal  pipes  shall  he  used  for 
ventilation-pipes  from  a soil  or  waste  pipe. 

Sect.  17.  — Cast-iron  Pipes.  All  cast-iron  pipes  must 
be  free  from  holes  and  other  defects,  of  a uniform  thickness 
of  not  less  than  1-8  inch  for  a diameter  of  four  inches  or  less 
and  not  less  than  5-32  of  an  inch  for  5 and  6 inch  pipe,  and 
shall  have  the  full  weight  of  the  following  table  for  the  cor- 
responding diameters  : —

And  before  being  connected  shall  be  thoroughly  coated  in 
side  and  out  with  coal-tar  pitch,  applied  hot  by  immersion,  or 
some  equivalent  substance  satisfactory  to  the  City  Engineer. 

Sect.  18.  — Quality  of  Joints.  Every  joint  in  earthen 
pipe  shall  be  made  in  hydraulic  cement,  care  being  taken  that 
the  inside  of  the  joints  and  of  the  pipe  is  properly  cleaned  out 
before  connection  is  made  with  the  house.  Every  joint  in  lead 
pipe  shall  be  made  in  solder,  and  wiped  joints  are  to  be  used 
where  practicable*  Every  joint  of  an  iron  and  a lead  pipe 
shall  be  made  by  a brass  ferrule  of  same  size  as  lead  pipe,  set 
in  the  hub  of  the  branch  of  the  iron  pipe,  and  calked  with 
lead ; the  lead  pipe  to  be  attached  to  the  ferrule  by  a wiped 
solder  joint.  Every  joint  in  a cast-iron  bell  and  spigot  pipe  to 
be  made  with  packed  oakum  and  molten  lead  well  calked,  at 
least  1 1-2  inches  deep,  and  made  water  and  air  tight,  and  no 
paint  or  putty  shall  be  allowed  until  tested.  Where  screw- 
joints  are  used,  they  shall  be  packed  in  red-lead,  and  made 
steam-tight, 
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Sect.  19.  — Water-closet  Supply.  No  water-closet 
shall  be  supplied  directly  from  the  house  supply-pipe,  but  shall 
be  supplied  from  a special  water-tank  or  cistern  used  for  no 
other  purpose. 

Rule  18.  — Whoever  shall  violate  any  provision  of  these 
rules,  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  a like  penalty  for  every  day  after  the  first  offence 
shall  be  committed. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  NEWTON  WATER 
DEPARTMENT 

RELATING  TO  THE  CITY  ENGINEER. 


SECT  I ON  2 . —ORGAN  I Z ATI  ON . 

1.  Besides  the  offices  of  the  Water  Registrar  and  Su- 
perintendent established  by  ordinance,  the  permanent  organi- 
zation of  the  department  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

A Civil  Engineer,  an  Inspector  of  Meters  and  Fixtures,  a 
Pumping  Engineer,  a Fireman,  a main-pipe  Foreman,  a service- 
pipe  Foreman,  three  Teamsters,  and  a Clerk  in  the  office  of  the 
Water  Board.  It  is  understood  that  the  City  Engineer  is  the 
Civil  Engineer  of  this  department. 

SECTION  6.  — ENGINEER. 

1.  Upon  receipt  of  orders  therefor  from  the  Board,  the 
City  Engineer  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours,  establish  lines 
and  grades  for  the  extension  of  all  water-mains,  and  shall  take 
such  measurements  of  main  and  service  pipe  extensions,  and 
their  appurtenances,  as  will  enable  him  to  correctly  locate  and 
plat  the  same : he  shall  keep  the  returns  from  the  Pumping 
Engineer  closely  posted  up,  and  shall  plat  therefrom  a diagram 
showing  the  engine  duty. 

2.  He  shall  make  a daily  report  to  the  AVater  Registrar 
of  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  work  under  his  charge. 

3.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may 
from  time  to  time  by  vote  require  of  him.

. In  Station  No.  1 and  Station  No.  4,  I would  recommend 
that  the  bunks  be  changed  in  order  to  prevent  accidents  to 
prisoners. 

At  police  Station  No.  3.  ( Police  headquarters ) I would 
recommend  that  one  of  the  cells  be  padded  for  the  confinement 
of  insane  persons. 

I would  recommend  as  a matter  of  economy,  the  building 
of  a stable,  to  be  located  near  police  headquarters  for  the  use  of 
the  department  horses  and  wagons. 


POLICE  SYSTEM. 


The  City  Council  having  appropriated  money  for  the 
introduction  into  this  City  of  a police  alarm  system,  it  will  be 
placed  in  working  order  the  following  year. 

Its  advantages  will  be  recognized  both  by  the  citizens  and 
police,  as  with  a system  to  work  with,  the  force  will  be  much 
better  fitted  for  its  general  service,  as  well  as  for  special 
emergencies  connected  with  the  better  protection  of  life  and 
property  and  the  more  effective  enforcement  of  law ; and  the 
citizens  of  this  City  may  be  assured  of  police  assistance  at  any 
and  all  times.

Gentlemen:  — In  compliance  with  the  Ordinance,  I have 
the  honor  herewith  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Fire  Department,  for  the  year  ending’  December  31,  1888 ; the 
same  being  my  tenth,  and  the  fourteenth  of  the  present 
organization. 

The  fire  loss  for  the  year  has  been  exceptionally  light; 
the  Department  having  answered  but  fifty-two  calls,  resulting 
in  a loss  upon  buildings  and  contents  of  #13,940.36;  covered  by 
an  insurance  of  #155,000.

Nothing  in  the  way  of  improved  apparatus  should 
be  neglected  or  overlooked,  perfect  confidence  should  at 
all  times  be  felt  by  property  owners,  that  the  Department 
as  maintained  can  meet  the  emergency. 

To  satisfy  confidence  so  placed,  requires  constant  vigilance, 
strict  discipline,  and  a unity  of  action  on  the  part  of  each  and 
every  member  of  the  force. 

That  this  is  not  the  present  status  of  affairs,  and  the 
reasons  therefor  are  herewith  submitted,  I would  ask  your 
careful  consideration,  together  with  the  recommendations  sug- 
gested for  its  improvement. 


THE  PRESENT  ORGANIZATION  AND  ITS  DEFECTS. 

This  Department  under  its  present  organization,  while 
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effective  to  a certain  extent,  is  not  what  it  should  he,  consider- 
ing the  population  and  property  requiring  its  protection. 

Its  first  and  fatal  weakness  is  the  dependence  upon  a 
“ call-force,”  consisting  of  sixty  men,  who  render  service  during 
alarms  only,  at  all  other  times  required  to  find  employment  at 
their  various  trades  in  an  area  covering  twenty  square  miles, 
the  result  being  that  the  average  attendance  at  fires  occurring 
during  business  hours  is  less  than  fifteen  per  cent. 

At  the  Whipple  mill  fire,  not  a single  piece  of  apparatus 
came  upon  the  ground  with  its  full  complement  of  men. 
Prompt  attendance  and  effective  service  cannot  be  rendered  by 
men  compelled  to  run  two  and  three  miles  to  reach  the  “■fire- 
ground.”  It  simply  remains  a question  of  time  when  fire  in 
some  of  our  schools,  hotels,  or  manufacturing  establishments 
will  painfully  illustrate  this  vital  weakness  in  the  make  up  of 
the  department. 

Another  illustration  is  the  fact  that  for  all  alarms  from 
the  western  section  of  the  city,  No.  1 Truck  must  delay 
its  start  from  three  to  five  minutes,  to  take  on  men,  or  proceed 
without  any.  This  portion  of  the  City  has  large  tenement 
blocks,  schools,  hotel,  hospital  and  seminary,  containing  many 
occupants,  that  in  case  of  fire,  must  have  prompt  and  effective 
ladder  service,  or  a consequent  loss  of  life. 

That  the  Department  has  been  credited  with  efficient  work 
in  the  past,  is  readily  admited,  but  the  improvements  in  the 
service  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  City. 

With  an  insurance  investment  representing  millions  of 
dollars,  with  an  assessed  valuation  of  §14,000,000  upon  build- 
ings alone,  together  with  buildings  containing  one  hundred  or 
more  occupants,  the  present  organization  must  certainly  fail  to 
meet  the  requirements  in  cases  of  sudden  emergencies. 

The  “ call-force  ” at  its  best,  must  prove  unreliable,  inex- 
perienced and  subject  to  constant  change,  both  in  officers  and 
members.  A reasonable  knowledge  of  the  duties  are  no  sooner 
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acquired,  than  from  one  cause  or  another  vacancies  occur,  and 
inexperienced  men  fill  the  places.  It  is  an  impossibility  to 
maintain  that  efficiency,  discipline  and  drill,  imperatively 
required,  with  a force  so  constituted. 

The  advantages  derived  from  the  present  small  permanent 
force  in  a measure  illustrates  the  quickness  with  which  fires 
can  be  reached  and  handled.  The  very  general  use  of  tele- 
phones, both  in  business  and  manufacturing  establishments,  but 
more  especially  in  private  dwellings,  many  of  which  are  remote 
from  any  street  signal  station,  and  the  frequent  calls  for  the 
department  through  this  medium,  requires  that  a working  force 
of  permanent  firemen  shall  at  all  times  be  in  readiness  to  answer. 

I would  therefore  submit  to  your  honorable  board,  the 
following  recommendations,  for  the  re-organization  of  this 
Department : — 

1st.  That  the  present  membership  of  this  Department  be 
reduced  from  seventy-two  to  forty-two  men. 

2d.  That  Companies  1,  2,  3,  4’and  No.  1 Truck  to  consist  of 
thirty  men  and  give  their  entire  time  to  the  service. 

3d.  The  members  constituting  this  force,  to  consist  of 
representatives  from  the  several  trades,  preference  being  giving 
to  carpenters,  painters,  slaters,  plumbers  and  such  others  as 
may  from  time  to  time,  be  required,  their  services,  in  addition 
to  fire  duty,  to  be  utilized  in  the  making  of  necessary  repairs  to 
stations,  apparatus,  etc.,  and  a consequent  saving  to  the  City. 

4th.  That  an  ordinance  be  enrolled  authorizing  the  mem- 
bers of  this  force  to  regularly  and  systematically  inspect  all 
buildings  used  for  manufacturing  and  business  purposes,  public 
and  private  school  buildings,  hotels,  halls  and  tenement  blocks, 
together  with  such  other  details  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

With  a force  constituted  as  above,  and  a thorough  course 
of  drill,  a systematic  inspection  of  buildings  by  each  member, 
thus  making  them  conversant  with  the  interiors,  both  as  to 
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construction,  contents,  occupants  and  means  of  egress  and 
ingress,  they  will  be  able  to  render  prompt  and  intelligent 
aid  for  the  saving  of  life  and  the  protection  of  property.  In 
addition,  the  fact  that  a trained  corp  of  firemen  are  always  in 
readiness  to  answer  calls  with  no  possibility  of  delay,  are  points 
to  be  well  and  carefully  considered. 

The  expense  of  the  proposed  change  need  be  slightly  in  excess 
of  the  present  appropriation,  while  the  advantages  to  be  gained 
may  be  summed  up  as  follows : — 

Prompt  and  intelligent  action  in  case  of  fire  by  a corp 
trained  to  this  special  work. 

A systematic  inspection  of  buildings,  by  so  doing,  remov- 
ing the  cause  for  many  fires. 

A reduction  of  insurance  rates. 

Together  with  a general  feeling  of  safety,  which  the  exist- 
ing order  of  things  cannot  guarantee.

I would  suggest  that  No.  1 Reel,  which  is  much  too  heavy 
for  one  horse,  and  in  other  ways  unsuited  for  the  quick  work 
especially  required  in  this  district,  be  exchanged  for  a hose 
wagon  of  the  Chicago  pattern. 

HOSE. 

The  present  equipment  consists  of  nine  thousand  ( 9,000  ) 
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feet,  in  good  condition.  No  additional  hose  will  be  required 
except  through  accident. 

STATIONS. 

The  seven  stations  controlled  and  occupied  by  this  Depart- 
ment are  in  reasonably  good  repair. 

New  floors  were  laid  at  No.  1 Station,  and  the  same  should 
be  provided  at  Stations  2 and  3.  These  floors  when  laid,  how- 
ever, should  be  made  water-tight,  as  the  necessary  cleanliness 
requires  frequent  washing,  and  unless  so  made,  the  leakage  to 
the  basements  is  a serious  objection. 

The  woodwork  in  Stables  1,  2,  and  No.  1 Truck  were 
cleaned  and  varnished  by  the  respective  drivers,  adding  very 
materially  to  the  general  appearance.  The  drainage,  etc.,  at 
No.  2 Station  is  a standing  menance  to  the  health  of  the  occu- 
pants, requiring  prompt  and  heroic  measures  for  its  immediate 
abatement.  Necessary  ventilation  is  required  at  Stables  5,  6, 
and  7,  and  general  repairs  to  roofs,  etc.  All  of  the  basements 
should  be  white-washed  as  a requisite  sanitary  measure. 

I w<  mid  recommend  that  the  alterations  and  maintenance 
of  the  several  stations  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Fire  Department. 

HORSES. 

The  condition  of  the  seventeen  Department  horses  reflects 
great  credit  upon  the  drivers  and  Department  Veterinarian. 
The  report  of  this  official  is  herewith  annexed,  and  its  recom- 
mendations with  my  endorsement,  respectfully  submitted. 

HYDRANT  SERVICE. 

According  to  the  report  from  the  Water  Department,  five 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  hydrants  are  in  position,  for  the 
especial  use  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  their  use  for  other 
purposes  should  not  be  permitted.  Additional  hydrants  are 
needed  in  the  following  streets : — 

Otis  Street  and  Elm  Place. 

Grove  and  Auburn  Street. 
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Washington,  between  Cross  Street  and  Greenwood  Ave- 
nue. 

Crafts  Street,  — Away  — opposite  proposed  sash  and  blind 
factories.

FIRE-ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

The  efficiency  of  this  branch  of  the  service  has  been 
perfectly  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Line  troubles  have 
been  reduced  to  a minimum  and  the  general  reliability  of  the 
system,  under  the  watchful  care  of  Ass’t  Chief  Randlett  is 
worthy  of  special  commendation.  Forty-three  alarms  and  nine 
hundred  and  thirty-five  signal  blows  have  been  correctly  sent  out. 

A constant  supervision  is  maintained  over  one  hundred  and 
twenty -five  miles  of  overhead  wires,  placed  upon  eight  hundred 
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and  sixty-seven  poles.  By  order  of  tlie  City  Council,  five 
additional  signal  statioi  s were  located  as  follows : —

The  telephone  service  between  stations  has  been  reasonably 
satisfactory  during  the  hours  when  the  electic  light  currents  are 
discontinued,  but  at  all  other  times  the  service  is  practically 
useless.  That  this  important  auxiliary  to  the  fire  alarm  may  be 
rendered  serviceable  at  all  times,  it  is  intended  to  change  the 
present  system  to  a metallic  circuit  at  an  early  day.

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REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  V ETERINARIAN.

Newton,  December  31,  1888. 


Sir:  — In  submitting  my  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  of 
the  horses  of  the  Department,  I have  the  pleasure  to  report  that 
the  general  health  of  the  animals  has  been  better  than  in  any 
previous  year  while  they  have  been  under  my  supervision,  and 
were  it  not  for  the  hard  roads  upon  which  they  do  their  work 
the  feet  would  be  in  as  good  condition. 

The  fitness  for  duty  of  a fire  horse  depends  largely  upon 
the  character  and  condition  of  the  foot  and  it  is  my  experience 
during  the  year  that  the  larger  part  of  the  work  has  been  with 
the  feet. 

The  only  changes  I would  recommend  in  the  animals 
is  that  the  horse  at  3 Hose  be  replaced  by  a younger  and 
more  serviceable  animal,  also  that  the  off  horse  on  3 
Engine  be  replaced.  This  horse  is  a good  horse  but  his  fore  feet 
are  not  in  good  condition  and  his  temperament  is  such  that  for 
perfect  service  I deem  some  change  advisable.  I have  made 
through  the  year  fifty-two  (52)  regular  and  thirty-five  special 
visits. 

I desire  to  again  acknowledge  the  courtesy  and  good  feeling 
which  has  been  shown  to  me  during  the  year  by  the  members 
of  the  Department,  and  the  hearty  co-operation  with  which  all 
my  suggestions  have  been  met.  The  cases  which  have  been

ORDINANCE  XIII. 

Fire  Department. 

Section  1.  A Fire  Department  is  hereby  DePai‘tment 

established. 

established.  Charter  § 7. 

There  shall  be  a Chief  of  Fire  Department,  an 
Assistant  Chief,  who  shall  be  operator  of  the  fire 
alarm  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent 
telegraph,  three  steam  fire-engine  companies,  four 
hose  companies,  and  one  truck  company. 

Each  steam  fire-engine  company  shall  consist  0fNumbermen 

. . and  officers. 

eleven  men ; to  wit,  a foreman,  an  assistant  fore- 
man (who  shall  also  be  clerk),  an  engineman,  a 
driver,  a fireman,  and  six  hosemen. 

Each  hose  company  shall  consist  of  six  men ; to 
wit,  a foreman,  an  assistant  foreman  ( who  shall  also 
be  clerk  ),  and  four  hosemen. 

Each  truck  company  shall  consist  of  thirteen 
men;  to  wit,  a foreman,  an  assistant  foreman  (who 
shall  also  be  clerk  ),  a driver,  and  ten  truckmen. 

Section  2.  The  Chief  of  Department  shall  be  Chief 
responsible  for  the  discipline,  good  order,  and  Duties, 
proper  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  constituting

the  Department,  and  for  the  good  condition  of  all 
houses,  reservoirs,  hydrants,  wells,  engines,  hose, 
hose-carriages,  hooks  and  ladders,  trucks,  and  aH 
apparatus  and  furniture  thereto  belonging,  and 
connected  with  the  Department.  He  may  suspend 
any  officer  or  member ; and  shall  forthwith  refer  his 
case  to  the  board  of  aldermen  for  its  action.  He 
shall  have  the  superintendence  and,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Fire  Department,  the  control  of  the  engine  and 
other  houses  used  by  \ the  Department.,  of  the 
furniture  therein,  and  of  the  engines  and  apparatus, 
as  well  as  of  all  other  property  appertaining  to  the 
Department. 

Section  3.  The  Chief  of  Department,  or,  in 
his  absence,  the  Assistant  Chief,  shall  have  sole  and 
absolute  control  and  command  of  all  the  other 
members  of  the  Department  and  of  other  persons 
present  at  fires.1  The  officer  in  command  of  the 
company  which  first  arrives  at  a fire  shall  be  the 

The  fire-warcls,  or  any 
three  of  them,  present  at  a place  in  immediate  danger  from  a 
fire,  or,  where  no  fire-wards  are  appointed,  the  selectmen,  or

by  the  preceding  section.

The  Chief  of  Department  shall Rolls- 
keep  rolls  of  the  companies,  specifying  the  name, 
age,  occupation,  and  residence,  and  the  date  of  the 
admission  and  discharge,  of  each  member  of  the 
department ; and  he  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  all  property  belonging  to  it.

detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, of  losses  and  accidents  by  lire,  with  the 
causes  thereof,  as  well  as  they  can  be  ascertained, 
and  of  the  description  of  the  buildings  and  other 
property  destroyed  or  injured,  the  amount  of 
insurance,  and  the  names  of  the  owners. 

Section  5.  The  foremen  shall  preserve  order Foremen* 
and  discipline  in  their  respective  companies,  and 
shall  promptly  report  in  writing  the  name  of  any 
member  guilty  of  misconduct  to  the  Chief  of 
Department,  who  shall,  if  he  thinks  it  proper,  report 
thereon  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 

The  foremen  shall  cause  to  be  kept  by  the  Roils, 
respective  clerks  rolls  of  the  companies,  specifying 
the  time  of  admission  and  discharge  of  each 
member,  together  with  the  age,  residence,  and 
occupation  of  each  member,  and  a record  of  all  the 
city’s  property  intrusted  to  their  care.  Their  rolls 
and  record-books  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Chief  of  Department,  and  they 
shall  furnish  him  with  copies  or  abstracts  thereof  at 
his  request. 
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Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  men 
permanently  employed  in  the  Department  to  keep  the 
apparatus  committed  to  their  care,  and  the  several 
buildings  in  which  the  same  is  deposited,  and  all 
things  intrusted  to  their  care,  clean,  and  in  order 
for  immediate  use,  and  to  wash  and  dry  the  hose 
of  the  entire  Department  when  required  so  to  do ; 
and  they  shall  clear  the  snow  from  the  sidewalks 
and*  driveways  connected  with  the  houses  under 
their  charge. 

Sect.  7.  No  company  shall  leave  the  city  in 
case  of  a fire  in  another  city  or  town,  except  by 
order  of  the  Chief  or  Assistant  Chief  of  Depart- 
ment. 

Sect.  8.  No  member  shall  be  transferred  from 
one  company  to  another,  except  by  order  of  the 
Chief  of  Department. 

Sect.  9.  Every  member  of  the  Department  shall 
wear  at  every  fire  such  a badge  as  the  Chief  of 
Department  shall  prescribe ; and  no  person  without 
such  badge  shall,  except  by  permission  of  the  officer 
in  command,  enter  within  lines  formed  at  a fire  by 
such  officer. 

Sect.  10.  The  Chief  of  Department  shall  ex- 
amine all  places  where  shavings  or  other  combustible 
materials  are  deposited  or  collected ; and  shall  see 
to  the  removal  of  the  same,  whenever,  in  his  opinion, 
the  same  are  dangerous ; and  shall  direct  the  owners, 
tenants,  or  occupants  of  such  places  to  remove  the 
same,  which  they  shall  do  forthwith;  and,  in  case  of 
refusal  or  neglect,  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
removed  at  the  expense  of  such  owners,  tenants,  or 
occupants.

In 
case  such  tenant,  owner,  or  occupant  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  so  to  do,  the  Chief  of  Department  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  removed  at  the  expense  of 
such  owner,  tenant,  or  occupant.  No  person  shall 
obstruct  the  Chief  of  Department  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sect.  12.  The  Chief  of  Department  shall,  chief  topre- 
on  the  last  day  of  each  month,  prepare  a pay-roll  0fparei’aj  r°11, 
all  persons  regularly  employed  in  the  Department, 
and  present  it  to  the  committee  on  the  Fire 
Deparment  for  their  action.  On  the  last  day  of 
June  and  of  December  in  each  year,  the  clerk  of 
each  company  shall  make  a roll,  bearing  the  full 
name,  age,  occupation,  and  residence  of  every 
member  of  the  company,  specifying  also  the  number 
of  times  the  company  has  been  called  out,  and  the 
attendance  of  each  member,  to  which  shall  be 
appended  the  following  certificate : — 

“We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  certify  that,  according 
to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  belief,  the  foregoing  persons 
are  members  of  — — company,  and  that  said  company  had 

consisted  of members  during  the  last  six  months  ; that 

during  that  time  they  have  performed  all  the  duties  incumbent 
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upon  them  as  firemen,  have  been  present  at  every  turnout  of 
the  company,  or  been  duly  excused  ; and  that  they  are  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  and  pay  of  firemen.” 

The  certificate  shall  he  signed  by  the  foreman 
and  clerk,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Chief  of 
Department. 

The  Chief  of  Department  shall  examine  these 
rolls,  and  if  they  are  found  correct,  shall  approve 
them,  and  present  them,  with  the  pay-rolls  of  the 
several  companies,  to  the  committee  on  Fire 
Department  for  their  action. 

Sect.  13.  The  Chief  of  Department  shall  have 
the  care  and  management  of  the  rooms,  apparatus 
and  machinery  connected  with  the  fire-alarm 
telegraph,  and  shall  determine  to  whom  shall  be 
intrusted  the  keys  of  the  signal-boxes.  He  shall 
prepare  rules  and  directions  for  giving  alarms  of 
fire  through  the  telegraph. 

Sect.  14.  No  unauthorized  person  shall  open  any 
of  the  signal-boxes,  except  in  case  of  fire,  or  interfere 
with  the  wires  or  the  poles  or  other  supports  of  the 
wires. 

Sect.  15.  The  Chief  of  Department  shall  see 
that  every  person  raising  a false  alarm  of  fire  is 
prosecuted. 

Sect.  16.  No  gambling  shall  be  allowed  in  any 
building  occupied  by  the  Fire  Department,  nor 
shall  spirituous  liquors  be  kept  or  used  there. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  draw  water  from  the 
reservoirs  or  fire-hydrants,  except  in  case  of  fire, 
and  except  as  otherwise  provided ; 1 nor  shall  any 
engine,  hose,  or  truck  be  taken  out  of  the  city 
without  permission  of  the  Chief  or  Assistant  Chief, 
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No  part  of  the  apparatus  shall  be  taken  from  the 
city,  unless  to  a fire,  without  special  permission 
from  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 

Sect.  18.  No  occupant  of  any  building  or  room 
in  which  there  is  a hatchway  or  trap-door  shall 
suffer  the  same  to  be  left  open  at  night. 

Sect.  19.  Any  member  of  the  department  tabled 
injured  or  disabled  while  on  actual  duty  shall  receive  membeis- 
pay  for  the  time  lost  in  consequence,  not  exceeding- 
three  months. 

Sect.  20.  No  person  shall  wantonly  or  carelessly  Setting  are 

Tini  wantonly  to 

set  nre  to  any  tree,  bush,  grass,  leaves,  brushwood,  lrees  etc 
rubbish,  or  other  substance  in  any  place  in  the  city 
of  Newton. 

Sect.  21.  Whoever  shall  violate  any  provision  Penalty, 
of  this  ordinance  shall  forfeit  a sum  not  exceeding- 
twenty  dollars. 

ORDINANCE  XXIV. 

Buildings. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  erect,  alter,  rebuild, 
or  essentially  change  any  building*  or  any  part  thereof, 
for  any  purpose  other  than  a dwelling-house,  without 
first  obtaining  in  writing  a permit  from  the  board  Permit, 
of  aldermen.  The  application  for  such  permit  shall 
specify  the  location  and  size  of  said  building,  the 
material  of  which  it  is  to  be  constructed,  and  the  use 
for  which  it  is  intended. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  use  any  building,  or 
part  thereof,  for  any  purpose  rendering  said  building 
or  buildings  adjacent  thereto,  hazardous,  unsafe, 
or  liable  to  be  destroyed  by  fire,  or  dangerous  to 
persons  or  property,  without  first  obtaining  a permit, 
as  named  in  Section  1. 
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Sect.  3.  All  chimneys  hereafter  erected  shall  be 
built  of  brick,  stone,  or  other  fire-proof,  non- 
conducting material.  All  brick  flues  shall  be 
smoothly  plastered  inside  with  mortar  from  top  to 
bottom,  and  outside  below  the  roofing.  In  no  case 
shall  chimneys  rest  upon  any  flooring  without  a 
footing  of  masonry  or  iron,  supported  by  iron  beams, 
having  a secure  bearing  on  iron  at  either  end. 

* Hearths  of  fireplaces  or  grates  shall  be  laid  upon 
brick  or  other  trimmer  arches,  or  upon  bars  of  iron 
supporting  a bed  of  brick- work. 

No  wood-work  of  any  kind  shall  be  placed  at  a 
less  distance  than  one  inch  from  the  outside  brick- 
work of  any  flue,  and  in  no  case  shall  a nail  be 
driven  into  the  masonry  of  any  flue. 

No  wood- work  shall  be  placed  at  a less  distance 
than  one  inch  from  any  tin  or  other  metal  flue  or 
flues,  pipe  or  pipes,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  to 
convey  heated  air  or  steam  in  any  building,  unless 
such  flues  or  pipes  be  cased  with  metal,  leaving  a 
free  circulation  of  air  all  around  the  same. 

No  smoke-pipe  shall  pass  through  any  stud  or 
wooden  partitions,  whether  plastered  or  not,  with- 
out being  guarded  either  by  a double  collar  of 
metal,  with  at  least  four  inches  air-space  and  holes 
for  ventilation,  or  by  a soapstone  ring  not  less  than 
three  inches  in  thickness  and  extending  through  the 
partition. 

Sect.  4.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable 
to  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars.

Exceptions. 


Keeping  in 
magazines. 


Sect.  5.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
not  apply  or  extend  to  the  keeping  or  storing  of 
metallic  cartridges  in  fire-proof  magazines,  nor  to 
cartridge  manufacturers,  so  long  as  they  shall  keep 
their  powder  in  canisters,  as  prescribed  in  Section 
4,  and  in  fire-proof  magazines,  located  and  built  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  so 
long  as  such  manufacturers  allow  no  more  than  one 
hundred  pounds  of  gunpowder  in  any  magazine,  or 
five  pounds  of  gunpowder  not  made  into  cartridges, 
to  be  in  any  one  workshop  at  any  one  time.

Sect.  6.  No  person,  except  on  military  duty  in 
the  public  service  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
Commonwealth,  shall  keep,  have,  or  possess,  in  any 
building,  place,  vehicle,  ship,  or  other  vessel  within 
one  rod  of  a dwelling-house,  any  explosive  compound 
other  than  gunpowder,  in  quantity  exceeding  one- 
fifth  of  a pound. 

Sect.  7.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  may  license 
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any  suitable  person  to  keep,  store,  and  sell  such 
compound,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions. 

Sect.  8.  Any  member  of  the  police  or  of  the 
Fire  Department  may  enter  the  building  or  prem- 
ises of  any  person  so  licensed,  to  make  the  exam- 
ination provided  by  law,  at  his  discretion ; and  on 
alarm  of  fire  may  cause  such  compound  there 
deposited  to  be  removed  or  destroyed,  as  the  case 
may  require. 

Sect.  9.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars. 

ORDINANCE  XXVIII. 

Telegraph,  Telephone,  and  Electric- Light  Lines. 

Section.  1.  The  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department, 
under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen, 
shall  have  the  supervision  and  charge  of  all  tele 
graph,  telephone,  and  electric  lines.  He  shall 
forthwith  report  to  the  mayor  any  violations  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  No  telegraph,  telephone,  nor  electric 
line  shall  be  erected  nor  maintained  until  the 
owner  thereof  shall  file  with  the  mayor  and  aider- 
men  a written  agreement  accepting  and  promising 
to  abide  by  and  perform  all  the  conditions  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  orders,  rules, 
regulations,  and  amendments  hereafter  made  in 
addition  thereto. 

Sect.  3.  All  writings  and  authority  for  the 
erection  of  telegraph,  telephone,  and  electric  lines 
shall  be  subject  to  the  right  of  the  mayor  and 
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aldermen  to  permit  other  lines  to  be  placed  upon 
the  same  posts ; but  this  shall  not  prevent  a 
reasonable  compensation  therefor. 

Sect  4.  On  streets  where  curbstones  are  set, 
all  posts  shall  be  erected  in  the  sidewalk,  within 
and  adjoining  the  curbstones ; and  where  there 
are  no  curbstones,  the  posts  shall  be  so  erected  as 
not  to  interfere  with  the  gutters.  No  post  shall 
be  erected  within  fifteen  feet  of  any  hydrant,  nor 
so  as  to  interfere  with  any  water-pipe,  shade-tree, 
driveway,  or  intersection  of  streets. 

Sect.  5.  All  posts  for  telegraph,  telephone, 
and  electric  lines  shall  be  straight,  properly 
trimmed  and  painted,  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty 
feet  in  height  from  the  ground,  shall  be  of  iron, 
cedar,  or  chestnut,  and,  if  of  wood,  not  less  than  six 
inches  in  diameter  at  the  smaller  end,  and  ten  inches 
in  diameter  at  the  ground.  Such  posts  shall  be 
properly  set  in  the  ground  to  the  depth  of  at  least 
five  feet.  Wherever  any  wire  shall  cross  any  street 
or  way,  it  shall  be  at  a height  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  feet  above  such  street  or  way,  and  be  protected 
by  guards,  and,  where  practicable,  cross  at  right 
angles. 

Sect.  6.  All  wires  for  the  transmission  of 
electricity  for  lighting  and  motive-power  shall  at  all 
times  be  so  insulated  as  to  resist  abrasion  and  heat, 
and  be  impervious  to  water.  When  placed  above 
the  surface  of  the  ground,  such  wires  shall  be 
suspended  upon  posts ; and,  wherever  in  proximity 
to  other  wires,  dead  guard-wires  must  be  placed  so 
as  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  contact  with  foreign 
wires.  This  rule  must  apply  to  both  arc  and 
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incandescent  wires.  When  any  such  wire  shall  be 
broken,  or  its  insulation  become  imperfect,  the 
electric  current  shall  forthwith  be  discontinued,  and 
the  wire  not  used  until  properly  repaired  and 
insulated. 

Sect.  7.  Wires  for  the  transmission  of  elec- 
tricity for  lighting  and  motive-power  shall  be  secured 
to  insulating  fastenings  of  glass,  hard  rubber,  or 
other  approved  insulating  material.  All  tie-wires 
shall  be  insulating  in  the  same  manner  as  conduct- 
ing wires.  All  joints  in  wires  shall  be  securely 
made,  and  where  possible  soldered,  and  wrapped 
with  insulating  material  that  will  resist  heat  and 
abrasion,  and  be  impervious  to  water.  Continuous 
wires,  without  joints,  shall  be  used  as  far  as  possible. 

Sect.  8.  Wires  for  the  transmission  of  electri- 
city for  lighting  and  motive-power,  passing  through 
the  exterior  walls  of  buildings,  shall  be  firmly 
incased  in  substantial  tubes  of  non-conducting 
material  not  liable  to  absorb  moisture,  and  so 
placed  as  to  prevent  water  from  entering  the  build- 
ing along  the  wire.  Outgoing  and  returning  wires 
for  arc-lights  shall  enter  and  leave  buildings  at 
points  one  foot  at  least  from  each  other ; those  for 
incandescent  lights  shall  so  enter  and  leave  build- 
ings at  points  at  least  three  inches  from  each 
other.  In  running  along  outside  walls,  cornices, 
and  the  like,  all  such  wires  shall  be  rigidly  fast- 
ened by  non-conducting  fastenings ; and  where 
carried  over  or  attached  to  buildings,  must  be  at 
least  seven  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  flat 
roofs,  and  one  and  a half  feet  above  pitch  roofs, 
and  placed  so  as  t)  avoid  ladders  of  Fire  Depart- 
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ment.  They  should  not  be  run  over  or  attached 
to  buildings,  other  than  those  desiring  light  and 
power.  In  the  interior  of  buildings,  all  such  wires 
shall  be  so  placed  as  not  to  come  in  contact  with 
iron  pipes,  posts,  nor  girders,  nor  in  any  way  so  as  to 
form  other  circuits  or  ground  connections.  In 
passing  through  floors  or  partitions  or  walls,  they 
shall  be  surrounded  by  an  insulating  tube  of  sub- 
stantial material,  to  protect  them  from  injury  by 
rats  and  mice.  All  inside  wires  must  be  so  placed, 
as  to  be  easily  and  thoroughly  inspected.  When- 
ever such  wires  enter  a building,  a cut-out  of  simple 
form  and  construction  shall  be  provided,  and  prop- 
erly attached  as  near  as  possible  to  such  entrance. 

Sect.  9.  The  frame  and  exposed  parts  of  all 
arc-lamps  shall  be  insulated  from  the  circuit.  All 
such  lamps  shall  be  provided  with  a separate  hand- 
switch,  and  also  with  an  automatic  switch  which 
will  close  the  circuit  whenever  the  carbons  do  not 
approach  each  other,  or  the  resistance  becomes 
excessive.  Arc-lamps  must  be  provided  with  some 
arrangement  to  prevent  the  lower  carbon  from 
falling  out,  in  case  the  clamp  does  not  hold  them 
securely.  For  inside  use,  the  globes  must  rest  in 
a tight  stand,  that  no  particles  of  melted  copper 
or  heated  carbon  can  escape.  Converters  on  alter- 
nating circuits  must  be  outside  of  buildings,  and 
must  be  placed  high  enough  from  roof  to  prevent 
possible  injury  to  firemen. 

Sect.  10.  For  incandescent  lamps,  the  conduct- 
ing wire  leading  to  each  building  and  branch  circuit 
shall  be  provided  with  an  automatic  switch  or  cut- 
out, or  its  equivalent,  capable  of  protecting  the 
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system  from  injury  by  an  excessive  current  of 
electricity. 

Sect.  11.  All  light  and  power  circuits  shall  be 
entirely  of  metal.  No  gas,  water,  nor  steam  pipe, 
nor  the  earth,  shall  be  used  as  a part  of  any  such 
circuit. 

Sect.  12.  In  case  of  fire,  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
order  and  cause  any  electric  wires  to  be  cut  or 
removed,  and  electric  currents  discontinued  until 
the  fire  is  extinguished. 

Sect.  13.  Except  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
members  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  no  wire  for 
the  transmission  of  electricity  for  lighting  or  motive- 
power  shall  be  attached  to  posts  of  the  fire-alarm 
telegraph  nor  to  the  posts  of  any  telegraph  or 
telephone  company  upon  which  fire-alarm  wires  are 
placed.  Such  wires,  excepting  when  permitted  by  a 
like  vote  to  remain,  shall  [forthwith  be  removed  from 
such  posts,  whenever  any  wire  of  the  fire-alarm 
telegraph  is  attached  thereto. 

Sect.  14.  All  dead  wires  where  crossing  public 
streets  or  ways  shall  be  removed. 

Sect.  15.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  circuit, 
and  before  it  is  used,  a plat,  showing  the  location 
of  the  wires  and  posts  of  such  circuit,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department;  and  any 
change  of  such  posts  or  wires  shall  be  reported  to 
him  within  twenty-four  hours. 


EULES  AND  EEGULATIONS  FOE  THE  GOVEENMENT 
OF  THE  NEWTON  FIEE  DEPAETMENT. 


CHIEF  OF  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Chief  of  Department  shall  have  the  sole  and  absolute 
command  at  fires  and  alarms  of  fires  over  all  members  of  th£ 
Department  and  of  all  other  persons  present  at  fires,  and  of 
all  apparatus  and  appurtenances  belonging  to  the  Department, 
and  direct  all  measures  he  may  deem  proper  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires.  He  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  visit  the  engine,  hose, 
and  truck  stations  daily,  if  possible  ( Sundays  excepted  ),  and 
report  to  the  fire  committee  or  board  of  aldermen  such 
suggestions  or  Recommendations  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  He 
may,  from  time  to  time,  issue  such  orders  for  the  government 
of  the  members  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 

He  shall  have  power  to  suspend  any  officer  or  member  of 
the  Department  for  insubordination,  disorderly  conduct,  or 
neglect  of  duty,  said  suspension  to  continue,  pending  the  action 
of  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 

ASSISTANT  CHIEF. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chief  of  Department  the  Assistant 
Chief  shall  have  the  same  authority,  and  exercise  the  same 
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powers,  as  the  Chief  of  Department.  On  arrival  at  fires  he 
shall  report  to  the  officer  in  command,  and  when  on  duty  wear 
his  fire-hat. 

He  shall  have,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  De- 
partment, general  supervision  and  management  of  all  the  tele- 
graph apparatus  belonging  to  the  Department,  and  every  thing 
pertaining  to  the  same.  He  shall  keep  the  same  at  all  times  in 
perfect  working  order,  and  repair  all  breaks  in  the  most  expe- 
ditious manner,  reporting  to  the  Chief  of  Department  for  all 
necessary  supplies,  and  such  improvements  as  he  may  think 
advisable.  When  additional  help  is  necessary,  he  will  make 
application  to  the  Chief  of  Department ; and,  when  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  Department  houses,  he  may  obtain 
the  assistance  of  the  regular  members,  by  direction  of  the  Chief 
of  Department.  He  shall  give  necessary  instructions  to  persons 
in  the  Department  and  to  key-holders.  He  shall  devote  his 
whole  time  to  the  duties  of  the  position. 

ENGINEERS. 

The  engineers  shall  have  full  control  of  the  engine,  bunk, 
and  meeting  rooms  and  basements,  and  shall  report  to  the  Chief 
of  Department  at  once  the  name  of  any  member  of  the  De- 
partment, or  other  person,  guilty  of  any  disorderly  conduct,  or 
violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  ; also  any  damage  which 
their  apparatus,  or  any  part  of  it,  their  houses  or  furniture,  may 
have  sustained.  They  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  supplies 
that  come  to  the  station,  and  promptly  report  when  materials 
are  required  for  use  ; keep  their  engines  at  all  times  in  condition 
for  immediate  service.  Delays  or  accidents  resulting  from 
neglect  will  be  sufficient  cause  for  suspension  or  discharge. 
They  shall  instruct  their  stokers  in  the  management  of  the 
engines.  The  use  of  all  patent  preparations  for  cleaning  the 
metal  is  strictly  prohibited.  All  material  for  polishing  will  be 
furnished  from  headquarters.  Keep  the  safety  valve  set  at 
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eighty  pounds,  and  run  the  engines  according  to  the  line  of 
hose ; a hundred  pounds  will  be  carried  only  when  working* 
through  an  extra  long  line,  or  two  lines  of,  say,  five  hundred 
feet  each.  W ater-pressure  will  never  exceed  a hundred  pounds, 
except  on  special  order  from  the  Chief  or  Assistant  Chief  of 
Department. 

The  following  whistle-signals  will  be  made  use  of  in  this 
Department  until  further  orders  : — 

One  whistle,  signals  pipemen  to  look  out  for  water. 

Two  whistles,  signal  for  burst  hose. 

Three  whistles,  signal  for  coal. 

Two  short  and  one  long  whistle,  signal,  “ Make  up.” 

Engineers  will  be  on  duty  at  all  times.  No  member  shall 
shut  off  the  water,  or  in  any  manner  move  the  machinery  at- 
tached to  the  engine,  except  at  request  of  the  engineer. 

When  the  services  of  the  engine  are  not  required,  draw 
the  fire,  always  leaving  sufficient  quantity  for  rekindling  in  case 
of  another  alarm  while  returning.  All  fuel  partially  con- 
sumed shall  be  preserved,  and  not  be  left  burning  in  the  streets. 

DRIVERS. 

Drivers  permanently  employed  shall  be  on  duty  at  all 
times.  They  shall  be  held  personally  responsible  for  their 
stables,  and  for  the  care  and  management  of  their  horses. 
They  must  not  drive  them  faster  than  is  consistent  with  the 
safety  of  the  public  and  of  the  apparatus  of  the  Department. 
They  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  damage  caused  by  them, 
or  carelessness  displayed  in  conveying  their  apparatus  to  or 
from  fires.  Racing  to  or  from  fires  will  not  be  allowed  under 
any  circumstances.  If  the  apparatus  of  two  or  more  companies 
shall  proceed  to  or  from  a fire  on  the  same  street,  they  shall  do 
so  in  single  file,  except  in  case  of  Chemical  Engines,  which 
shall  have  the  “ right  of  way  ” over  all.  Returning  from  fires, 
they  shall  drive  at  a moderate  rate  of  speed.  On  arriving  at 
fires,  the  horses  shall  be  blanketed,  and  kept  moving,  if  possible ; 
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and  upon  returning  to  the  house,  if  wet  by  perspiration,  they 
must  be  immediately  rubbed  dry.  These  instructions  will  also 
apply  to  drivers  of  hose-carriages  and  tenders. 

EXERCISE  HOURS. 

The  horses  used  exclusively  by  this  Department  will  be 
exercised  daily,  in  accordance  with  the  following  order : — 

In  Board  of  Aldermen, 
April  21,  1884. 

Ordered,  That  on  and  after  May  1,  1884,  the  several  horses  perma- 
nently employed  in  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  exercised  daily  ( Sundays 
excepted),  and  in  the  following  streets,  except  when  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Chief  of  Department  : — 

No.  1 Engine. —Washington  to  Church,  to  Eldridge,  to  Vernon,  to 
Park  Streets. 

No.  2 Engine. — Washington  to  Elm,  to  Webster,  to  Waltham,  to 
Chestnut,  to  Margin  Streets. 

No.  3 Engine.  — Willow  to  Beacon,  to  Crescent  Avenue,  to  Pleasantv 
to  Centre,  to  Willow  Streets. 

No.  1 Truck.  ) 

Washington,  Parsons,  to  Central  xArenue. 

No.  4 Hose  ) 

Exercise  hours  to  be  regulated  by  Chief  of  Department,  and  not  to 
exceed  one  hour  nor  less  than  one-half  hour.  The  rules  governing  inclement 
weather  and  holidays  will  remain  in  force.  Any  employee  failing  to  conform 
to  the  above  order  shall  be  subject  to  suspension.

“RIGHT  OF  WAY  WHEN  PROCEEDING  TO  FIRES,”  AS 
ACCORDED  BY  LAW. 

[ Chap.  37,  Acts  1874.  ] 

An  Act  to  Punish  the  Wilful  Obstruction  of  Fire  Engines , etc. 

Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  obstructs  or  retards  the  passage 
of  any  engine,  or  other  apparatus,  of  any  Fire  Department,  while  going  to  a 
fire,  through  any  street,  lane,  alley,  or  other  way,  shall  be  punished  by 
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imprisonment  in  the  House  of  Correction  not  exceeding  three  months,  or  by 
a fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  [Approved  Feb.  28,  1874.  ] 

All  drivers  of  this  Department  will  govern  themselves  by 
the  above  law,  and  use  the  utmost  discretion  at  all  times  to 
avoid  accidents.  Call-drivers  of  hose-carriages  will  be  required 
to  sleep  in  their  respective  stations. 

STOKERS. 

The  stokers  shall  respond  promptly  to  all  alarms,  and, 
when  in  quarters,  they  will  assist  in  hitching  up.  When  on 
duty  at  fires,  they  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  their  respec- 
tive engineers,  who  shall  require  their  whole  and  undivided 
attention.  On  return  from  fires,  they  shall  remain  on  duty 
until  relieved  by  their  engineers.  They  will  be  required  to 
sleep  in  their  respective  stations. 

FOREMEN. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foremen  of  all  companies  where 
permanent  men  are  not  employed,  to  see  that  the  apparatus 
committed  to  their  care,  and  the  several  stations  in  which  the 
same  are  deposited,  and  all  things  in  or  belonging  to  the  same, 
are  kept  neat  and  clean,  and  in  order  for  immediate  use ; to 
see  that  the  snow  is  cleared  from  the  sidewalks  and  driveways 
connected  with  the  stations  under  their  charge. 


FINES. 

Foremen  of  companies  will  see  that  the  following  fines  for 
non-attendance  are  rigidly  enforced  : 

For  absence  from  fires  and  alarms  . . . . $1  00 

For  absence  from  regular  and  special  meetings  . . 50 

ASSISTANT  FOREMEN. 

The  assistant  foreman,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  fore- 
man, perform  all  the  duties  and  exercise  the  same  authority  as 
the  foreman. 
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MEMBERS. 

The  members  of  the  several  companies  shall,  upon  an 
alarm  of  fire  from  the  section  of  the  city  to  which  they  are 
assigned  for  duty,  proceed  promptly  to  the  place  of  the  fire  in 
an  orderly  manner,  report  to  the  foreman,  and  perform  any 
duty  that  may  be  required  of  them.  They  shall  remain  on  duty 
until  relived  by  orders,  which  shall  be  given  only  by  the  officer 
in  command.  If  the  company  to  which  they  are  attached  does 
not  respond  to  the  alarm  on  first  call,  they  shall  proceed  to 
their  engine,  hose  or  truck  stations,  and  remain  thirty  minutes, 
unless  called  into  service  or  relieved  by  dismissal.  No  member 
shall  be  absent  from  duty  for  a longer  period  than  one  month, 
except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  by  special  permission  of  the  Chief 
of  Department.  No  person  whose  occupation  requires  his  daily 
absence  from  the  city  will  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this 
Department.  Any  officer  or  member  of  this  Department  who 
shall  remove  from  the  city  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a mem- 
ber ; and  all  members  of  the  Department  will  be  required  to 
live  within  a reasonable  distance  of  their  respective  stations. 

SUBSTITUTES. 

Each  company  may  have  two  substitutes  to  take  the 
place  of  call-members  absent  from  the  city  or  disabled  by 
sickness.  • They  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Department, 
and  shall,  if  for  services  rendered  for  a period  of  fifteen  days 
or  more,  receive  the  same  compensation  as  their  principal,  to 
be  deducted  from  their  principal’s  pay.  Any  substitute  serving 
for  a less  time  than  fifteen  days  shall  be  paid  the  amount  of 
fines  imposed  on  his  principal  for  non-attendance  at  fires  or 
alarms.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  substitute  on  the 
following  pay-day  shall  be  subject  to  dismissal.  No  substitute 
can  be  assigned  to  duty  in  place  of  his  principal  during  the 
time  of  a fire  or  an  alarm  of  fire. 

BUNKERS. 

Call-men  to  whom  beds  are  assigned  will  be  required  to 


retire  at  or  before  11  P.  M.,  unless  excused  by  tlie  engineer 
or  person  in  charge  of  the  station,  and  will  not  be  allowed  to 
use  or  occupy  the  same  during  the  day,  unless  deprived  of 
their  usual  rest  by  the  performance  of  active  fire  duty,  or  in 
case  of  sickness  sufficient  to  require  the  use  of  the  same.  No 
visitors  will  be  allowed  ip  the  bunk-rooms  after  hours,  or  at 
any  other  time  while  the  beds  are  occupied.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  engineer  or  member  in  charge  of  the  station,  to 
immediately  report  to  the  Chief  of  Department  any  misconduct 
or  violations  of  the  rules  on  the  part  of  persons  occupying  said 
beds.  The  occupant  of  each  bed  will  be  held  responsible  for 
the  cleanliness  of  the  same,  and  for  any  damage  to  either  bed 
or  bedding  through  carelessness.  All  members  occupying 
sleeping  quarters  in  the  engine,  hose,  and  truck  stations  shall 
vacate  their  beds  from  May  1 to  Oct.  1,  at  6.30  a.  m.,  and 
from  Oct.  1 to  May  1,  at  7 A.  M. 

HORSES  AND  FEEDING. 

The  system  of  feeding  shall  be  as  follows,  particular  care 
being  exercised  not  to  feed  or  water  the  horses  while  too 
warm : — 

Four  quarts  of  oats  morning  and  night ; this,  with  about 
eight  or  ten  pounds  of  hay  after  bedding  the  horses,  will 
constitute  the  daily  allowance  for  each  horse,  and  must  not  be 
exceeded.  But  when  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  a less 
allowance  is  sufficient,  the  driver  will  exercise  discretion  as  to 
the  quantity.  The  stalls  to  be  cleaned  early  in  the  morning  ; 
after  breakfast  the  horses  groomed  and  the  harnesses  cleaned. 
Horses  sick  or  disabled  will  be  immediately  reported  to  the 
Chief  of  Department.  No  alteration  or  changes  in  harness 
will  be  permitted,  except  upon  authority  of  the  Chief  of 
Department.  When  horses  are  in  the  shop  for  shoeing,  the 
drivers  shall  remain  with  them,  and  shall  report  to  the  Chief 
of  Department  any  unnecessary  delay,  or  any  work  improperly 
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executed,  and  will  allow  but  one  shoe  to  be  removed  at  a 
time. 


BADGES. 

All  members  of  the  Department  shall  be  provided  with  a 
badge,  to  be  known  as  the  Regulation  Badge  of  the  Depart- 
ment, which  shall  be  worn  in  a conspicuous  place  during  the 
time  they  are  on  duty ; and  no  member  shall  lend  his  badge  on 
any  pretext  whatever.  Any  member  losing  his  badge  shall 
immediately  notify  the  Chief  of  Department,  and  use  all 
diligence  to  recover  the  same.  lie  shall  be  required  to  pay  for 
the  same  before  another  badge  will  be  provided,  the  money  so 
paid  to  be  refunded  should  the  badge  be  found.  These  badges 
shall  at  all  times  remain  the  property  of  the  city.  Any  member 
loaning  his  badge  to  any  person  not  connected  with  the  De- 
partment shall  be  subject  to  dismissal.  No  person  will  be 
recognized  as  a member  of  this  Department  unless  wearing  his 
badge. 

ROLL-CADE. 

Upon  returning  from  a fire,  or  an  alarm  of  fire,  the 
assistant  foreman,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  foreman,  shall  call  the 
roll,  and  report  to  the  Chief  of  Department  any  member 
absent,  and  the  excuse  for  the  same  ; and  in  no  case  shall  the 
permanent  members  act  as  substitutes  for  the  call  members,  or 
answer  for  them  at  roll-call. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

No  permanent  member  shall  leave  the  city,  or  be  granted 
leave  of  absence,  without  notifying  the  Chief  of  Department, 
and  procuring  a substitute  to  his  acceptance  ; and  the  substi- 
tute shall  be  on  duty  before  the  applicant  leaves  his  post  ; and 
the  pay  of  the  substitute  may  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the 
principal.  Any  member  of  the  call-force  expecting  to  be  absent 
from  the  city  shall  notify  the  foreman  of  his  company,  and 
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procure  a substitute  to  his  satisfaction.  Whenever  leave  of 
absence  is  granted  to  bunkers,  they  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
person  in  charge  of  their  station,  and  shall,  in  like  manner, 
report  their  return. 

SUPPLIES. 

No  member  of  the  Department  will  be  allowed  to  make 
any  purchases  for  the  Department  chargeable  to  the  city, 
except  by  order  of  the  chairman  of  fire  committee  or  Chief  of 
Department. 

MEALS. 

For  permanent  members  three  hours  daily  will  be  allowed 
for  meals,  and  will  be  so  arranged  that  there  shall  be  at  all 
times  one  member  on  duty. 

DUTIES  AT  FIRES. 

At  all  fires,  the  first  officer  arriving  shall,  in  the  absence 
of  the  Chief  or  Assistant  Chief,  and  until  his  arrival,  act  as 
Chief  of  Department,  and  be  obeyed  and  respected  accordingly. 
The  men  are  required  to  move  quickly,  and  obey  orders 
promptly  and  without  criticism.  The  officers  in  charge  of  the 
several  companies,  shall,  immediately  on  their  arrival  at  a fire, 
report  to  the  officer  in  command,  and  remain  for  orders.  No 
company  shall  leave  the  fire  grounds,  or  take  the  apparatus  of 
which  they  have  charge  therefrom,  without  the  order  or  per- 
mission of  the  officer  in  command.  Any  neglect  of  duty, 
disobedience  of  orders,  or  disrespect  to  officers,  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Chief  of  Department.  No  member  shall  wilfully  or 
maliciously  direct  a stream  of  water  upon  any  fireman  or 
citizen.  All  disputes  which  may  arise  between  companies  or 
individual  firemen  when  on  duty  shall  be  settled  by  the 
engineer  in  command.  Members  of  companies  that  are  not  in 
service  at  fires  will  not  enter  the  buildings  unless  ordered,  but 
remain  convenient  to  the  fire,  equipped,  and  ready  for  orders. 
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GOING  TO  OR  FROM  FIRES. 

Order  and  decorum  will  be  preserved  when  going-  to  or 
from  a fire  or  an  alarm.  To  guard  against  collision  and 
accident  when  proceeding  to  fires,  the  gongs  will  be  struck 
when  approaching  street-crossings,  turning  corners,  and 
approaching  the  fire-grounds. 

RIDING  TO  FIRES. 

All  drivers  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  unnecessary 
overloading,  and  will  in  all  cases  judge  of  the  ability  of  the 
horses,  the  condition  of  the  streets,  and  the  distance  to  travel. 
The  men  will  mount  and  dismount  as  ordered  by  them.  Officers 
will  avail  themselves  of  any  opportunity  to  ride  to  fires 
( excepting  on  engines  ),  to  the  exclusion;  if  necessary,  of  the 
men. 


FIRE-GROUNDS. 

All  engines  and  hose  companies  responding  to  second  or 
general  alarms  will  connect,  but  will  not  lay  their  lines  until 
they  have  reported  to  the  officer  in  command  at  the  fire  for 
orders. 

STATIONS. 

Stations  of  the  Department  shall  be  open  from  10  a.  m., 
until  10  p.  M.  for  visitors,  and  at  any  other  time  for  inspection 
by  members  of  the  city  government.  On  the  Sabbath  all 
stations  must  be  closed  ; and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  engineer, 
or  person  in  charge,  to  see  that  order  and  quiet  are  preserved. 
All  work  other  than  absolutely  necessary  will  be  omitted  for 
the  day.  The  permanent  members  of  each  station  shall  once  in 
each  week  scrub  the  floors  of  their  respective  stations,  and  at 
all  times  keep  them  neat  and  clean.  The  members  in  charge  of 
the  several  stations  shall  personally  attend  to  the  receiving  of 
visitors,  whether  members  of  the  city  government,  officers  of  the 
Department,  or  citizens.  Citizens  visiting  the  stations  shall  be 
courteously  treated,  have  reasonable  questions  answered,  and 
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any  proper  information  given.  All  members  detailed  to  sleep 
in  the  stations  must  be  in  their  quarters  at  the  time  stated  for 
closing  the  station,  unless  otherwise  excused,  and  all  other 
persons  must  leave  at  that  time. 

DRILL. 

Untill  further  notice  the  truck  company  will  drill  once 
each  month,  from  May  1 to  Oct.  1,  and  all  other  companies  at 
such  times  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Chief  of  Department. 

CONDUCT. 

All  members  of  the  Department  are  strictly  required  in 
their  intercourse  with  each  other,  social,  or  official,  to  observe 
a courteous  demeanor ; and  officers  or  men,  in  addressing- 
each  other,  will  do  so  in  a respectful  manner.  While  on  duty 
at  tires,  the  greatest  degrees  of  silence  compatible  with  a proper 
discharge  of  duty  will  be  required.  No  profane  or  ungentle- 
manly  language,  or  disorderly  conduct,  will  be  allowed  on  the 
part  of  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Department  when  on 
duty. 

No  spirituous  or  malt  liquors  will  be  allowed  in  any 
station  of  the  Department  or  at  any  fire.  If  any  member  shall 
enter  any  station  of  the  Department  intoxicated,  or  become 
intoxicated  at  a fire,  he  shall  be  subject  to  dismissal.  No 
gambling  of  any  kind  will  be  allowed  in  any  station  of  the 
Department. 


GENERAL  RULES. 


RULE  1. 

No  driver  of  engine,  hose,  hook-and-ladder  truck,  or  other 
vehicle,  shall  drive  over  any  line  of  hose  if  it  can  be  avoided. 

RULE  2. 

No  company  will  be  allowed  to  take  its  apparatus  from 
their  quarters,  except  in  case  of  fire,  without  consent  of  the 
Chief  of  Department. 


RULE  3. 

The  hose  must  be  changed  on  reels  once  in  four  weeks, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Chief  of  Department,  for 
which  purpose  the  foreman  will  warn  the  members  of  his 
company  detailed  for  this  purpose ; and  any  member  absent, 
unless  excused,  will  be  fined  the  same  amount  as  for  absence 
from  fires. 

RULE  4. 

Any  member  permanently  employed,  who  refuses  or 
neglects  to  pay  any  just  debt  contracted  during  his  connec- 
tion with  the  Department,  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause 
for  suspension  or  discharge. 

RULE  5.  . 

No  permanent  officer  or  member  of  the  Department  shall 
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attend  a caucus  or  political  convention  as  a delegate,  distribute 
tickets  at  any  election,  or  take  any  part  whatever  in  political 
matters  than  to  exercise  a right  of  suffrage. 

RULE  6. 

All  members  of  the  Department  will  be  required  to  address 
officers  by  their  respective  titles  when  on  duty. 

RULE  7. 

When  any  member  shall  leave  the  Department,  he  shall 
thereupon  return  his  badge,  key,  and  copy  of  rules  and 
regulations,  in  good  condition,  to  the  foreman  of  his  company, 
who  shall  immediately  notify  the  Chief  of  Department ; and 
any  member  failing  so  to  do  shall  have  the  amount  deducted 
from  his  pay. 

RULE  8. 

No  balls,  parties,  or  social  gatherings  of  any  description 
shall  be  held  in  any  building  in  charge  of  the  Department, 
except  on  permission  from  the  Chief  of  Department. 

RULE  9. 

No  property  belonging  to  the  city  will  be  loaned  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  except  upon  written  order  of  the  Chief  of 
Department. 

RULE  10. 

No  hoseman  or  truckman  at  call  shall  be  entitled  to  pay 
for  less  than  fifteen  days’  service.  All  appointments  shall, 
as  far  as  practicable,  be  made  to  date  from  the  first  or 
fifteenth  day  of  each  month. 

RULE  11. 

In  the  use  of  hydrants  all  members  of  the  Department  are 
instructed  to  use  great  care  in  the  opening  and  closing  of  the 
same,  and  to  see  that  each  cap  is  properly  adjusted  before 
leaving.  The  first  company  connecting  with  a hydrant  in  case 
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of  fire  will  leave  one  member  in  charge  of  the  same ; should 
a second  company  or  line  desire  connection,  it  will  not  be 
made  until  the  line  is  complete  to  the  fire,  and  orders  given 
for  water.  Exceptions  to  this  are  ordered  for  engines,  which 
will  be  given  immediate  connection  ( if  ordered  into  service ), 
and  the  hydrant  left  in  charge  of  the  engineer. 

RULE  12. 

Officers  of  companies,  hosemen,  and  laddermen  will  wear 
their  fire-hats  when  on  duty.

BILL  OF  DRESS  FOR  THE  UNIFORMED  FORCE  OF  THE 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  CITY  OF  NEWTON. 


FIKE-CAP. 

For  Chief  of  Department.  — A white  leather  cap  with 
eight  cones,  having  a white  leather  stitched  front  depending 
from  a gilt  eagle  head,  and  attached  to  the  front  of  the  cap,  with 
the  word  “Chief”  in  black  letters  stitched  on  white  ground, 
with  “Fire  Department”  in  the  centre,  and  the  word  “Newton” 
at  the  bottom. 

For  Assistant  Chief  of  Department.  — Same  as  for  the 
Chief  of  the  Department,  except  that  the  rim  and  cape  will  be 
black  on  both  sides  and  lettered  “ Ass’t  Chief,  Fire  Department, 
Newton.” 

For  Officers  Engine  and  Hose  Companies.  — Same  as 
Chief  of  Department,  except  that  it  will  be  of  black  leather, 
and  have  a white  leather  stitched  front,  with  the  letters  and 
figures  cut  out  of  it  on  a background  of  black  patent  leather. 

For  Officers  Truck  Company.  — Same  as  officers  engine 
companies,  except  that  the  letters  will  be  on  red  ground. 

For  All  Members  Engine  and  Hose  Companies.  — Same 
as  officers,  except  that  the  front  will  be  of  black  patent  leather, 
with  letters  on  background  of  white  patent  leather. 

For  Members  Truck  Companies.  — Same  as  for  officers  of 
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truck  companies,  except  that  the  fronts  will  be  of  red  patent 
leather,  with  letters  on  background  of  white  patent  leather. 

FATIGUE  CAP. 

For  Chief  of  Department.  — Of  United  States  Navy  pat- 
tern, made  of  dark  blue  cloth,  pure  indigo  dye,  with  band  one 
and  one-half  inches,  and  quarters  one  and  three-quarter  inches 
high,  stiffened  with  hair-cloth  sewed  into  the  seam  of  top  and 
quarters,  the  sides  to  be  ventilated,  a narrow  welt  around  bot- 
tom and  top  seam  of  cap,  the  inner  band  to  be  of  strong,  ser- 
viceable leather,  the  visor  to  be  plain,  solid,  black  patent  leather, 
two  inches  wide,  with  rounded  corners,  the  chin  straps  of  black 
patent  leather  one-half  inch  wide,  with  slides  of  same  material, 
straps  to  be  fastened  to  cap  on  each  side  with  small  regulation 
button. 

The  insignia  of  rank  to  be  placed  on  the  quarters  in  the 
centre  of  the  front,  the  lower  } art  resting  nearly  on  the  upper 
edge  of  band. 

For  Assistant  Chief  of  Department.  — Same  as  for  Chief 
of  Department. 

For  Engineers  Steamers , Drivers , Etc.  — Same  as  for 
Assistant  Chief,  but  omitting  insignia  of  rank,  and  substituting 
therefor  a white  metal  badge,  as  per  pattern  at  headquarters, 
to  be  fastened  to  the  cap,  with  the  lower  end  resting  upon  the 
upper  lower  edge  of  band. 

For  winter  service,  caps  known  as  “Scotch  Havelocks” 
may  be  substituted  for  the  “ Regulation  Cap.” 

HATS  FOR  SUMMER  WEAR. 

For  Chief  and  Assistant  Chief  oj  Department. — Light- 
gray  felt  helmets,  with  black  silk  band  one  inch  wide,  rim 
bound  with  the  same,  with  insignia  on  the  front  and  just  above 
the  band,  to  be  ventilated  each  side,  the  sweat-band  to  be  of 
leather  one  and  one-half  inches  wide  and  ventilated. 

For  All  Other  Members.  — Of  brown  Mackinac  braided 
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straw  (braids  about  five-eighths  of  an  inch  wide);  sides  about 
three  and  one-half  inches  high,  slightly  tapering  at  crown,  with 
black  ribbed-silk  ribbon  band  one  and  three-quarters  of  an  inch 
wide,  tied  in  a single  bow  knot  on  left  side,  brim  about  two  and 
one-quarter  inches  wide,  bound  with  seven-eigliths-inch  black 
ribbon ; the  sweat-band  to  be  of  leather  about  one  and  one-half 
inches  wide,  the  bottom  of  crown  to  be  lined  with  paper.  The 
badge  as  prescribed  above  to  be  worn  upon  the  ribbon  in  front. 

COATS. 

For  Chief  of  Department.  — A double-breasted,  close- 
fitting  sack  coat,  made  of  dark  blue  cloth,  pure  indigo  dye,  cut 
to  button  close  to  the  neck,  with  rolling  collar,  and  to  reach  to 
a point  midway  between  the  hip-joint  and  the  bend  of  the  knee  ; 
to  have  eight  medium-sized  regulation  buttons  on  each  breast, 
grouped  in  pairs  ; the  cuffs  to  be  made  to  fit  the  wrists,  and  to 
be  closed  with  three  small  regulation  buttons  ; a blind  pocket 
on  each  breast,  with  plain  flaps  ; two  inside  breast  pockets  ; the 
sleeves  to  be  cut  so  as  to  be  conveniently  worn  inside  the  over- 
coat; the  coat  to  be  lined  with  black  Italian  cloth,  and  the 
sleeves  with  linen.  The  prescribed  insignia  of  rank  to  be  placed 
in  the  end  of  collar  on  each  side. 

For  Assistant  Chief  of  Department.  — Same  as  for  the 
Chief  of  Department,  except  that  there  will  be  seven  buttons 
placed  equidistant,  and  the  insignia  of  rank  as  prescribed. 

For  All  Other  Members.  — The  coat  will  be  single-breasted 
with  six  medium-sized  buttons. 

For  Summer  Wear.  — A coat  may  be  worn  of  dark  blue 
flannel,  indigo  dye,  and  in  all  other  respects  as  above,  but  with- 
out lining. 

/ 

OVERCOATS. 

For  Chief  of  Department.  — A double-breasted  frock  coat 
with  rolling  collar,  lap  seams,  of  best  heavy,  dark  blue  cloth, 
pure  indigo  dye,  in  length  to  reach  below  the  knee,  to  button 
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close  up  to  the  neck,  with  eight  large  regulation  buttons  on 
each  breast,  grouped  in  pairs,  three  on  each  skirt  behind  and 
'three  of  small  size  on  each  sleeve  at  cuff,  the  skirts  to  be  open 
behind,  blind  pockets  on  each  skirt  outside,  with  flaps,  also  on 
breasts,  and  two  inside  breast  pockets. 

The  skirts  to  be  lined  with  black  Italian  cloth,  and  back 
with  red  twilled  flannel,  sleeves  with  linen. 

For  Assistant  Chief  of  Department.  — Same  as  for  Chief 
of  Department,  except  that  there  shall  be  seven  large  regula- 
tion buttons  on  each  breast,  placed  equidistant. 

For  All  Other  Members. — Same  as  for  Chief  of  Depart- 
ment, except  that  the  seams  will  be  plain,  with  six  large  regula- 
tion buttons  on  each  breast,  placed  equidistant. 

VEST. 

For  Chief  of  Department.  — - A single-breasted  vest  made 
of  same  material  as  coat,  without  collar,  and  to  button  with 
eight  small  regulation  buttons,  grouped  in  pairs;  inside  to  be 
lined  with  light-colored  silesia ; back  to  be  made  of  black 
twilled  silesia. 

For  Assistant  ChieJ  of  Department.  — Same  as  for  Chief 
of  Department,  except  that  there  shall  be  seven  small  regula- 
tion buttons,  placed  equidistant. 

For  All  Other  Members  . — Same  as  for  Chief  of  Depart- 
ment, except  that  there  shall  be  six  small  regulation  buttons, 
placed  equidistant. 

For  Summer  Wear.  — A vest  may  be  worn  made  of  light 
cloth  or  flannel,  dark  blue,  indigo  dye,  and  in  all  other  respects 
as  above  described. 

TROWSERS. 

For  Chief  of  Department.  — To  be  made  of  same  material 
as  the  coat,  with  a lap  seam ; to  be  cut  to  fit  close  around  the 
waist,  but  loosely  around  the  hams  and  legs  to  admit  of  their 
free  use. 
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For  All  Other  Officers  And  Members.  — Same  as  for 
Chief  of  Department,  except  that  they  will  be  made  with  plain 
seam. 

For  Summer  Wear.  — Trowsers  may  be  made  of  lighter 
material  (dark  blue),  in  the  manner  prescribed  above. 

SHIRT. 

For  Chief  and  Assistant  Chief  of  Department.  — White 
linen  or  muslin,  with  rolling  or  standing  collar. 

For  All  Other  Members.  — To  be  of  white  cotton  or  linen, 
with  rolling  collar. 

CRAVAT. 

For  All  Officers  And  Members.  — A small  necktie-  of 
black  silk,  to  pass  once  around  the  neck,  and  tie  with  a double 
bow  and  flat  knot  in  front,  the  ends  to  extend  not  more  than 
three  inches  from  the  knot. 

CHANGE  OF  CLOTHING. 

Summer  clothing  will  be  worn  from  J une  15th  to  Septem- 
ber 15th,  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered  from  headquarters. 

INSIGNIA  OF  RANK. 

For  Chief  of  Department.  — Embroidered  upon  dark  blue 
cloth  in  silver,  five  trumpets,  measuring  one  and  five  six- 
teenths inches,  each  crossed  with  bells  outward  and  projecting 
beyond  mouth  pieces,  so  as  to  form  a design  one  and  one-half 
inches  in  diameter. 

For  Assistant  Chief  of  Department.  — Same  as  for  Chief 
of  Department,  except  that  there  shall  be  three  trumpets,  meas- 
uring one  and  one-half  inches,  each  crossed  with  bells  down- 
ward. 

For  All  Other  Members.  — A white  metal  badge  of  the 
prescribed  pattern. 

COAT  BADGE. 

For  Chief  oj  Department.  — A gilt  badge  from  the  De- 
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partment  die,  as  follows : In  semi-circle  at  the  top  the  words, 
“ Chief  Fire  Department;  ” in  the  center,  and  resting  on  a lad- 
der, the  city  seal ; beneath,  over  crossed  trumpets,  the  word 
“ Newton  ; ” below  this,  the  monogram  “ F.  D. ; ” the  whole 
badge  to  be  two  and  one-half  inches  long  by  one  and  one-half 
inches  wide,  to  be  fastened  with  a pin  and  improved  catch. 

For  Assistant  Chief  of  Department. — Same  as  for  Chief 
of  Department,  except  to  prefix  the  word  “ Assistant.” 

For  All  Members  Engine  Companies.  — Same  as  for  Chief 
of  Department,  except  that  the  badge  will  be  of  white  metal, 
with  “Newton  Fire  Department”  at  the  top,  below  the  seal 
the  word  “ Engine,”  and  beneath  this  the  registered  number. 

For  All  Members  Truck  and  Hose  Companies. — Same  as 
for  engine  companies,  except  that  “Truck”  and  “Hose”  will 
be  substituted  respectively  above  the  registered  number. 

BUTTONS. 

For  All  Officers  and  Members.  — To  be  of  white  metal  of 
the  following  description : For  overcoat  (except  the  cuffs)  to 
be  round,  one  inch  in  diameter,  with  convex  roughened  face, 
having  the  initials  “F.  D.”  in  block  letters  one  quarter  of  an 
inch  high,  in  the  centre,  the  words  “ City  of,”  at  the  top,  and 
“Newton”  at  the  bottom,  in  block  letters  one-eighth  of  an  inch 
high,  near  and  parallel  to  the  rim  around  the  button,  which  rim 
is  to  be  bright,  and  about  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  wide,  the 
button  to  be  attached  to  the  coat  by  means  of  an  eye  of  white 
metal  wire  securely  fastened  to  it. 

For  the  coat  (except  the  cuffs)  same  as  for  overcoat,  ex- 
cept that  it  is  to  be  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  with 
the  dimensions  of  all  the  parts  described  proportionately  reduced 
in  size. 

For  vests,  cuffs  of  coat,  and  fatigue  cap,  same  as  for  over- 
coat, except  that  it  is  to  be  five-sixteenths  of  an  inch  in 
diameter,  with  the  dimensions  of  all  parts  described  proportion- 
ately reduced  in  size. 
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All  officers  and  members  will  be  held  responsible  for  the 
safe  keeping,  proper  use,  and  return  of  the  articles  above 
enumerated,  and  they  are  liable  to  the  following  penalties  for 
the  loss  of  either  of  them  : For  the  loss  of  coat  badge,  $ 3.50. 
For  the  loss  of  cap  badge,  $1.00.  For  the  loss  of  fire  hat, 
$4.50.  For  the  loss  of  buttons,  $0.05  each.  No  part  of  the 
uniform  prescribed  in  this  order  is  to  be  loaned  to  any  person, 
whether  in  or  out  of  the  Department,  or  used  for  any  but  legiti- 
mate purposes  of  the  same.  This  order  is  imperative. 

All  members  shall  wear  the  uniform  prescribed  in  the 
above  order  when  on  duty,  except  while  cleaning  apparatus, 
quarters,  etc.,  when  old  clothing  may  be  worn.  The  purpose  of 
this  regulation  is,  that  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment may  at  all  times,  except  when  in  the  performance  of 
necessary  labor  in  quarters,  appear  in  proper  dress.  No  officer 
or  member  in  uniform  shall  smoke  in  the  streets,  or  public 
places,  or  upon  the  apparatus  floor,  where  smoking  rooms  are 
provided.  Officers  and  men,  when  upon  leave  of  absence,  must 
wear  the  uniform  entire,  or  no  part  of  it.  Whenever  the  uni- 
form is  worn,  it  must  be  in  an  unsoiled  condition,  coat  buttoned 
to  the  neck,  buttons,  badges  and  boots  properly  polished,  and 
their  persons  at  all  times  neatly  and  tidily  dressed.  While  actu- 
ally wearing  the  overcoat,  the  undercoat  may  be  dispensed  with, 
and  a cardigan  jacket  substituted,  but  the  overcoat  must  be 
buttoned  at  all  times  when  on  the  street  or  on  duty,  and  no  part 
of  the  uniform  will  be  laid  aside  until  bedtime. 

The  Assistant  Chief  of  Department  shall  inspect  all  uni- 
forms or  parts  of  uniforms  before  they  are  worn,  and  reject  all 
found  not  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

To  take  effect  on  or  before  September  1,  1887.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  NEWTON  FREE 

LIBRARY, 

For  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  1888. 


To  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Newton,  Mass: 

In  submitting  this,  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1888,  the  trustees  of  the  Newton  Free  Library 
regret  their  inability*  to  accompany  it,  as  in  their  reports  of 
previous  years  with  a report  from  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Library.  In  consequence  of  his  removal  to  California  our  late 
Superintendent,  Mr.  Warren  P.  Tyler,  resigned  the  position  last 
September,  and  we  have  not,  as  yet,  succeeded  in  securing  a 
suitable  person  to  take  his  place.  This,  we  trust,  will  satisfac- 
torily account  for  the  absence  this  year  of  the  customary  Super- 
intendent’s report. 

We  take  pleasure  now,  in  presenting  in  its  stead,  the  re- 
port of  the  Librarian  with  statistical  tables,  showing  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Library,  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  its  acces- 
sions, circulation,  classification,  and  distribution  of  books 
during  the  past  year,  in  comparison  with  the  two  years  next 
preceding. 

An  inspection  of  these  tables  will  show  that  the  circula- 
tion of  books  has  largely  increased  the  past  year,  exceeding  by 
nearly  fifteen  thousand  volumes  that  of  any  previous  year. 
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This  large  increase  in  the  circulation  of  its  books,  and  the 
continually  increasing  number  of  those  who  avail  themselves  of 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  use  of  its  reference  depart- 
ment and  reading  rooms,  are  very  gratifying  not  only  to  those 
in  the  more  immediate  charge  of  the  Library,  but  to  all  friends 
of  education  and  order.  The  plan  adopted  for  furnishing  the 
teachers  of  all  our  public  schools  ten  volumes  at  a time  for 
special  use  in  those  schools,  gives  great  satisfaction  to  all. 
Never  before  since  its  establishment,  has  the  Library  demon- 
strated its  great  value  as  an  educational  aid  to  our  public 
schools  in  a greater  degree  than  in  the  past  year.  The  trustees 
have  been  enabled  to  add  the  past  year,  a larger  number  of 
books,  and  of  a higher  standard  of  excellence  than  ever  before. 

In  addition  to  the  books  provided  for  general  circulation 
from  the  appropriation  made  by  the  City  Council  the  past  year, 
there  has  been  expended  for  the  higher  class  of  scientific  books 
and  works  of  art  from  the  income  derived  from  the

The  income  derived  from  these  special  funds  enables  the 
trustees  to  procure  books  and  works  of  art  of  higher  character 
and  greater  cost,  than  would  be  possible  from  the  regular  yearly 
appropriations  of  the  City  Council,  without  seriously  inter- 
fering with  the  purchase  of  books  required  for  daily  circulation. 
The  trustees  commend  this  fact  to  the  liberal  consideration  of 
our  wealthy  citizens,  coupled  with  the  desire  on  their  part  to 
have  the  number  of  these  “Special  Funds”  enlarged,  and  a will- 
ingness to  take  charge  of,  and  faithfully  administer  any  dona- 
tions or  bequests  therefor. 
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Our  distributing  agencies  in  the  more  distant  wards  con- 
tinue to  work  satisfactorily.  Of  the  entire  circulation  of  104,700 
volumes  the  past  year,  54,747  were  distributed  in  the  distant 
wards  through  these  agencies. 

The  increasing  business  at  the  Library  will  require  very 
soon  an  addition  to  our  librarian  force  which  it  will  be  our 
pleasure  to  meet.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Newtojst  Free  Library. 

As  the  office  of  Superintendent  is  vacant  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  present  a 
statement  of  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Library  in  place  of 
the  usual  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

We  have  been  enabled  to  add  to  the  contents  of  our 
Library  more  books  than  usual  this  year.  The  number  of 
volumes  as  given  Dec.  31,  1887,  was  26,411  ; during  the  year 
1888,  2,010  were  added  either  by  purchase,  gift  or  by 

binding  periodicals  and  pamphlets  ; 55  have  been  worn  out  and 
withdrawn  or  lost,  making  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the 
Library  28,366.  In  the  Appendix,  Table  F.,  at  the  end  of 
this  report  will  be  shown  the  proportion  in  which  the  accessions 
have  been  made  to  the  different  classes.  The  amount  expended  for 
books,  aside  from  the  special  funds,  is  $ 2,455.49  a larger  sunj 
than  we  have  usually  been  able  to  devote  to  this  purpose. 

The  circulation  of  books  has  also  been  larger  than  ever 
before  — reaching  a total  of  104,700,  which  is  from  14  to  15 
thousand  in  excess  of  any  former  year  ; and  as  the  Library 
was  open  305  days,  a daily  average  of  343  volumes  is  shown. 
March,  as  usual,  was  the  month  when  the  greatest  number  of 
books  was  circulated,  10,895  having  been  drawn  during  the 
month.  The  number  of  books  distributed  through  the  agencies 
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increases  every  year,  and  considerably  more  than  half  of  the 
circulation  has  been . carried  on  this  year  in  this  way,  54,747 
volumes  having  been  delivered  through  the  nine  agencies  or  left 
by  the  expressman  at  the  schools  in  the  other  parts  of  the  City, 
to  49,953  given  out  at  the  Library.  The  register  of  names  of 
persons  using  the  Library  gives  an  increase  of  1,025  new 
names  added  during  the  year. 

A new  bulletin  was  issued  in  the  middle  of  the  year, 
being  the  fourth  bulletin  since  the  catalogue  in  1880.  Some 
inconvenience  is  experienced  by  the  public  from  the  necessity 
of  consulting  the  catalogue  and  then  four  bulletins  before 
being  sure  a work  is  or  is  not  in  the  Library.  It  is  hoped 
that  a new  catalogue  may  be  issued  in  1890  containing  in  one 
list  all  works  at  that  date. 

The  number  of  books  covered  during  the  year  is  13,460 ; 
a paper  somewhat  darker  and  one  which  it  is  thought  will  be 
more  servicable  has  been  substituted  for  the  light  one  hereto- 
fore in  use,  and  the  books  will  be  gradually  covered  with  this 
as  they  need  new  covers.  The  amount  collected  from  fines  the 
past  year  is  §380.94  ; §26.40  has  been  received  from  the  sale 
of  bulletins,  and  §33.60  from  that  of  old  paper. 

The  Reading-rooms  are  supplied  with  123  magazines  and 
newspapers  which  furnish  attractive  material  for  the  numerous 
readers  of  all  ages  who  frequent  the  rooms.  It  would  seem 
desirable  to  have  an  attendant  to  answer  questions  and  take 
care  of  the  magazines,  as  well  as  exercise  a slight  restraint 
upon  the  conversational  tendencies  of  the  younger  members  of 
society. 

The  Library  has  continued  to  assist  in  the  educational 
work  of  the  schools  by  sending  to  any  teacher  books  on  what- 
ever subject  desired,  and  the  teachers  seem  to  be  unanimous  in 
feeling  that  it  is  a great  advantage,  and  in  appreciating  their 
privileges.  They  affirm  that,  the  scholars  are  eager  for  the 
books,  and  this  especially  in  some  districts  where  books  are 
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not  easy  of  access  to  tlie  children.  The  teachers  of  the  lower 
grades  report  that  the  little  ones  learn  their  lessons  more 
willingly  and  with  more  promptness  in  order  that  they  may 
be  allowed  to  take  the  books  afterwards.  The  slight  rise  in 
the  per  cent,  of  fiction  circulated  this  year,  as  shown  in  Table 
F,  may  be  accounted  for  in  the  greatly  increased  call  for  books 
from  teachers  of  these  lower  grades,  who  find  that  they  can  use 
to  advantage  many  of  our  illustrated  books  ; and  this  demand 
has  to  be  partially  met  from  our  works  of  fiction.  The  number 
of  books  sent  to  the  schools  in  1888  was  8,882,  and  these 
chiefly  on  subjects  of  history,  natural  science,  geography,  civil 
government,  etc.  The  High  School  took  the  lead  in  calling  for 
books,  and  556  were  sent  there  during  the  year. 

In  May,  the  Library  met  with  a sad  loss  in  the  death  of 
Mr.  Tower,  the  faithful  janitor,  who  had  served  the  Library 
for  thirteen  years  and  given  universal  satisfaction.  The 
position  has  since  been  acceptably  filled  by  Mr.  Bass  who  has 
shown  himself  very  ready  and  anxious  to  do  everything  possible 
for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  all  friends  of  the  Library. 
With  the  larger  circulation  the  work  of  the  Library  has  been 
necessarily  very  much  increased,  and  great  credit  for  their 
efficiency  and  courtesy  is  due  to  the  young  lady  assistants.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council  of  Newton. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  city  ordinances, 
the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  presents  its  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1888. 

The  Board  has  been  favored  with  five  years  of  unbroken 
service  in  its  presiding  officer,  the  retiring  Mayor,  who  by  his 
faithful  attendance  has  greatly  assisted  toward  a successful 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Department. 

In  membership  the  Board  has  been  less  fortunate.  Fre- 
quent changes  have  occurred,  which,  other  things  being  equal, 
will  always  act  to  the  detriment  of  its  work.  One  member,  Mr. 
George  E.  Allen,  has  been  removed  by  death,  after  having 
rendered  efficient  and  kindly  service,  highly  appreciated  by  his 
co-workers. 

As  the  Board  now  stands,  four  of  the  wards  are  repre- 
sented by  members  whose  term  of  service  has  been  one  year  or 
less,  and  three  wards  by  members  of  long  terms.  The  ex- 
perience of  long  terms  is  desirable  in  the  knowledge  it  gives  of 
the  history,  habits,  and  tendencies  of  applicants  for  aid. 

In  the  administration  of  public  aid  public  opinion  is  more 
likely  to  censure  a restricted  policy,  than  a liberal  one.  Those 
who  have  given  most  attention  to  the  subject  in  this  and  other 
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states  are  alarmed  at  the  results  of  the  policy  of  the  past  on  the 
class  aided,  and  especially  on  the  interests  of  the  state. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  not  changed  materially, 
except  in  a gradual  increase  with  the  growth  of  the  City  and 
with  greater  perfection  in  details.  The  expenditures  have 
been  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  appropriation.  In  the  dis- 
bursements for  poor  out  of  Almshouse  this  excess  is  to  be  found 
mainly  in  the  bills  for  support  of  the  Insane,  which  have  been 
$2,302.61  against  #1,537.05  for  1887. 

The  new  work  at  the  Newton  Cottage  Hospital  has  been 
to  some  extent  an  added  expense,  but  not  wholly  so,  as  it  stands 
in  place  of  other  expense  for  the  same  work  outside  of  the 
Hospital.  This  Hospital  is  proving  that  there  was  the  need 
claimed  for  its  establishment  and  that  it  is  supplying  that  need. 
As  an  ally,  it  has  been  of  great  benefit  in  the  work  of  this 
department  and  the  Board  desires  to  speak  in  high  praise  of  its 
administration  and  success.  The  number  of  patients  placed 
there  in  1888  chargeable  to  the  state,  or  other  cities  and  towns, 
was  33.  Amount  of  bills  paid  to  the  Hospital  #788.75.  This 
does  not  include  persons  having  a settlement  in  Newton,  these 
cases  being  covered  by  a special  appropriation  from  the  City 
Council,  directly  to  the  Hospital,  in  which  this  Board  has  no 
responsibility. 

Chapter  438,  Acts,  of  1888.  “An  act  for  the  relief,  in 
case  of  necessity,  of  persons  who  served  in  the  Army  or  Navy 
of  the  United  States,  during  the  Rebellion,  and  their  dependent 
families  ” appears  not  to  fully  accomplish  its  intended  purpose 
of  relieveing  such  persons  without  pauperizing  them  and  pre- 
venting t'lieir  gaining  a settlement.  It  has  been  proposed  to 
petition  the  Legislature,  to  repeal  this  law  and  so  amend 
Chapter  30  of  the  Public  Statutes,  as  to  incorporate  into  that, 
the  benefits  intended  by  the  law  of  1888. 

An  association  with  monthly  meetings  for  business  and 
discussions  has  been  formed  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Boards  of

Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  cities  ancl  large  towns  of  the  State. 
The  following  is  an  extract  from  its  By-Laws.  “ The  design 
of  this  organization  shall  he  to  acquire  a thorough  and  uniform 
method  of  administration  of  public  relief.”  The  significance 
and  usefulness  of  this  movement  is  apparent  when  it  is 
remembered  that  there  is  .a  constant  current  of  business 
between  the  Poor  Departments  of  the  different  cities  and  towns, 
and  between  them  and  the  State.  More  than  thirty  Secretaries 
are  members  of  this  association,  also  Gen.  Michael  T. 
Donnohoe,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Public 
Institutions  in  Boston,  the  Hon.  Robert  Treat  Paine,  and  Dr. 
C.Irving  Fisher,  Supt.  of  the  State  Almshouse,  Tewksbury.  The 
State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity  is  also  often  represented 
in  these  discussions. 

The  whole  numbers  of  families  out  of  Almshouse  ( not 
including  Newton  Cottage  Hospital  ) receiving  partial  support 
during  any  part  of  the  year  was  115 ; whole  number  of  persons, 
386,  of  these  there  were  males,  164 ; females,  222 ; under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  197 ; having  settlement  in  Newton,  264 ; 
having  settlement  in  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  State,  51 ; 
having  no  settlement,  71.

ALMSHOUSE  DEPARTMENT. 

Affairs  at  the  almshouse  have  continued  in  a pros- 
perous condition  with  the  same  capable  and  efficient 
management,  without  and  within,  that  has  characterized  it  in 
past  years. 

The  number  of  inmates  has  averaged  seven  per  cent, 
higher  than  in  1887.  A fair  and  average  degree  of  health  has 
prevailed.  The  stock  at  the  barn  has  been  kept  up  to  its 
average  valuation.  One  valuable  horse  died  and  was  replaced 
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by  purchase,  and  one  which  had  grown  old  was  exchanged  for 
a younger  one. 

The  receipts,  which  are  to  a considerable  extent  from  sales 
of  wood,  are  liable  to  be  affected  by  varying  opportunities 
to  pnrchase  standing  wood. 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  been  supported  at  the 
Almshouse  for  all  or  any  part  of  the  year  is  44;  average  number 
for  the  year,  30  ; present  number,  29 ; died  during  the  year,  1.

The  almshouse  buildings  which  have  had  but  a small 
amount  expended  upon  them  for  several  years,  are  getting  out 
of  order  to  such  an  extent,  that  they  will  soon  require  extensive 
repairs  to  be  in  proper  condition  for  the  use  of  the  City,  or  for 
sale  for  other  purposes.  Should  the  City  Council  decide  to 
remove  the  almshouse  to  a new  locality  within  a year  or  two, 
light  repairs  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  present  requirements.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


In  accordance  with  custom  and  the  statute  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  of 
the  Public  Schools  of  the  city  for  the  year  ending  June  80,  1888. 
The  financial  exhibit  covers  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
81,  1888. 

The  school  property  of  the  city  includes  twenty-one  school 
houses,  together  with  the  furniture  and  land  belonging  thereto, 
books,  apparatus,  and  other  appliances.  The  total  value  of  the 
schoolhouses,  furniture,  and  land  is  1576,600.00. 

The  number  of  schools  maintained  during  the  past  year 
was  88  : high  school,  1 ; grammar  schools,  47  ; primary  schools, 
89 ; mixed  school,  1. 

The  number  of  teachers  employed  was  106 : males,  17  ; 
females,  89. 

The  school  population  of  the  city  on  the  first  day  of  May  was 
4,087,  being  an  increase  of  196  as  compared  with  the  census 
of  1887. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  was  4,218.  The  aver- 
age daily  attendance  was  8,384.  The  increase  in  the  daily  aver, 
age  attendance  from  1879  to  1888  (a  period  of  ten  years)  was 
843.  These  figures  show  a steady  and  healthful  growth  in  the 
population  of  the  city  and  are  indicative  of  its  general  pros- 
perity. The  increased  attendance  from  year  to  year  has  made 
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it  necessary  to  furnish  additional  school  accommodations,  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  teachers,  and  consequently  to  make  larger 
annual  appropriations.  We  are  confident,  however,  that  the 
citizens  of  Newton  welcome  these  evidences  of  prosperity,  that 
they  take  a just  pride  in  the  excellence  of  their  public  schools, 
and  that  they  cheerfully  make  generous  provision  for  their 
support. 

The.  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  schools,  exclusive  of  evening  schools,  for  the 
fiscal  year  1888,  was  1121,040.40. 

The  amount  expended  is  $121,031.59,  leaving  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $8.81. 

The  amount  expended  for  evening  schools  is  $1,282.18. 

The  estimate  of  the  appropriations  required  by  the  school 
department  for  the  fiscal  year  1889  is  as  follows:  For  salaries, 
$101,365.00  ; fuel,  $7,350.00  ; incidentals,  $10,000.00  ; evening 
schools,  $1,000.00.  The  total  estimate  is  $119,715.00,  being 
$1,325.41  less  than  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  present 
year. 

The  new  high  school  building  was  completed  in  the  spring 
of  last  year,  and  was  occupied  for  the  first  time  at  the  opening 
of  the  school  year  in  September.  The  old  high  school  building 
has  also  been  improved  by  the  introduction  of  the  Mihan  sys- 
tem of  ventilation.  The  accommodations  of  this  school  are 
now  convenient  and  healthful  and  are  well  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  every  department  except  that  of  physical  training.  It  is  the 
judgment  of  your  Committee  that  this  school  should  have  regu- 
lar, systematic,  and  frequent  exercises  in  physical  culture,  and 
that  for  this  purpose  there  is  need  of  a gymnasium,  which 
should  be  a simple,  substantial  building,  furnished  with  all  the 
appliances  needed  to  meet  the  varied  wants  of  the  individual 
pupils,  and  in  charge  of  a director  thoroughly  equipped  for 
his  work. 

The  new  courses  of  studies,  which  have  been  in  operation 
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some  two  years,  have  led  to  the  extension  of  the  work  of  the 
high  school  in  some  directions,  notably  in  the  larger  attention 
given  to  the  study  of  science. 

A new  physical  laboratory  has  been  fitted  up,  the  chemical 
laboratory  has  been  enlarged,  and  a room  has  been  set  apart  for 
instruction  in  botany,  mineralogy  and  geology,  and  has  been 
supplied  with  the  specimens  and  other  appliances  needed.  Im- 
proved methods  of  instruction  have  also  been  introduced, 
laboratory  practice  of  individual  pupils  being  substituted  for 
general  class-room  work.  The  enlargement  of  the  scope  of  the 
work  and  the  change  in  methods  of  instruction  have  enabled 
the  school  to  adapt  itself  to  the  recent  changes  in  the  require- 
ments for  admission  to  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
and  to  the  several  colleges.  The  school  now  has  all  the  appli- 
ances needed  for  the  successful  study  of  physics  and  chemistry, 
and  its  patrons  may  be  assured  that  the  work  in  these  two 
branches  of  study  will  hereafter  be  in  accordance  with  the  best 
methods. 

A new  school  house  of  two  rooms  is  in  process  of  erection 
at  Thompsonville  and  will  probably  be  ready  for  occupancy  in 
a few  weeks.  The  primary  pupils  in  Thompsonville  and  vicinity 
will  be  transferred  to  the  new  school  house  when  it  is  completed? 
and  the  use  of  the  rented  building  will  be  discontinued.  The 
additional  school  accommodations  at  Thompsonville  will  help 
to  prevent  the  overcrowding  of  the  Rice  School  at  Newton  Centre 
for  some  years. 

Additional  accommodations  are  needed  for  the  Hyde  and 
Claflin  schools.  For  the  relief  of  the  Hyde  School  your  Commit- 
tee has  recommended  to  the  City  Council  the  erection  of  a two" 
room  building  near  the  junction  of  Walnut  and  Beacon  streets  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  primary  pupils  in  that  vicinity.  For 
the  relief  of  the  Claflin  School  your  Committee  has  recom- 
mended the  erection  of  a four-room  building  in  the  rear  of  the 
Claflin  school  house  for  the  accommodation  of  the  primary 
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pupils  attending  the  Claflin  School.  Two  classes  of  the  Claflin 
School  are  now  occupying  rooms  on  the  third  floor.  These 
rooms  are  poorly  lighted  and  imperfectly  ventilated,  and  conse- 
quently are  unfit  for  use  as  class  rooms.  Your  Commitee  having 
made  known  the  wants  of  the  schools,  it  remains  for  the  City 
Council,  whose  duty  it  is  to  provide  buildings  necessary  for 
their  accommodation,  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 
wise.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  act  with  its  usual  gen- 
erosity. 

In  July  last  your  Committe  requested  Mr.  James  II.  L. 
Coon,  State  Inspector  of  factories  and  public  buildings,  to 
examine  the  school  buildings  of  Newton.  Mr.  Coon  re- 
sponded  promptly  to  the  request  and  has  made  a partial  report 
of  the  results  of  the  examination.  Under  date  of  October 
29th,  he  writes  as  follows  in  regard  to  the  means  of  egress  in 
case  of  fire : — “ Since  your  communication  to  me  under  date  of 
July  27th,  I have  inspected  every  school  building  in  Newton  in 
accordance  with  your  request  and  as  required  by  the  statutes, 
and  have  issued  to  you  certificates  to  that  effect.  With  a few 
minor  changes  for  which  orders  have  been  sent,  all  the  build- 
ings will  be  in  a very  satisfactory  condition  as  regards  the 
means  of  egress.  Each  of  the  school  buildings  in  Newton  is 
provided  with  two  separate  and  distinct  stairways,  a very  im- 
portant and  essential  provision  in  all  public  buildings.” 

Referring  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings,  Mr. 
Coon  says  : — “ There  is  yet  room  for  improvement  in  some  of 
the  buildings  in  a sanitary  line.  With  one  or  two  exceptions 
the  basement  walls  of  every  building  should  receive  two  coats 
of  lime-wash,  and  at  periods  of  two  years  at  least  should  be 
rewashed  with  lime.  In  England  stone  or  brick  walls  are  washed 
once  in  thirteen  months,  as  required  by  law.  In  Boston  it  is 
done  annually  as  an  important  sanitary  measure.” 

Mr.  Coon  directs  that  changes  be  made  in  the  water-closets 
of  some  of  the  buildings  with  a view  to  improving  their  sanitary 
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condition,  and  closes  his  report  with  the  following  remarks  in 
regard  to  ventilation  : — “Section  2,  chapter  149,  Acts  of  1888. 
requires  that  every  school-house  shall  he  ventilated  in  a proper 
manner,  that  the  air  may  not  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
persons  present  therein.  As  to  the  means  of  ventilation  pro- 
vided for  some  of  your  buildings,  whether  adequate  or  not,  I 
am  unable  to  state  at  the  present  time,  not  having  had  oppor- 
tunity to  make  such  tests  as  I desire ; but  several  of  your  older 
buildings  are  without  any  means,  and  action  should  be  taken  in 
the  near  future  to  make  them  conform  to  the  law.  The  disposi- 
tion of  the  School  Committee  is  without  doubt  favorable  to- 
wards all  improvements  that  tend  to  secure  the  teacher  and 
pupil  health  and  safety.  The  State  has  enacted  special  laws 
affecting  school  buildings,  and  has  placed  their  enforcement  in 
the  hands  of  the  State  inspectors  of  public  buildings,  conse- 
quently all  buildings  must  be  made  to  conform  thereto.” 

The  time  has  come  when  some  system  of  industrial  train- 
ing seems  necessary  to  be  taught  in  our  public  schools.  A large 
sum  of  money  is  appropriated  each  year  to  fit  boys  and  girls  for 
college,  a mercantile  course  is  offered  to  the  student  who  desires 
to  avail  himself  of  it,  but  there  is  no  aid  offered  to  any  child 
wishing  to  enter  into  any  one  of  the  many  industrial  pursuits. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Board  in  J une  last,  Mr.  Barnard,  Miss 
Smead,  Mr.  Philbrick  and  the  Superintendent  were  appointed 
a special  committee  to  consider  the  subject  of  industrial  educa- 
tion, with  a view  to  its  adoption  as  a part  of  the  school  system 
of  Newton.  At  a meeting  of  the  Board  in  September  this 
committee  submitted  the  following  report.  The  entire  report 
is  inserted  here  on  account  of  the  importance  of  the  subject 
and  the  place  it  occupies  in  the  public  mind  at  the  present 
time : — 


Report  of  Special  Committee  on  “ Industrial  Education. ” 
“The  special  committee,  appointed  at  a meeting  of  the 
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Board  in  June  last,  to  consider  the  subject  of  industrial  educa- 
tion, with  a view  to  its  adoption  as  a part  of  the  school  system 
of  Newton,  has  considered  the  matter  in  two  particulars  only : 
First,  what  are  the  schools  already  doing  in  the  line  of  indus- 
trial training?  Second,  can  this  work  be  extended  without 
detriment  to  the  regular  work  of  the  schools  ? 

1.  What  are  the  schools  already  doing  in  the  line  of  in- 
dustrial training  ? Instruction  in  drawing  is  given  in  all  the 
grades,  and  modeling  in  clay  is  taught  in  some  of  the  first  and 
second  grades.  Special  instruction  in  sewing  is  also  given  in 
the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  grades.  It  may  be  added 
that  students  in  physics  in  the  High  School  have  more  or  less 
practice  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  the  simpler  pieces  of 
apparatus  used  in  the  laboratory.  They  thus  become  familiar, 
to  a greater  or  less  extent,  with  the  use  of  the  carpenter’s  bench 
and  the  most  common  mechanical  tools. 

Our  schools  are  well  equipped  in  every  particular  for  a vig- 
orous and  successful  prosecution  of  their  work  in  drawing,  having 
competent  teachers  and  all  the  appliances  needed.  The  general 
subject  has  been  well  handled,  and  valuable  results  have  been 
realized.  This  is  a great  advantage,  in  that  drawing  is  a most 
important  factor  in  the  problem  of  industrial  education.  In- 
deed, a thorough  knowledge  of  this  branch  of  study  is  essential 
to  the  successful  pursuit  of  any  branch  of  industrial  training. 

2.  Can  the  work  already  doing  be  extended  without  detri- 
ment to  the  regular  work  of  the  schools? 

Your  Committee  believes  that  it  can  be  done  not  only  with- 
out detriment  but  with  positive  advantage.  It  is  believed  that 
by  ingrafting  the  industrial  idea  more  fully  upon  the  present 
system  our  schools  may  be  made  more  practical  and  more  help- 
ful, and  that  this  may  be  done  chiefly  through  the  medium  of 
drawing.  To  this  end  your  Committee  recommends  the  adop- 
tion of  the  plan  of  work  presented  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  its  last  report  (1886-7.)  “Industrial  drawing,”  it 
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should  be  borne  in  mind,  “ is  a required  study  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State : (1)  because  of  its  educational  value ; (2) 
because  of  its  industrial  value.”  It  has  an  educational  value, 
because  it  “ necessitates  close  and  accurate  observation,  quickens 
thought,  furnishes  the  pupil  with  a new  means  of  expression, 
develops  his  comparative,  originative,  and  reasoning  powers, 
leads  to  an  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  and  good,  and  gives 
skill  of  hand.”  It  has  an  industrial  value,  because  “a  practical' 
knowledge  of  industrial  drawing  is  indispensable  in  all  the  me- 
chanical trades  and  useful  in  every  profession,  and  in  every  day 
life.  It  improves  the  design  and  finish  of  manufactured  arti- 
cles, thus  enhancing  their  value  ; and  its  diffusion  among  all 
classes  of  people  will  create  a demand  for  the  best  in  every 
department  of  industry.” 

The  plan  as  outlined  in  the  report  referred  to  requires  “the 
constant  use  of  models  and  objects,  for  the  correct  ideas  of 
things  can  come  only  from  observing  the  things  themselves.” 
It  requires  that  “ the  forms  should  be  observed  by  means  of 
both  eyes  and  hands,  and  that  the  knowledge  of  form  thus 
gained  should  be  expressed  in  three  ways,  — by  language,  by 
drawing,  by  construction;  that  is,  by  words,  by  lines,  and  by 
forms.” 

“The  three  means  of  expression,  language,  drawing,  and 
construction,  each  offer  an  excellent  moral  training,  aside  from 
increased  skilfulness  in  the  use  of  hands  and  eyes.  Yet  these 
means  will  not  give  accurate  results  unless  they  are  the  product 
of  systematic  thought.  To  draw,  make,  or  describe  a thing 
correctly  necessitates  a certain  orderly  procedure  that  cannot 
fail  to  result  in  an  orderly  habit  of  thought,  good  judgment, 
the  power  of  concentration,  economical  use  of  time,  etc.,  — quali- 
ties which  cannot  be  too  highly  valued  as  contributing  to  the 
most  important  elements  of  a useful  life.” 

Drawing  thus  taught  may  also  be  made  to  contribute  valu- 
able aid  in  the  study  of  other  branches,  such  as  arithmetic, 
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geography,  and  sewing.  In  short,  it  will  help  to  improve  the 
methods  of  instruction  in  every  branch  of  study. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : — 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  work  in  industrial  drawing  as  outlined 
by  Mr.  Bailey  in  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  year 
1886-7  be  adopted  for  use  in  the  schools  of  Newton,  and  that  the  superin- 
tendent be  instructed  to  see  that  it  is  carried  into  effect,  as  far  as  it  is  prac- 
ticable, during  the  present  school  year. 

Your  Committee  submits  this  partial  report  at  the  present 
time,  and,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  subject,  requests 
that  additional  time  may  be  granted  for  its  further  considera- 
tion.” 

The  report  of  the  special  committee  was  unanimously 
adopted,  and  the  plan  and  methods  of  work  as  outlined  therein 
are  now  in  process  of  execution  in  our  schools. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent, 
which  treats  of  many  matters  of  interest  and  importance  to  the 
patrons  of  the  schools  and  to  the  citizens  generally. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  congratulate  the  citizens  of 
Newton  upon  the  general  efficiency  of  the  schools,  and  to  ex- 
press its  appreciation  of  the  teachers  whose  faithful  efforts  have 
contributed  so  largely  to  increase  their  usefulness.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  oj  Newton. 

In  conformity  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  I respectfully 
present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1887-88.  The  schools 
were  in  session  forty  weeks,  begining  Sept.  12,  1887,  and 
ending  June  30,  1888. 

A general  exhibit  of  the  results  of  the  last  school  census, 
of  the  number  of  school  buildings  and  the  value  of  the  school 
property,  of  the  enrolment  and  attendance  of  the  pupils,  and  of 
the  cost  of  the  schools,  is  given  in  the  following  statistics : —

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SCHOOL  CENSUS. 

In  conformity  to  the  requirement  of  the  General  Statutes, 
an  enumeration  of  the  school  population  of  the  city  was  made 
in  May  last,  and  a record  of  the  same  has  been  deposited  in 
this  office. 

The.  school  population  of  the  city  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
1888,  was  4,087,  — an  increase  of  194,  compared  with  the  year 
1887.  By  reference  to  table  I in  the  appendix  to  this  report, 
it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  increase  in  each  of  the  wards. 

The  number  of  pupils  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of 
age  attending  the  public  schools,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1888, 
was  3,254 ; the  number  in  private  schools  was  209 ; making 
the  total  number  of  pupils  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of 
age  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city,  and  in  private  schools,  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  1888,  3,463.  Deducting  this  sum  from 
4,087,  the  total  school  population  of  the  city,  we  have  624, 
which  is  the  number  of  persons  in  the  city,  between  five  and 
fifteen  years  of  age,  not  attending  any  school,  public  or  private, 
on  the  first  day  of  May,  1888.  Of  this  number  67  were  at 
work  in  mills  and  elsewhere,  and  508,  most  of  whom  were 
under  seven  years  of  age,  were  at  home,  leaving  49  to  be 
accounted  for. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  school  houses  in  the  city  is  twenty-one. 
The  number  in  use  during  the  past  year  was  twenty.  The 
school  at  Thompsonville  occupied  a rented  building.  The 
whole  numder  of  sittings,  including  those  in  the  leased 
building,  was  4,648. 

Important  repairs  and  alterations  have  been  made  in 
several  of  the  school  buildings,  chiefly  with  a view  to  improving 
their  sanitary  condition. 

A fire  escape  has  been  added  to  the  new  High  School 
building,  and  the  ventilation  of  the  old  High  School  building 
has  been  completed. 
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The  outside  of  the  Eliot  and  Jackson  school  houses  has 
been  painted. 

The  hall  of  the  Pierce  school  house  has  been  divided,  and 
thus  two  additional  school  rooms  have  been  made  available.  The 
floors  of  the  building  have  been  relaid,  water  has  been  carried 
to  all  the  rooms,  and  the  building  has  been  still  further 
improved  by  the  introduction  of  the  Mihan  system  of 
ventilation. 

The  furniture  has  been  repaired  in  three  rooms  of  the 
Bigelow  school  house,  in  all  the  rooms  of  the  Eliot,  and  in  one 
room  of  the  Franklin. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  Hyde  School  have  been 
tinted,  and  the  wood  work  has  been  renovated  by  the  addition 
of  a coat  of  hard  oil  finish. 

The  progress  made  during  the  past  three  years  in  the 
direction  of  improved  sanitation  is  very  gratifying.  A majority 
of  our  school  buildings  are  now  well  supplied  with  the  means 
of  ventilation.  The  Jackson,  Claflin,  Davis,  Franklin,  Pros- 
pect, Mason,  and  Oak  Hill  school  houses  are  still  defective  in 
this  particular,  and  I recommend  that  the  work  on  two  or  more 
of  them  be  undertaken  during  the  present  school  year. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  school  house  at 
Tliompsonville  is  nearly  completed.  It  is  expected  to  be  ready 
for  occupancy  immediately  after  the  Christmas  holidays. 

I beg  leave  to  renew  my  suggestion  as  to  the  need  of  a 
primary  school  building  near  the  junction  of  Walnut  and 
Beacon  streets. 

I would  also  recommend  the  erection  of  a building  of  four 
rooms  on  or  near  the  Claflin  School  lot,  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  primary  grades  now  attending  the  Claflin  School.  The 
means  of  lighting  and  ventilating  the  two  upper  rooms  of  the 
Claflin  building  are  insufficient,  and  consequently  their  use  as 
class  rooms  should  be  discontinued.  They  can  be  remodelled 
and  improved  at  an  expense  of  several  thousand  dollars,  but  it 
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seems  to  me  that  health,  comfort,  and  economy  would  be 
secured  more  fully  by  the  erection  of  a new  building. 


ATTENDANCE. 

I am  pleased  to  report  a slight  improvement  in  the  attend- 
ance during  the  past  year.  The  average  daily  attendance  was 
ninety-two  per  cent  of  the  average  whole  number  belonging  to 
the  schools,  a gain  of  seven-tenths  of  one  per  cent,  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  average  daily  absence  was  eight 
per  cent.  That  is,  out  of  an  average  enrolment  of  3,650  pupils 
there  was  an  average  daily  attendance  of  3,384,  and  an  average 
daily  absence  of  266.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be  a 
further  improvement  in  attendance  during  the  present  school 
year,  and  that  this  waste  of  public  money,  amounting  to  eight 
per  cent  of  the  entire  appropriation,  may  be  avoided  in  the 
future. 

Referring  to  the  last  report  of  the  secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  I find  that  in  a table  in  which  all  the 
towns  of  the  State  — 350  in  number  — are  numerically 
arranged  according  to  the  average  attendance  of  the  children 
of  school  age  upon  the  public  schools,  Newton  occupies  the 
ninety-second  place. 

I am  pleased  to  report  a considerable  improvement  in  the 
record  of  tardiness  also.  This  improvement  is  especially 
gratifying  in  that  it  shows  an  increased  interest  on  the  part  of 
parents  and  pupils  in  the  work  of  the  schools.  It  is  also  a 
strong  endorsement  of  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of  the 
teachers.  Real  teaching  power,  the  ability  to  attract  pupils  and 
interest  them  in  hard  work,  common-sense  and  tact  in  all 
things  pertaining  to  the  discipline  of  the  school,  and  a genuine 
love  for  children  give  the  teacher  a commanding  influence  in 
securing  good  attendance.  The  whole  number  of  tardinesses 
during  the  past  year  was  3,872,  a decrease  of  1,342,  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  These  tardinesses,  as  heretofore,  are 
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confined  chiefly  to  a few  schools.  The  High  School  is  the 
most  conspicuous  in  this  particular,  having  a total  of  1,730, 
being  nearly  one  half  of  the  aggregate  number  in  all  the 
schools. 

Section  6,  chapter  4,  of  the  regulations  for  the  public 
schools  reads  as  follows  : > — 

“ Pupils  shall  be  required  to  attend  school  regularly  and 
punctually.  In  every  case  of  absence,  or  tardiness,  or 
request  for  dismissal  during  school  hours  the  pupil  shall 
furnish  to  the  teacher,  in  writing  or  otherwise,  a satisfactory 
excuse  from  parent  or  guardian,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or 
sudden  emergency.  And  a record  of  absence  occasioned  by 
tardiness  and  dismissal  shall  be  kept  by  the  teacher  and 
included  in  the  semi-quarterly  report  of  attendance.” 

That  portion  of  the  regulation  which  requires  that  “ a 
record  of  absence  occasioned  by  tardiness  and  dismissal  shall 
be  kept  by  the  teacher  and  included  in  the  semi-quarterly 
report  of  attendance  ” was  made  a part  of  the  regulations  at 
the  time  of  their  revision  some  year  and  a half  ago.  It  has 
been  in  operation  during  the  entire  school  year.  The  effect 
of  this  regulation  is  to  lower  the  percentage  of  attendance,  in 
that  every  hour  of  absence,  from  any  cause  whatever,  is  now 
included  in  dertermining  the  percentage  of  attendance,  whereas 
only  days  and  half-days  were  formerly  reckoned,  no  account 
being  taken  of  any  less  period.  The  hours  of  absence 
occasioned  by  tardiness  and  dismissal  aggregate  several  days  in 
some  of  the  schools  in  each  semi-quarter. 

In  the  High  School  for  the  semi-quarter  ending  December 
23,  the  absences  from  these  two  sources  amounted  to  one 
hundred  fifty-eight  days  ; for  the  semi-quarter  ending  June  29 
the  aggregate  was  one  hundred  thirty-two  days.  In  the  face  of 
these  facts  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  record  of  attend- 
ance for  the  past  school  year  shows  the  highest  percentage  that 
has  been  reached  during  a period  of  ten  years. 
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I refer  to  this  fact,  not  because  we  have  reason  to  be  proud 
of  or  even  satisfied  with  the  standard  we  have  reached,  but 
because  it  encourages  us  to  hope  that  it  marks  the  beginning  of 
effort  that  will  result  in  steady  and  permanent  progress  and 
improvement. 

COST  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  following  table  shows  the  total  cost  of  the  schools, 
exclusive  of  the  amount  expended  for  evening  schools  and  for 
new  school  buildings,  from  1879  to  1888.  It  also  shows  the 
cost  per  pupil,  based  upon  the  average  whole  number  belonging. 
The  average  cost  per  pupil  for  the  ten  years  was  $33.04. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  the  evening  schools  during  the 
corresponding  period  was  $7,725.99,  being  an  average  of 
$772.59  per  year. 

The  amount  expended  for  new  school  buildings  during 
the  year  1888  was  $4,543.93  this  amount  being  the  cost  of  the 
new  school  building  at  Thompsonville.

The  amount  expended  upon  the  schools  during  the  past 
year,  under  the  direction  of  tlie  School  Board,  was  $121,031.59, 
being  an  average  of  $33.15  per  pupil.  The  amount  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Council,  chiefly  for  permanent 
improvements,  was  $7,360.69.  The  aggregate  amount 
expended  was  $128,392.28,  being  an  average  of  $35.17  per 
pupil. 
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The  expenditures  of  the  School  Board  include  the  follow- 
ing items : teachers  salaries,  §88,918.66 ; salary  of  superin- 
tendent, #2,800  ; salary  of  secretary,  #300  ; salaries  of  janitors, 
#6,831;  fuel,  #8,402.73;  conveyance  of  pupils,  #390;  inciden- 
tals, #12,107.02. 

The  incidental  expenses  include  the  following  items ; books, 
#2,103.69 ; school  supplies,  #3,617.40  ; janitors  supplies,  #405. 
77 ; repairs,  #863.44  ; furniture,  #1,830.13  ; water,  1,206.94  ; 
gas,  #163.80;  truancy,  #629.21;  printing,  #491.79;  miscel- 
laneous, #794.85. 

The  comparative  cost  of  the  schools  may  be  gathered 
from  the  following  tables.  The  first  is  a graduated  table  in 
which  the  cities  in  the  State  are  numerically  arranged  accord- 
ing to  the  percentage  of  their  taxable  property  appropriated  to 
the  support  of  public  schools  for  the  year  1887-88.  The 
second  is  a similar  exhibit  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  Middlesex 
County. 

The  statistics  of  the  schools  of  the  State  and  county  are 
inserted  here  for  the  convenience  of  those  who  do  not  have 
access  to  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  from  which  they  are  taken. 

Comparing  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  State  with  reference 
to  the  percentage  of  their  taxable  property  appropriated  to 
the  support  of  public  schools  during  the  past  year,  we  find 
that  Newton  is  the  twelfth  among  the  twenty-three  cities  of 
the  State,  the  thirty-third  among  the  fifty-four  cities  and  towns 
of  Middlesex  County,  and  the  two  hundred  twenty-first 
among  the  three  hundred  fifty  cities  and  towns  of  the  Common- 
wealth.

SCHOOL  SUPPLIES. 

The  number  of  text-books  in  use  during  the  past  year  was 
35,285,  an  increase  of  2,538,  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  reference  books  was  1,888,  an  increase  of  99, 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  They  were  distributed  as 
follows  :

The  amount  expended  for  new  books  during  the  past 
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school  year  — July,  1887,  to  July,  1888,  — was  $ 1868. 54  ; the 
amount  paid  for  rebinding  books  was  $ 210.13  ; the  total  amount 
expended  for  books  was  12,078.67. 

The  cost  per  pupil,  based  upon  the  average  number  belong- 
ing, was  fifty-seven  cents.  The  number  of  books  worn  out  and 
missing  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  1,502. 

The  amount  expended  for  supplies  was  $3,903.21.  The 
cost  per  pupil  was  $1.06.  The  cost  of  supplies  for  the  past  year 
is  considerably  in  advance  of  the  average  cost  for  the  three 
years  preceding  on  account  of  the  furnishing  of  the  new  labora- 
tories at  the  High  School  that  were  fitted  up  and  put  in  opera- 
tion during  the  year. 

The  free  text-book  law  was  enaeted  in  March,  1884,  and 
went  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  August  of  the  same  year.  The 
following  table  shows  the  amount  expended  for  books  and  sup- 
plies during  each  school  year  from  1884  to  1888.  It  also  shows 
the  average  cost  per  pupil  for  books  and  supplies.  The  amount 
expended  for  books  includes  the  cost  of  new  books  and  the  cost 
of  repairing  old  books  : —

The  furnishing  of  text-books  and  other  supplies  free  in  all 
the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth  has  become  a perma- 
nent feature  of  our  system  of  public  instruction.  Its  beneficent 
effects  in  securing  economy  and  efficiency  of  administration  are 
seen  and  felt  by  every  one  conversant  with  the  practical  details 
of  our  schools. 

EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

The  number  of  evening  schools  maintained  during  the  win- 

o o 

ter  was  three.  Two  of  these  — one  for  males  at  the  Jackson 
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school-house  and  one  for  females  at  the  Bigelow  school  house  — 
were  opened  on  the  second  of  November.  For  the  better  accom- 
modation of  the  people  of  Nonantum,  another  school  for  females 
was  opened  in  the  Eliot  school  house  on  the  fourteenth  of  No- 
vember. The  Jackson  and  Bigelow  schools  had  thirty-nine 
sessions  each,  and  the  Eliot  school  had  thirty-four  sessions. 
They  closed  on  the  first  day  of  February. 

The  number  of  different  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Bigelow 
school  was  40,  in  the  Eliot  school  70,  and  in  the  Jackson  81. 
The  total  enrolment  was  191.  The  average  attendance  in  the 
Bigelow  school  was  26,  in  the  Eliot  35,  and  in  the  Jackson  54. 
The  total  average  attendance  was  115.  Last  year — 1886-7  — 
the  total  enrolment  was  120,  and  the  average  attendance  was 
60.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  the  present  season 
is  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  the  schools  have  been  furnished 
with  better  accommodations,  and  partly  to  the  partial  enforce- 
ment of  the  statute,  enacted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legisla" 
ture,  in  regard  to  the  employment  of  minors  who  cannot  read 
or  write  in  the  English  language. 

The  total  cost  of  the  evening  schools  during  the  present 
season  — from  November  2,  1887,  to  February  2,  1888  — was 
$1465.92.  The  cost  per  pupil,  based  upon  the  total  average 
attendance,  was  $12.74. 

The  work  of  these  schools  has,  in  the  main,  been  satisfac- 
tory. Much  more  could  have  been  accomplished  if  the  pupils 
had  been  more  constant  in  their  attendance  and  had  persevered 
to  the  end  of  the  term.  The  falling  off  in  numbers  and  the 
irregular  attendance  made  it  necessary  to  consolidate  some  of 
the  classes  during  the  last  half  of  the  term.  This  was,  of 
course,  a disadvantage  to  individual  pupils,  in  that  it  compelled 
a change  of  teachers.  One  class  — that  in  mechanical  draw- 
ing— was  a marked  exception  to  this  statement.  The  class 
increased  in  number  and  in  interest  from  the  beginning  to  the 
end  of  the  term. 
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From  the  opening  of  the  schools  till  Christmas  the  attend- 
ance was  quite  satisfactory,  the  average  being  143  out  of  a total 
enrolment  of  191.  From  Christmas  to  the  close  of  the  term 
the  average  attendance  was  only  81.  The  whole  number  present 
at  the  last  session,  February  1,  was  62  ; 16  in  the  Bigelow,  24 
in  the  Eliot,  and  22  in  the  Jackson. 

These  facts  in  regard  to  the  attendance  have  suggested  a 
few  thoughts  in  regard  to  the  organization  of  our  evening 
schools,  which  I respectfully  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Board. 

1.  The  interest  of  the  pupils  is  sustained  up  to  the  mid 
winter  holidays,  and  from  that  time  it  diminishes  gradually  till 
it  reaches  a minimum  near  the  close  of  the  term.  May  it  not 
be  that  the  number  of  sessions  is  greater  than  the  pupils  are 
able  or  willing  to  avail  themselves  of.  Would  not  a shorter 
term  — say  thirty  or  even  twenty-five  sessions  — result  in  more 
incisive  work  and  a larger  measure  of  economy  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  public  money  t 

2.  It  has  been  our  custom  to  open  thb  schools  about  the 
first  of  November  and  close  them  early  in  February.  Would 
it  not  be  better  to  open  them  at  an  earlier  date  — say  about  the 
middle  of  October  — and  close  them  before  the  Christmas  holi- 
days, or  to  postpone  their  opening  till  after  the  holidays  ? 

3.  The  sessions  of  the  schools  have  begun  at  seven  and 
closed  at  nine.  As  most  of  the  pupils  are  operatives  in  the 
mills  or  domestics  in  private  families,  would  not  the  pupils  and 
their  employers  be  better  accommodated  if  the  sessions  were  to 
begin  and  end  a half  hour  later  ? 

The  laws  relating  to  the  establishment  and  maintenonce  of 
evening  schools  are  as  follows  : 

1.  Every  town  and  city  having  ten  thousand  or  more  in- 
habitants shall  establish  and  maintain  in  addition  to  the  schools 
required  by  law  to  be  maintained  therein,  evening  schools  for  the 
instruction  of  persons  over  twelve  years  of  age  in  orthography, 
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reading,  writing,  geography,  arithmetic,  drawing,  the  history  of 
the  United  States,  and  good  behavior.  Such  other  branches  of 
learning  may  be  taught  in  such  schools  as  the  school  committee 
of  the  town  shall  deem  expedient. 

2.  The  school  committee  of  such  towns  shall  have  the 
same  superintendence  over  such  evening  schools  as  they  have 
over  other  schools,  and  may  determine  the  term  or  terms  of 
time  in  each  year,  and  the  hours  of  the  evening  during  which 
such  schools  shall  be  kept,  and  may  make  such  regulations  as  to 
attendance  at  such  schools  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

3.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  exempt  any  person 
from  the  requirements  of  section  1 of  chapter  forty-seven  of 
the  Public  Statutes.  ( Chapter  174,  Acts  of  1883.  ) 

1.  Every  owner,  superintendent  or  overseer  of  any  manu- 
facturing, mechanical,  or  mercantile  establishment  who  employs, 
or  permits  to  be  employed  therein,  a minor  under  fourteen  years 
of  age  who  cannot  read  and  write  in  the  English  language, 
except  during  the  vacation  of  the  public  schools  in  the  city  or 
town  where  such  minor  lives,  and  every  parent  or  guardian  who 
permits  such  employment,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit 
not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  for  the  use  of 
the  public  schools  of  such  city  or  town. 

2.  Every  person  who  regularly  employs  or  permits  to  be 
employed,  a minor  fourteen  years  of  age,  or  over;  who  cannot 
read  and  write  in  the  English  language,  providing  such  minor 
has  been,  since  reaching  the  age  of  fourteen,  for  one  year  con- 
tinuously a resident  of  a city  or  town  in  this  Commonwealth 
wherein  public  evening  schools  are  maintained,  and  is  not  a 
regular  attendant  of  a day  or  evening  school,  shall,  for  every 
such  offence,  forfeit  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  evening  schools  of  such  city  or 
town. 

3.  Whenever  it  appears  that  the  labor  of  any  minor  who 
would  be  debarred  from  employment  under  section  two  of  this

act,  is  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  family  to  which  said 
minor  belongs,  or  for  his  own  support,  the  school  committee  of 
said  city  or  town  may,  in  the  exercise  of  their  discretion,  issue 
a permit  authorizing  the  employment  of  such  minor  within  such 
time  or  times  as  they  may  fix,  and  the  provisions  of  said  section 
two  shall  not  apply  to  such  minor  so  long  as  said  permit  is  in 
force. 

4.  Two  weeks  next  before  the  opening  of  each  term  of  the 
evening  schools,  the  school  committee  shall,  by  posters  posetd  in 
three  or  more  public  places  of  said  city  or  town,  give  notice  of 
the  location  of  said  schools,  the  date  of  the  commencement  of 
the  term,  the  evenings  of  the  week  during  which  said  schools 
shall  be  kept,  the  provisions  of  section  two  of  this  act  as  to  for- 
feiture for  non-compliance  with  said  section,  and  such  regula- 
tions as  to  attendance  as  they  shall  deem  proper.  (Chapter 
433,  Acts  of  1887. ) 

I desire  to  call  your  attention  for  a moment  to  the  practical 
operation  of  the  above  statutes.  There  can  be  no  difference  of 
opinion  in  regard  to  the  law  regulating  the  employment  and 
providing  for  the  instruction  of  illiterate  minors.  It  provides 
for  the  instruction  of  all  persons  between  fourteen  and  twenty1 
one  years  of  age  who  cannot  read  and  write  in  the  English 
language.  It  is  in  entire  harmony  with  our  general  school  laws, 
and  is  justified  on  the  ground  that  the  removal  of  illiteracy  is 
one  of  the  first  duties  that  the  State  owes  to  itself. 

Chapter  174,  Acts  of  1883,  on  the  other  hand,  seems  to 
me  to  be  open  to  grave  objections.  It  requires  every  town  and 
city  having  ten  thousand  or  more  inhabitants  to  establish  and 
maintain  evening  schools  for  the  instruction  of  persons  over 
twelve  years  of  age  in  orthography,  reading,  writing,  geography, 
arithmetic,  drawing,  the  history  of  the  United  States,  good  be- 
havior, and  such  other  branches  of  learning  as  the  school  com- 
mittee of  the  town  shall  deem  expedient.  The  general  statutes, 
chapter  47,  section  1,  requires  every  child  between  the  ages  of

eight  and  fourteen  years  to  attend  a day  school  at  least  twenty 
weeks  in  every  year.  Here  we  have  two  statutes,  one  compel- 
ling the  attendance  at  a day  school  of  all  children  between  the 
ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years  at  least  twenty  weeks  in  every 
year,  and  another  compelling  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  evening  schools  for  the  instruction  of  children  over  twelve 
years  of  age.  In  other  words,  there  is  a two  fold  provision  for 
children  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  fourteen  years  — com- 
pulsory attendance  of  such  children  at  a day  school,  and  com- 
pulsory maintenance  on  the  part  of  the  town  of  evening  schools 
for  the  accommodation  and  instruction  of  the  same  children. 
I cannot  believe  that  this  two-fold  provision  is  either  necessary 
or  wise.  Nor  can  I believe  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
lawmakers  to  make  this  two-fold  demand  upon  the  public  purse. 

Furthermore,  many  of  the  pupils  in  our  evening  schools 
who  are  fourteen  or  more  years  of  age  have  a fair  knowledge  of 
the  common  English  branches.  That  is,  they  are  able  to  write 
legibly,  to  read  intelligently,  and  to  make  the  arithmetical  com- 
putations needed  in  common  life.  I am  not  aware  to  what 
extent  it  is  intended  that  evening  schools  should  be  established 
and  maintained  for  the  further  education  of  this  class  of  pupils. 
If  it  is  the  intent  of  the  statutes  that  the  evening  school  shall 
supplement  the  day  school,,  then  the  organization  of  evening 
schools  becomes  one  of  the  most  important  subjects  that  can 
engage  our  attention.  Considering  the  subject  on  all  sides  I 
seriously  question  if  it  is  wise  for  the  State  to  require  the  estab- 
lishment of  evening  schools  beyond  making  provision  for  the 
instruction  of  illiterates.  This  seems  to  me  to  be  its  legitimate 
work,  and  to  this  work  it  should  be  limited. 

It  should  serve  the  needs  of  those  who  come  to  us  from 
other  States  and  countries  after  having  passed  the  age  of  com- 
pulsory attendance,  and  who,  consequently,  can  not  be  reached 
by  the  general  school  laws.  It  should  give  to  those  who  have 
had  no  opportunities  for  education  such  instruction  in  the  rudi_ 
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ments  of  knowledge  as  will  enable  them  to  become  intelligent 
and  law-abiding  citizens.  Under  no  circumstances  seould  the 
evening  school  be  required  or  allowed  to  do  the  work  of  the  day 
school.  The  reasons  for  this  are  obvious.  The  work  of  the 
evening  school  is  done  under  essentially  less  favorable  conditions 
than  that  of  the  day  school. 

1.  The  pupils  in  attendance  at  an  evening  school,  on  account 
of  physical  exhaustion,  are  more  or  less  unfitted  for  mental  ap- 
plication. This  is  especially  true  of  boys  of  from  twelve  to 
eighteen  years  of  age  who  are  engaged  in  manual  labor  during 
the  day  and  who  are  often  less  in  need  of  instruction  than  of 
recreation  and  rest. 

2.  The  instruction  in  evening  schools  is  necessarily  inferior 
to  that  in  day  schools  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  securing 
experienced  and  trained  teachers.  To  meet  this  difficulty 
teachers  of  day  schools  are  often  placed  in  charge  of  evening 
schools,  a measure  of  doubtful  wisdom  so  far  as  the  teacher  is 
concerned,  and  plainly  not  in  the  interests  of  public  economy # 

3.  Evening  schools  can  not  be  graded  and  classified  so 
fully  as  day  schools,  on  account  of  the  varied  acquirements  and 
irregular  attendance  of  the  pupils.  This  necessitates  the  employ- 
ment of  a proportionately  larger  number  of  teachers  than  is 
required  in  day  schools.  A teacher  in  an  evening  school  can 
seldom  instruct  to  advantage  more  than  ten  or  at  the  most  fif- 
teen pupils.  The  number  assigned  to  a teacher  in  a day  school 
is  seldom  less  than  forty. 

4.  The  absence  of  proper  classification  makes  the  main- 
tenance of  these  schools  much  more  expensive  than  that  of  day 
schools.  The  cost  per  pupil  in  the  evening  schools  during  the 
past  year  was  $12.74.  The  cost  for  the  same  number  of  hours 
of  instruction  in  the  day  schools  is  less  than  one-quarter  of  that 
sum.  Indeed,  our  evening  schools  as  at  present  organized  — 
and  the  present  organization  in  all  its  essential  features  seems 
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to  be  a necessity — are  by  far  tlie  most  expensive  part  of  our 
school  system. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  I would  urge  that  chapter  174,  Acts 
of  1883,  giving  authority  to  towns  and  cities  to  maintain  even- 
ing schools,  be  made  permissive  instead  of  compulsory,  and  that 
the  limit  of  age  be  fixed  at  fourteen  instead  of  twelve  years,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  in  harmony  with  the  general  school  laws  in 
regard  to  attendance.  I would  also  recommend  that  the  Board 
take  measures  to  secure  the  adoption  of  these  amendments. 

Thus  modified,  our  school  laws  will  be  consistent  one  with 
the  other.  We  shall  have  compulsory  maintenance  of  day 
schools  for  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen,  and 
compulsory  attendance  of  those  for  whom  they  are  intended. 
We  shall  have  compulsory  maintenance  of  evening  schools  for 
illiterate  minors  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  twenty-one 
years,  and  compulsory  attendance  of  those  for  whom  the  schools 
are  established  and  maintained.  Another  statute  will  give 
towns  and  cities  authority  to  establish  and  maintain  evening 
schools  for  persons  ( other  than  illiterate  minors  ) over  fourteen 
years  of  age.  This  statute,  however,  will  be  permissive  only. 
Neither  the  maintenance  of  such  schools  nor  attendance  upon 
the  same  will  be  compulsory.  Each  city  and  town  will  be  free 
to  furnish  or  withhold  this  educational  luxury,  and  those  to 
whom  it  is  offered  will  be  entirely  free  to  accept  or  reject  it. 

The  changes  suggested  are  based  upon  two  propositions : 
first,  that  the  State  fulfils  its  whole  duty  when  it  provides  that 
every  youth  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  twenty-one  years 
shall  be  educated  to  such  an  extent  as  will  fit  him  properly  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  citizenship ; second,  that  in  doing  this 
work  nothing  should  fie  left  to  an  evening  school  that  can  be 
better  and  more  economically  done  in  a day  school. 

PROMOTIONS. 

The  pupils  in  our  schools  are  classified  in  thirteen  grades 
according  to  their  qualifications.  The  first,  second  and  third 
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grades  constitute  the  primary  section ; the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth, 
seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  the  grammar  school  section ; and  the 
tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  and  thirteenth  the  high  school  section- 

Each  grade  covers  a period  of  one  year.  Hence  the  time 
required  for  the  completion  of  the  frill  course  of  studies  in  our 
schools  is  thirteen  years. 

Promotions  from  one  grade  to  the  next  higher  are  made  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  but  in  exceptional  cases  in  the 
primary  and  grammar  grades,  individual  promotions  are  made 
at  other  times  than  that  fixed  for  class  promotions. 

In  making  class  promotions  the  daily  work  and  conduct  of 
the  pupil  during  the  year  and  the  test  examinations,  oral  and 
written,  are  considered. 

An  estimate  of  the  daily  work  and  conduct  of  the  pupil  is 
made  by  the  teacher  and  forms  a most  important  factor  in 
determining  the  fitness  of  a pupil  for  promotion. 

The  test  examinations,  oral  and  written,  begin  near  the 
close  of  the  first  quarter  and  continue  through  the  year.  In 
the  primary  and  grammar  schools  not  more  than  one  examina- 
tion is  made  in  any  week  and  not  less  than  one  in  any  two  weeks. 
Thus  each  pupil  has  not  less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than  thirty 
test  examinations  each  year. 

The  questions  for  the  written  examination  are  prepared  by 
the  teacher  of  the  class,  the  master  of  the  school,  or  the  super 
intendent.  The  examination  takes  the  place  of  the  regular 
daily  exercise  in  the  branch  of  study  in  which  the  pupils  are  to 
be  tested,  and  is  made  without  previous  notice. 

Being  unannounced  and  unanticipated,  the  pupils  are  not 
aware  of  the  nature  of  the  exercise,  and  are  thus  saved  the 
nervous  anxiety  with  which  a formal  examination  is  anticipated 
and  attended.  They  are  thus  taught  that  they  are  expected  to 
put  forth  their  best  efforts  at  all  times,  and  are  led  to  steadier 
and  more  persistent  endeavor  in  their  daily  work.  Furthermore 
teachers  are  recommended  not  to  make  known  the  results  of  the 
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examinations,  except  in  the  case  of  pupils  who  are  deficient  and 
need  to  be  spurred  to  greater  effort.  In  such  cases  the  parent 
also  is  notified  of  the  deficiency. 

The  examinations  given  by  teachers  are  both  oral  and 
written,  and  are  intended  “ to  fix  the  thoughts  already  awakened 
in  the  minds  of  the  pupils ; to  cultivate  their  powers  of  expres- 
sion ; and  to  ascertain  what  subjects,  if  any,  should  be  reviewed.” 

The  examinations  given  by  the  superintendent  are  oral  and 
written ; and  their  chief  object  is  to  test  the  thinking  power  of 
the  pupil  and  his  ability  to  do  the  work  of  the  next  higher  grade. 
They  are  also  intended,  to  some  extent,  to  serve  as  guides  to 
teachers  in  selecting  the  most  important  topics  for  instruction 
and  drill. 

This  plan  of  examination  and  promotion  meets  the  needs 
of  the  average  pupil.  It  makes  no  provision  for  exceptionally 
bright  or  exceptionally  dull  pupils.  A regulation  of  the  Board 
makes  wise  provision  for  the  latter  class.  It  provides  that 
“ pupils  who  have  been  two  years  in  a grade,  and  who  have  been 
regular  in  their  attendance  and  faithful  in  their  work,  may,  on 
recommendation  of  their  teachers  and  of  the  superintendent, 
with  the  approval  of  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  school,  be 
advanced  to  the  next  grade  without  having  reached  the  required 
standing.”  This  provision  is  wise  and  humane,  in  that  it  is 
helpful  to  those  pupils  who  most  need  and  deserve  sympathy  and 
help.  It  fixes  no  arbitrary  standard,  but  considers  the  circum. 
stances  of  the  individual  pupil,  “ such  as  age,  habits,  intentions, 
home  influence,  health,  and  intellectual  ability.” 

It  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  true  province  of  the  public 
school  is  to  secure  to  all  the  children  of  the  Commonwealth  the 
best  and  broadest  training  that  they  have  the  capacity  to  receive. 

The  more  gifted  pupils,  on  the  other  hand,  present  different 
conditions  and  demand  different  treatment. 

The  present  system  of  graded  schools,  compared  with  the 
old-time  mixed  or  ungraded  school,  has  many  points  of  superi- 
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ority.  Still  in  one  particular,  at  least,  the  mixed  school  was 
superior  to  the  graded  school.  I refer  to  the  element  of 
flexibility.  In  the  mixed  school  there  was  less  danger 
of  the  unyielding  element  of  machine  work  that  condemns 
every  pupil  to  pass  over  the  same  ground  at  a uniform 
pace,  with  little  or  no  regard  to  his  age,  his  natural  capacities, 
the  influences  that  have  attended  his  development  previous  to 
his  entrance  upon  school  life,  or  his  present  environments.  The 
graded  school,  on  the  other  hand,  is  open  to  the  objection  that 
it  wholly  ignores,  or  at  least  makes  no  adequate  provision  for, 
those  pupils  who  are  quicker  and  brighter  than  their  fellows  or 
whose  minds  are  more  mature  by  reason  of  their  age.  My 
observation  and  study  of  graded  schools  force  me  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  objection  is  well  taken,  and  that  the  most  serious 
problem  that  confronts  us  to-day  is  the  necessity  of  devising 
some  plan  that  will  engraft  upon  the  system  a greater  degree  of 
flexibility,  and  thus,  without  detriment  to  the  mass  of  pupils, 
adapt  it  to  meet  in  a larger  measure  than  now  the  needs  of  indi- 
vidual pupils.  Bear  in  mind  that  the  tendency  of  all  systems 
is  in  the  direction  of  rigidity,  arbitrary  and  unyielding  restric- 
tions and  limitations.  The  public  school,  so  far  from  being  an 
exception  to  this  principle,  is  perhaps  the  most  striking  illus- 
tration of  it.  The  question,  then,  is  this : Can  our  system  of 
public  schools  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  individual  pupils 
without  injury  to  the  general  interests  of  the  school?  Is  it 
possible  to  conserve  the  interests  of  the  many  and  the  interests 
of  the  few  ? This  problem  has  pressed  itself  upon  my  attention 
during  the  past  three  years,  and  I have  attempted  some  of  the 
initial  steps  in  its  solution. 

The  first  step  was  to  break  down  the  grade  lines  in  the 
primary  schools,  or  rather  to  make  them  less  prominent,  to 
sub-divide  each  grade  into  sections  of  from  ten  to  fifteen  pupils 
each,  and  to  assign  to  each  room  three  sections,  thus  making 
thirty  the  minimum  and  forty-five  the  maximum  number  of 
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pupils  in  each  room.  The  pupils  in  each  room  are  assigned  to 
the  different  sections  according  to  their  proficiency,  and  the 
pupils  are  advanced  by  sections.  That  is,  the  section  rather 
than  the  grade  is  the  unit  of  promotion.  Each  section  moves 
forward  without  regard  to  grade  lines.  Hence  a room  may  at 
any  time  have  one  section  that  is  just  completing  the  prescribed 
work  for  the  year,  another  that  has  done  the  first  half  of  it,  and 
still  another  that  is  just  entering  upon  it.  In  some  rooms  two 
sections  may  be  engaged  upon  the  work  of  one  year,  and  the 
third  section  upon  that  of  another.  Advancement  by  grades  at 
the  close  of  each  school  year  is  probably  the  best  plan  for  the 
mass  of  pupils,  but  it  works  a hardship  to  the  individual  pupil, 
in  that  it  almost  precludes  the  possibility  of  his  securing  an  extra 
promotion,  no  matter  how  ambitious  and  capable  he  may  be. 

Advancement  by  sections,  on  the  other  hand,  is  an  advan- 
tage to  the  individual  pupil,  as  the  transition  from  one  section 
to  another  requires  but  little  extra  effort,  aud  makes  the  gaining 
of  a year  easy  of  accomplishment. 

The  adjustment  of  individual  promotions  in  the  higher 
grades  is  a work  of  more  difficulty,  the  number  and  character 
of  the  exercises  preventing  so  minute  a division  into  sections  as 
in  the  lower  grades. 

The  plan  we  are  pursuing  in  the  grammar  grades  is  briefly 
this : Each  room  is  divided  into  two  sections,  and  the  pupils 
are  assigned  to  the  one  or  the  other  section  according  to  their 
proficiency.  The  pupils  in  the  two  sections  may  belong  to  the 
same  grade  or  they  may  represent  two  different  grades.  The  latter 
arrangement  is  the  more  common  and  is  not  without  its  advan- 
tages. During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  each  grade  passes 
over  all  the  work  prescribed  for  the  year  in  language  and  arith- 
metic, giving  attention  chiefly  to  the  most  important  principles 
and  their  application  in  the  simplest  forms  of  expression  and 
computation.  The  last  half  of  the  year  is  given  to  a more 
minute  study  of  the  ground  already  traversed,  together  with  a 
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more  extended  application  of  principles.  This  adjustment  of 
the  work  in  language  and  arithmetic  enables  the  individual 
pupil  to  pass  from  one  grade  to  the  next  higher  at  the  close  of 
the  first  half  of  the  year ; and  this  he  may  do  with  no  loss  of 
time,  with  little  friction,  and  without  the  omission  of  a single 
principle  that  will  affect  his  future  progress  in  these  two 
branches  of  study.  In  other  words,  he  passes  through  two 
grades  in  a single  year,  doing  the  work  of  one  grade  the  first 
half  of  the  year,  and  that  of  the  next  higher  grade  the  last 
half  of  the  year.  This  special  adjustment  of  the  work  in  lan- 
guage and  arithmetic  is  necessary  on  account  of  the  nature  of 
these  subjects,  each  principle  being  so  related  to  those  that 
precede  it  that  the  pupil  is  obliged  to  carry  in  his  mind  a gen- 
eral outline  of  the  entire  subject.  This  is  not  true  of  the  other 
branches  of  study,  such  as  geography,  history,  spelling,  etc.  It 
is  of  little  moment  which  hemisphere  is  studied  first,  which 
continent  shall  have  the  precedence,  or  in  what  order  the  coun- 
tries of  a given  continent  are  studied.  The  work  in  these 
branches  may  be  adjusted,  however,  in  such  a way  as  to  present 
no  obstacle  to  individual  promotions.  To  accomplish  this  the 
course  of  studies  should  be  arranged  in  circles,  and  the 
work  should  be  done  in  layers,  not  in  sections.  This  is  x 
the  natural  order  of  investigation  and  is  in  harmony  with 
the  laws  of  mental  development.  In  this  way  the  general 
knowledge  of  a subject  acquired  in  one  grade  becomes  the  basis 
of  a more  minute  study  of  that  subject  in  the  next  grade. 

This  plan  of  individual  promotions  has  been  in  operation 
in  the  schools  of  Newton  three  years.  During  the  first  year  it 
was  limited  to  a single  group  of  schools  numbering  about  three 
hundred  fifty  pupils.  The  last  two  years  it  has  included  all  the 
schools  below  the  High  School.  During  the  school  year  1886-87 
the  number  of  individual  promotions  was  three  hundred  three, 
being  about  seven  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  pupils 
enrolled.  Two  hundred  thirty  secured  a second  promotion  at

the  close  of  the  year,  most  of  them  doing  their  work  with  com- 
parative ease  and  pleasure  and  taking  high  rank  in  their  classes. 
That  is,  about  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  those  who  attempted  it 
were  successful  in  doing  two  years’  work  in  one  year,  and,  so 
far  as  I know,  there  were  no  cases  of  overwork.  Most  of  the 
seventy-three  who  lost  their  promotions  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
earned  and  secured  a second  mid-year  promotion  the  following 
year.  The  number  of  mid-year  promotions  in  the  school  year 
1887-8  was  two  hundred  sixty-four.  One  hundred  sixty-six 
secured  a second  promotion  at  the  close  of  the  year.  It  is  prob- 
able that  the  number  of  individual  promotions  from  year  to 
year  will  be  from  five  to  seven  per  cent,  of  the  total  enrolment. 

The  conditions  of  promotions  in  every  case  are  punctual 
and  constant  attendance,  high  rank,  good  conduct,  good  health, 
and  the  consent  of  the  parents.  The  fourth  condition,  good 
health,  has  been  required  with  a good  deal  of  strictness,  and 
in  a few  instances  we  have  thereby  given  offense  to  parents 
who  were  over-zealous  for  the  advancement  of  their  children. 
As  a rule,  however,  the  parents  have  exercised  a good  deal  of 
discrimination  and  in  several  instances  have  declined  the 
promotion  offered.  This  action  of  the  parents  has  occurred 
more  frequently  in  the  case  of  girls  than  boys. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  advantages  of  this  plan  of 
individual  promotions : — 

First , it  makes  a proper  and  reasonable  provision  for  the 
advancement  of  those  pupils  who  are  more  gifted  than  their 
fellows,  of  those  who  are  more  mature  by  reason  of  age,  and  of 
those  whose  physicial  strength  enables  them  to  endure  and 
accomplish  more  than  the  average  pupil. 

Second,  it  substitutes  stimulation  for  repression.  The 
effect  of  this  is  already  quite  marked.  Indeed,  there  is  danger 
that  the  stimulating  effect  will  work  an  injury  in  exceptional 
cases,  and  it  is  on  this  side  that  the  plan  needs  to  be  carefully 
guarded. 
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Third , it  leads  the  teacher  to  study  the  condition  and 
needs  of  individual  pupils. 

Fourth , it  makes  it  necessary  that  the  work  of  the  year 
should  be  entered  upon  without  delay.  Reviews  that  have 
heretofore  consumed  so  much  time  are  now  interwoven  with 
the  regular  work  so  far  as  they  are  found  to  be  needful.  It  is 
the  tendency  of  many  teachers  to  regard  no  work  as  thorougly 
done  that  has  not  received  the  stamp  of  their  personal 
approval.  Hence  much  time  that  should  be  given  to  the  allotted 
work  is  wasted  in  a tedious  preparation  for  it.  The  result  is 
that  the  regular  work  of  the  year  is  crowded  into  a few  months, 
what  is  quickly  learned  is  as  quickly  forgotten,  there  is  little 
time  for  digestion  and  assimilation,  the  long  vacation  inter- 
venes, and  the  pupil  resumes  his  place  to  repeat  the  same 
process  of  review,  hurry,  and  cram  till  the  end  of  the  course  is 
reached.  I believe  that  the  poor  results  that  are  seen  in  our 
schools,  and  especially  in  arithmetic,  are  largely  due  to  the 
vicious  practice  that  I have  described. 

Fifth , it  gives  the  pupil  larger  opportunities  for  personal 
application,  mind  and  character  being  developed  by  what  the 
pupil  does,  not  by  what  is  done  for  him. 

Sixth , it  assures  the  parents  that  the  individual  is  no 
longer  absorbed  in  the  mass,  and  thus  more  fully  enlists  their 
interest  and  co-operation. 

I have  thus  imperfectly  sketched  the  steps  that  have  been 
taken  in  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  individual  promotions. 

I am  aware  that  it  is  by  no  means  perfect ; but  it  is 
believed  that  a larger  experience  will  bring  with  it  a fuller  meas- 
ure of  wisdom,  and  will  suggest  such  modifications  of  the  plan 
as  will  enable  us  to  accomplish  the  object  we  are  seeking.  It 
may  be  added  that  this  plan  of  examinations  and  promotions  is 
based  upon  “ the  principle  that  all  regulations  for  grading  and 
promotion  should  not  only  be  such  as  to  facilitate  instruction, 
but  also  such  as  to  offer  the  least  possible  hindrance  to  the 
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regular,  easy,  and  natural  advance  of  the  child  from  grade  to 
grade,  according  to  his  ability  to  do  the  work.” 

GRADUATES  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  number  of  diplomas  awarded  in  the  several  grammar 
schools  was  as  follows  : — 

Bigelow  26,  Adams  20,  Claflin  13,  Pierce  36,  Williams  23, 
Hamilton  3,  Prospect  9,  Hyde  11,  Mason  27.  The  whole 
number  was  168. 

The  number  of  High  School  certificates  awarded  in  the 
several  grammar  schools  was  as  follows  : — 

Bigelow  23,  Adams  17,  Claflin  13,  Pierce  30,  Williams  23, 
Hamilton  3,  Pfospect  9,  Hyde  11,  Mason  27.  The  whole 
number  was  156.  Of  these  133  have  entered  the  High  School. 

The  number  of  pupils  graduated  from  the  High  School  in 
June  last  was  89.  Of  these  37  had  completed  the  general 
course,  28  the  classical  course,  10  the  institute  course,  and  14 
the  mercantile,  or  three  years’,  course. 

The  preliminary  and  final  examinations  for  admission  to 
the  colleges  and  the  Institute  of  Technology  took  place  in  June 
last  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year.  The  num- 
ber of  pupils  belonging  to  the  High  School  who  have  taken  the 
preliminary  examinations  is  32 ; at  Harvard  12,  at  the  Institute 
of  Technology  9,  at  Amherst  5,  at  Boston  University  3,  at  Vas- 
sar  1,  at  Bowdoin  1,  and  at  Williams  1.  Of  the  twelve  who 
were  examined  at  Harvard,  eight  passed  without  conditions^ 
one  was  conditioned  in  plane  geometry,  one  in  elementary 
physics,  and  two  in  elementary  Latin. 

The  number  of  pupils  who  have  taken  the  final  exam- 
inations is  18 ; at  Harvard  5,  at  the  Institute  of  Technology 
11,  at  Williams  1,  and  at  Bowdoin  1.  Of  these,  thirteen  passed 
without  conditions,  one  was  conditioned  in  algebra,  two  in 
French,  one  in  Greek  composition,  and  one  in  five  subjects. 
One  of  the  applicants  at  Harvard  received  honors  in  four 
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subjects — advanced  Latin,  advanced  Greek,  Latin  composi- 
tion, and  Greek  composition;  and  another  in  two  subjects  — 
Latin  composition,  and  Greek  composition. 

The  number  of  pupils  admitted  by  certificate  was  16 ; at 
Wellesley  8,  at  Smith  4,  at  Amherst  2,  at  Dartmouth  1,  and  at 
Williams  1. 

I desire  to  acknowledge  my  obligations  to  the  Board  for 
repeated  expressions  of  its  confidence,  and  to  the  indivedual 
members  for  their  many  courtesies. 

I am  grateful  to  the  teachers  also  for  their  hearty  and 
efficient  co-operation  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  progress 
and  improvement  of  the  schools.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Newton. 

The  W ater  Board  has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  business  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1888. 

With  the  exception  of  the  representative  from  the  Com- 
mon Council,  Mr.  Dix,  who  after  two  years  service  in  the  City 
Government  retired  therefrom,  and  to  whose  faithful  labors  as 
an  official  of  this  department  the  Board  bears  cheerful  testi- 
mony, the  membership  in  the  Board  has  been  the  same  as  in 
1887.  Councilman  Wiswall  of  Ward  2 succeeded  Mr.  Dix  as 
the  representative  of  the  Common  Council  in  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  held  weekly  meetings  except  during  a por- 
tion of  the  summer  season  and  has  given  close  attention  to  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  department.  No  work  of 
unusual  character  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year,  and 
the  most  essential  and  instructive  part  of  the  report  will  be 
found  in  the  numerous  tables  appended. 
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31  AIN  PIPE. 

The  total  length  of  main  pipe  laid  was  19,118  feet,  divid- 
ed among  the  different  sized  pipe  as  follows : —

By  the  laying  of  this  19,118  feet  the  total  mileage  of 
main  pipe  in  the  city  is  brought  up  to  459,414  feet,  or  87 
miles.  Comparing  the  amount  laid  in  1888  with  that  laid  in 
1887  (32,054  feet)  the  superficial  observer  might  conclude 
that  the  work  of  the  department  had  materially  decreased. 
Such,  however,  is  not  the  case,  as  the  extensions  of  1887  were 
rendered  extraordinary  by  reason  of  the  piping  at  one  time  of 
certain  districts  of  the  city,  which  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
business  would  have  extended  over  a series  of  years ; as  a mat- 
ter of  fact  the  extensions  of  1888  exceed  in  length  the  aver- 
age  of  the  past  ten  years,  which  is  16,570  feet. 

The  extensions,  with  the  exception  of  one  in  Boylston 
street  Ward  5,  laid  at  a cost  of  #1156.96  under  order  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  have  all  been  made  under  the  required  guar- 
anteed annual  income  from  the  extension  of  an  amount,  for  at 
least  five  years,  equal  to  5 per  cent,  on  its  cost.  This  require- 
ment in  only  one  case  has  failed  to  be  given  and  therefore  only 
in  one  case  has  a petition  for  an  extension  been  refused.  The 
exception  was  for  an  extension  in  the  Oak  Hill  district,  so 
called,  in  Jackson,  Dudley,  Greenwood,  Parker,  Dedham  and 
Nalianton  streets.  This  district  is  very  sparsely  settled  and 
the  income  from  regular  water  rates  would  be  exceedingly 
small.  The  cost  of  the  extension  is  estimated  at  #45,000  and 
the  petitioners  felt  unable  to  give  the  5 per  cent,  guaranty  re- 
quired. The  Board,  under  the  ordinance,  lacking  the  guar- 
anty, could  not  do  otherwise  than  give  the  petitioners  leave  to 
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withdraw ; it  is  likely,  however,  that  the  matter  will  be  again 
brought  up  and  that  the  petitioners  will  address  themselves 
directly  to  the  City  Council. 

SUPPLY  PIPES. 

The  term  “supply  pipe”  is  used  by  the  department  to 
designate  all  pipe  less  than  four  inches  in  diameter,  which  is 
laid  as  a substitute  for  main  pipe.  Of  this  kind  of  pipe  there 
was  laid  during  1888,  1001  feet. 

SERVICE  PIPES. 

The  number  of  service  pipes  laid  during  1888  was  255, 
of  which  211  were  for  new  supplies  and  44  were  for  renewals 
of  old  services.  The  number  laid  was  less  than  in  1887  when 
835  were  put  in,  but  considerable  more  than  the  average  for 
the  past  ten  years  (227).  Of  the  pipes  laid  in  1888,  240  were 
of  lead  and  only  15  were  of  iron.  The  Board,  as  in  former 
years,  has  strongly  recommended  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  but  has 
allowed  petitioners  therefor  to  use  iron  where  it  was  preferred. 

METERS. 

There  were  in  use  throughout  the  city  at  the  close  of  the 
year  about  2500  meters,  of  which  number  148  have  been  set 
the  past  year.  The  department  now  owns  and  furnishes  to 
consumers  about  1500  meters,  at  an  annual  rental  equal  to 
about  10  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  meter  and  setting.  The  plan 
has  to  date  proved  satisfactory  both  to  the  city  and  the  con- 
sumer, each  believing  the  system  to  be  just. 

The  introduction  of  a general  meter  system  in  the  city 
has  been  attended  with  satisfactory  results  in  Newton  ; with  an 
increase  of  some  3000  water  takers,  the  average  daily  con- 
sumption has  only  increased  from  675,000  gallons  in  1886,  to 
703,491  in  1888,  an  amount  even  less  than  in  1887.  It  is  true 
the  year  just  closed  was  not  a particularly  dry  season,  yet  such 
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an  increase  in  water  takers  would  have  caused  the  average 
dally  consumption  to  have  been  much  larger  if  the  use  of 
meters  had  not  materially  decreased  the  amount  of  water 
waste.  The  general  metering  has  brought  to  light  a number 
of  underground  leaks  which  were  wasting  water  largely. 
Plumbing  material  has  noticeably  improved  in  quality  and  the 
work  is  done  in  a more  thorough  manner. 

We  must  however,  wait  for  a dry  season  to  fully  test  the 
efficiency  of  the  meters  from  a financial  point  of  view,  but  the 
Board  sees  no  reason  to  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of 
their  general  use. 

HIGH  SERVICE. 

As  is  well  known  to  the  City  Council,  the  petition  of  Lev- 
erett  Salstonstall  and  others  for  a high  service  has  been  re- 
ferred to  this  Board  for  its  consideration  and  report.  The 
Board  is  now  examining  this  matter,  and  also  the  question  of 
additional  supply  and  hopes  to  be  able  to  make  a report 
within  a short  time. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  WORKS. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  attention  of  the  Board 
was  called  to  the  condition  of  the  pumps  at  the  Pumping 
Station.  The  matter  was  referred  to  a sub-committee,  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  Crehore  and  Pettee,  who  made  the  following 
report : 


To  the  President  of  the  Newton  Water  Board: 

Your  committee  instructed  at  the  regular  meeting  Feb.  3d 
to  make  a further  inspection  of  the  main  pumping  engine,  beg 
leave  to  report. 

1st.  That  owing  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  Pettee,  but  one 
member  of  the  committee  was  able  to  attend  to  this  duly- 
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2d.  That  the  remaining  member  visited  the  pumping 
station,  Monday,  Feb.  20th,  in  company  with  the  City  Engi- 
neer and  an  expert  machinist  from  the  Atlantic  Works. 

The  pumping  engine  was  completely  dismantled  affording 
full  opportunity  for  thorough  examination. 

Your  committee  find  first,  that  the  low  pressure  cylinder 
upon  the  north  side  is  somewhat  worn  or  cut  upon  the  bottom 
and  from  testimony  of  the  engineer  believe  that  this  condition 
has  existed  to  about  the  same  degree  for  a number  of  years 
and  has  not  increased  since  the  cylinder  was  last  opened. 

It  was  also  found  that  upon  careful  measurement  the  four 
cylinders  showed  a somewhat  greater  diameter  horizontally  than 
vertically,  and  that  the  greatest  variation  (that  in  the  low 
pressure  cylinder  upon  the  south  side)  was  rather  more  than 
1-32  of  an  inch.  A_s  wear  from  use  would  have  produced  a 
condition  the  reverse  from  this,  and  the  tool  marks  from  bor- 
ing existed  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  cylinders,  it  is  probable 
that  this  condition  existed  when  the  engine  was  originally  set 
up.  It  might  have  been  produced  by  boring  in  a vertical  posi- 
tion and  then  changing  form  when  the  engines  were  placed  in 
their  proper  horizontal  position. 

The  defect  has  been  compensated  for  by  the  elasticity  of 
the  piston  rings  and  it  is  recommended  that  this  should  be 
trusted  to  in  the  future  without  incurring  the  expense  of 
reboring.  The  pistons  showed  a wearing  of  the  elastic  rings 
sufficient  to  allow  the  passage  of  steam  around  them,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  they  be  sent  to  be  properly  refitted.  The 
amount  of  wearing  is  not  as  yet  sufficient  to  require  much 
work  upon  them.  Used  another  year  in  their  present  state 
they  would  very  likely  be  worn  so  as  to  require  much  greater 
removal  of  metal  to  bring  the  head  and  follower  to  a true  sur- 
face, and  very  considerably  impair  in  the  mean  time  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  engine. 
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Your  committee  had  the  opportunity  of  inspecting  the 
other  pump,  and  find  such  evidence  of  wear  upon  the  pistons 
that  they  adhere  to  their  previous  recommendation  to  have  the 
plungers  turned  down  and  new  composition  rings  fitted. 

While  the  committee  regard  the  makers  as  the  best  par- 
ties to  be  entrusted  with  this  work,  so  far  as  familiarity  with 
it  and  suitable  outfits  are  concerned,  they  venture  to  express  a 
doubt  as  to  the  carefulness  of  their  work  as  evinced  by  the 
peculiar  defect  in  the  cylinders,  and  are  of  opinion  if  the  re- 
pairs can  be  done  in  Boston  at  a price  within  the  estimate  of 
that  given  by  Messrs.  Worthington,  a copy  of  which  was  filed 
with  their  previous  report,  that  it  would  be  the  best  policy  for 
the  city  to  send  the  work  to  the  Atlantic  works  or  some  other 
good  machine  shop  in  Boston.  This  will  cause  a saving  in 
boxing,  freight  and  time.

Acting  upon  this  report  the  Board  expended  upon  the 
pump  the  sum  of  $1100,  which  effectually  remedied  all  exist- 
ing defects.  With  the  exception  of  the  Reservoir,  which  may 
require  a cleaning  out  during  the  present  season,  the  rest  of 
the  works  are  in  good  condition  and  the  Board  is  now  able  to 
report  them  in  a very  satisfactory  state. 

FINANCE. 

Again  the  Board  is  able  to  report  that  the  deficiency  be- 
tween income  and  expenditure  is  decreased.  The  deficit  in  the 
year  1887  was  $11,609.70 ; this  year  it  has  fallen  to  $9515.59. 
The  department  labors  under  the  burden  of  the  payment  of  a 
high  rate  of  interest  upon  the  greater  part  of  its  debt.  Water 
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bonds  have  been  issued  amounting  to  $1,165,000  ; of  these 
$G00,000  bear  six  per  cent,  interest ; $250,000  bear  five  per 
cent,  interest,  and  only  $315,000  bear  four  per  cent,  interest. 

If  it  was  not  for  this  heavy  charge  for  interest,  the  deficit 
would  even  now  be  wiped  out ; as  it  is  in  a very  few  years  the 
works  will  be  upon  a paying  basis,  unless  we  are  forced  to 
largely  increase  our  issue  of  bonds.

ORDINANCE  XX. 

Relating  to  the  Water  Department. 

Section  1.  A Water  Board  is  hereby  established  con- 
sisting of  five  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  one  a member  of  the  Common  Council, 
and  three  at  large.  The  offices  of  Water  Registrar  and 
Superintendent  of  Water  Works  are  hereby  established. 

Sect.  2.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  general  superin- 
tendence of  the  out-of-door  work  "of  the  department,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Water  Board. 

Whenever  any  repairs  are  made  or  new  work  done,  he 
shall  make  a detailed  report  to  the  Board  of  the  kind  of 
work  performed,  where  located,  the  amount  thereof,  the 
quantity  and  kind  of  material  used  therefor,  to  whom 
chargeable,  and  any  other  particulars  that  may  be  deemed 
desirable  or  necessary.  He  shall  perform  any  other  duties 
prescribed  by  the  Water  Board. 

Sect.  3.  The  Water  Registrar  shall  keep  full,  complete, 
and  detailed  records  of  all  doings  and  correspondence  of 
the  Water  Board,  also  similar  records  and  accounts  of  all 
the  work  done  by  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  depart- 
ment, showing  the  kind  of  work  done,  the  location  and  cost 
thereof,  and  the  account  to  which  it  is  charged, 
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He  shall  also  keep  a full  record  of  the  name  of  each 
water-taker,  the  location  and  description  of  the  building  in 
which  the  water  is  used,  the  character  of  its  use,  the  kind 
of  service,  the  quantity  supplied,  and  the  amount  charged 
therefor,  all  properly  arranged  for  convenient  reference. 

He  shall  also  keep  a full  record  of  the  amount  of  water 
daily  pumped,  consumed,  and  in  store  ; and,  generally,  of 
all  facts  pertaining  to  the  condition  and  use  of  the  works 
that  may  be  desirable  for  reference. 

He  shall  perform  any  other  duties  prescribed  by  the 
Board. 

Sect.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  general  su- 
pervision and  management  of  the  water  works,  and  shall  have 
power  to  appoint,  hire,  dismiss,  discharge,  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  such  other  officers  and  employees  of  the  de- 
partment (except  Superintendent  and  Registrar)  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary  for  a proper  transaction  of  its  business. 

Sect.  5.  The  Board  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of 
January,  present  to  the  City  Council  a report  to  and  includ- 
ing the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  the  preceding  year, 
containing  a full  statement  of  the  doings  of  the  department, 
of  the  condition  of  the  work,  and  such  other  matters  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  6.  The  Board  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of 
September,  submit  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  City 
Council  an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  department  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sect.  7.  All  bills  and  vouchers  of  purchases  for  the 
department,  and  pay-rolls  and  other  bills  for  labor,  shall  be 
approved  in  writing  by  at  least  three  members  of  the  Board 

Sect.  8.  All  books  of  account  and  records  in  the  de- 
partment shall,  at  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any 
committee  of  the  City  Council  designated  to  examine  them. 
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Sect.  9.  The  Board  shall  attach  a meter  to  all  services 
supplying  other  fixtures  than  faucets  ; also  to  fixtures  supply- 
ing only  faucets  where  more  than  three  are  used.  The  Board 
shall  also  furnish  meters  to  all  water-takers  who  desire  to 
use  them,  regardless  of  the  fixtures  supplied. 

All  meters  hereafter  set  shall  be  furnished,  maintained, 
and  renewed  at  the  cost  of  the  city,  and  the  Board  shall 
charge  an  annual  rental  therefor ; provided,  nevertheless, 
that  any  meter  injured  through  the  negligence  of  a water- 
taker,  or  by  frost,  shall  be  repaired  at  his  expense. 

Sect.  10.  All  premises  where  water  is  taken  may  at 
any  reasonable  time  be  inspected  by  a properly  authorized 
officer  of  the  department ; and  full  authority  is  hereby  given 
to  the  Board  to  order  such  inspection  whenever  they  deem  it 
for  the  interests  of  the  department  that  it  be  made. 

Sect.  11.  The  owner  and  the  occupant  of  the  premises 
in  which  water  is  used,  who  fails  to  protect  his  meter  from 
frost,  or  fails  to  keep  the  service  pipes  and  fixtures  in  good 
order,  and  neglects  to  repair  them  in  three  days  after  they 
have  become  defective,  or  neglects  to  shut  off  the  water  to 
prevent  waste,  shall  be  liable  to  a forfeiture  of  two  dollars ; 
aud  if  the  forfeiture  is  not  paid  within  two  days  after  notice, 
the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  shall  not  be  let  on  until  the 
waste  is  stopped  and  the  fine  is  paid,  together  with  two 
dollars  for  shutting  off  and  letting  on  the  water. 

In  case  of  a second  offence  within  one  year  the  water 
shall  be  shut  off,  and  shall  not  be  let  on  except  by  a vote 
of  the  Board,  and  the  payment  of  such  forfeit,  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars,  as  the  Board  may  impose. 

Sect.  12.  Applications  for  service  pipes  shall  be  made 
upon  blank  forms  furnished  at  the  office  of  the  Board  ; 
when  the  estimated  cost  of  the  applicant’s  part  has  been 
deposited,  the  pipes  shall  be  laid.  From  the  main  to  the 
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street  line  the  work  shall  he  clone  at  the  expense  of  the  city, 
the  remainder  at  the  cost  of  the  applicant.  The  account 
shall  he  adjusted,  and  any  balance  paid  before  the  water  is 
turned  on. 

Sect.  13.  Extensions  of  main  pipe  shall  only  be  made 
when  authorized  by  an  order  of  the  City  Council.  Applica- 
tions therefor  must  be  made  upon  the  blanks  furnished  by 
the  Board,  upon  which  shall  be  endorsed  the  estimate  of  cost  of 
the  extension  desired.  No  such  application  shall  be  consid- 
ered by  the  Board  unless  accompanied  by  a written  agreement 
binding  the  applicant  or  other  responsible  party,  to  guarantee 
the  city  annually,  for  at  least  five  years,  a sum  equal  to 
five  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost  of  the  extension.  All  receipts, 
for  water  sold  from  such  extension,  and  no  other,  shall  be 
credited  to  the  party  making  such  guaranty  as  payments 
upon  account  of  same. 

Applications  for  extension  of  mains  through  private  ways 
or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  unless  the  owner 
thereof  executes  a proper  instrument,  securing  to  the  city 
the  right  of  permanent  occupation,  free  from  any  acts  of 
interference  that  shall  affect  the  safety  of  the  pipe,  and 
securing  to  the  department  free  right  of  entrance  for  purpos- 
es of  its  inspection  and  maintenance.  Nothing  in  this  section, 
however,  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  right  of  the 
City  Council  to  authorize  the  extension  of  a water  main 
without  guaranty,  if,  upon  a vote  taken  by  yea  and  nay,  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  each  branch  present  and  voting 
shall  vote  to  do  so. 

Sect.  14.  All  bills  for  water,  including  the  minimum 
charge  for  water  furnished  by  meter,  shall  be  payable  to 
the  Treasurer  in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of  March 
annually.  Bills  for  specific  supplies,  or  for  a part  of  the 
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year,  and  fines  and  penalties,  shall  be  paid  before  the 
water  is  let  on.  Where  water  is  supplied  by  meter,  the 
excess  over  minimum  rates  shall  be  payable  semi-annually, 
on  the  first  day  of  March  and  of  September,  for  the  six 
months  next  preceding. 

Sect.  15.  In  every  case  of  non-payment  of  the  water 
rent  for  thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  the  Board  shall 
cause  a written  demand  to  be  left  at  the  premises  where 
the  water  is  taken  ; and  unless  the  rent  is  paid  within  three 
days  thereafter,  together  with  twenty  cents  for  the  demand, 
the  Board  shall  cut  off  the  supply.  The  water  shall  not 
be  let  on  until  the  amount  due,  together  with  said  fee,  and 
two  dollars  for  the  shutting  off  and  letting  on,  is  paid 
whether  other  persons  taking  water  through  the  service 
pipe  are  delinquent  or  not.  In  every  case  of  non-payment 
of  water  rent,  the  owner  of  the  premises,  whether  he  is 
the  occupant  or  not,  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  same, 
and  all  charges  connected  therewith,  provided  he  has  been 
duly  notified  of  the  use  of  the  water,  and  has  made  no 
objection. 

Whenever  the  water  is  shut  off  by  request  of  plumbers 
for  the  sake  of  making  repairs,  except  those  named  in 
Section  11,  the  charge  for  shutting  off  and  letting  on  shall 
be  one  dollar. 

Sect.  16.  The  annual  price  or  rent  to  be  paid  for  the 
use  of  meters  and  for  water  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
following  schedule. 

The  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  abatements  and 
rebates  in  all  proper  cases ; no  special  rates,  however,  shall 
be  allowed.  In  any  case  not  provided  for  by  the  schedule, 
the  Board  shall  set  a meter,  and  charge  for  the  water  at 
meter  rate.

Sect.  17.  Any  plumber,  or  other  person,  who  shall 
make  any  alteration  in,  or  addition  to,  any  water  pipe  or 
fixture,  except  so  far  as  a written  permit  therefor  has  been 
given  by  the  Board,  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  18.  Whoever  opens  any  hydrant,  or  removes 
any  cap  thereof,  or  opens  or  makes  any  connection  with  the 
pipe  or  reservoir,  or  turns  off  or  on  the  water  in  the  pipe  or 
reservoir,  without  the  permission  of  the  Board,  except  in 
case  of  fire,  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  of  not  less  than 
three,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars ; provided,  however, 
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that  in  case  of  emergency  the  water  may  be  turned  off  by 
any  employee  of  the  city,  who  shall,  in  such  case,  immediately 
give  notice  at  the  office  of  the  Board. 

Sect.  19.  Whoever,  without  the  authorization  of  the 
Board,  fishes  in  the  reservoir  or  filter  basin,  or  discharges 
any  gun  or  firearm  upon  the  same  or  on  the  grounds  connected 
therewith,  or  bathes  therein,  or  places  or  uses  any  boat  therein, 
or  posts  any  bill,  placard  or  advertisement  within  the  said 
grounds,  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence  ; and  the  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  to  exclude  the  public  from  any  or  all 
grounds  of  the  department,  whenever  such  exclusion  may 
be  deemed  by  them  necessary  for  the  proper  protection  of  the 
works. 

Sect.  20.  No  water  shall  be  sold  to  parties  outside  of 
the  city. 

Sect.  21.  This  amendment  shall  take  effect,  in  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  meters,  on  March  1,  1887  ; in  all  other  respects 
it  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  NEWTON  WATER 
DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION  1. 

Office. 

1.  The  office  of  the  Water  Board  is  hereby  estab- 
lished in  the  room  at  City  Hall  now  occupied  by  the  Water 
Registrar. 

SECTION  2. 

Organization. 

1.  Besides  the  offices  of  Water  Registrar  and  Super- 
intendent established  by  ordinance,  the  permanent  organiza- 
tion of  the  department  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

A civil  engineer,  an  inspector  of  meters  and  fixtures,  a 
pumping  engineer,  a fireman,  a main-pipe  foreman,  a service- 
pipe  foreman,  three  teamsters,  and  a clerk  in  the  office  of 
the  Water  Board.  It  is  understood  that  the  City  Engineer 
is  the  civil  engineer  of  this  department. 


SECTION  3. 

Water  Registrar. 

1.  The  Water  Registrar  shall  be  the  clerk  and  executive 
officer  of  the  Board  ; all  orders  and  communications  of  the 
Board  shall  be  signed  by,  or  given  through,  him,  and  shall 
be  obeyed  and  i*espected  accordingly. 
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2.  He  shall  assess  the  water  rates  according  to  the 
tariff  established  by  ordinance,  lie  shall  make  out  and  dis- 
tribute bills,  exercise  a constant  supervision  over  the  use  of 
water,  and  attend  to  the  enforcement  of  all  regulations 
relating  thereto. 

3.  He  shall  issue  the  orders  of  the  Board  for  the  laying 
of  main  and  service  pipe  only  after  the  requirements  of  the 
ordinance  shall  have  been  fulfilled  ; and  in  no  case  shall  he 
order  an  extension  in  a private  way  until  he  has  received  a 
certificate  from  the  City  Engineer  that  said  way  is  graded  to 
proper  level. 

4.  He  shall  be  especially  careful  to  see  that  the  require- 
ment of  the  ordinance  regarding  the  pre-payment  of  water 
rates  is  strictly  enforced,  and  in  no  event  shall  he  order 
water  turned  on  till  the  bill  therefor  shall  have  been  paid. 

5.  He  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, lay  before  the  Board  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the 
appropriations  required  by  the  department,  and  of  its  income, 
for  the  next  financial  year. 

6.  He  shall  receive  a daily  report  from  the  other  officers 
of  the  department  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  work 
in  their  charge,  and  shall  make  a weekly  report  to  the  Board 
thereupon. 

7.  He  shall  keep  copies  or  memoranda  of  all  orders 
from  the  office  and  the  reports  of  other  officers  closely  posted 
up,  and  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  proper  condition  of 
the  books,  papers,  and  work  of  the  office,  as  also  for  the  due 
performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  ordinance. 
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SECTION  4. 

Superintendent. 

1.  The  office  of  the  Superintendent  is  hereby  established 
at  the  pipe  yard  at  Newton ville. 

2.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  general  charge  of  the 
out-of-door  work.  No  new  work  shall  be  undertaken  by  him 
without  the  order  of  the  Board ; any  work  of  maintenance, 
however,  necessary  to  be  performed  without  delay,  may  be 
done  without  said  order,  the  Superintendent  immediately 
reporting  thereon  to  the  Registrar. 

3.  He  shall  have  control  of  the  laborers  and  other  em- 
ployees engaged  upon  work  under  his  charge.  He  shall  have 
power  to  hire  and  discharge  day  laborers,  and  to  suspend 
any  other  of  his  employees,  giving  immediate  notice  of  such 
suspension  to  the  Board  for  its  action. 

4.  He  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  conduct  of 
the  men  under  his  direction,  the  condition  of  the  water,  of 
the  reservoir  and  its  grounds,- of  the  grounds  about  the  pump- 
ing station,  the  basin  and  grounds  in  Needham,  the  piping, 
gates,  hydrants,  and  other  appurtenances  of  the  department 
plant,  and  all  tools  and  property  at  the  pipe  yard. 

5.  He  shall  be  watchful  to  prevent  or  remedy  any  defect 
in  a street  or  sidewalk  resulting  from  the  presence  of  main 
or  service  pipe  or  their  appurtenances. 

6.  Before  leaving  his  office  he  will  report  to  the  water 
office  where  he  may  be  found  while  absent,  and  the  time  of 
his  expected  return. 

7.  He  shall  make  daily  reports  to  the  Water  Registrar 
of  the  progress  and  condition  of  work  in  his  charge. 
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SECTION  5. 

Inspector. 

1.  The  Inspector,  under  the  charge  of  the  Registrar, 
shall  make  inspections  of  the  fixtures  and  meters  in  service, 
at  such  times  as  the  Registrar  shall  deem  expedient,  and  he 
shall,  in  general,  act  as  chief  assistant  to  the  Registrar. 

2.  He  shall  have  charge  of  testing,  setting,  and  repair- 
ing meters,  and  shall  keep  careful  record  of  the  dates  and 
results  of  all  tests  made ; of  the  condition  of  all  meters 
removed  for  repairs,  both  before  and  after  repairs  are  made, 
with  the  date  of  their  removal  and  resetting.  He  shall  also 
keep  a careful  record  of  the  cost  of  setting,  repairing,  in- 
specting, and  renewing  all  meters,  and  a record  showing  the 
\york  performed  by  all  meters  from  the  date  of  setting,  with 
the  annual  and  aggregate  expense  of  their  maintenance, 
computed  both  per  meter  and  per  100,000  feet  of  water  reg- 
istered. 

3.  He  shall  made  daily  reports  to  the  Water  Regis- 
trar of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  work  under  his 
charge. 


SECTION  6. 

Engineer. 

1.  Upon  receipt  of  orders  therefor  from  the  Board,  the 
City  Engineer  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours,  establish 
lines  and  grades  for  the  extension  of  all  water-mains,  and 
shall  take  such  measurements  of  main  and  service  pipe 
extensions,  and  their  appurtenances,  as  will  enable  him  to 
correctly  locate  and  plat  the  same  ; he  shall  keep  the  returns 
from  the  pumping  engineer  closely  posted  up,  and  shall  plat 
therefrom  a diagram  showing  the  engine  duty. 
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2.  Fie  shall  make  a daily  report  to  the  Water  Registrar 
of  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  work  under  his  charge. 

3.  He  shall  perforin  such  other  duties  as  the  Board 
may  from  time  to  time  by  vote  require  of  him. 

SECTION  7. 

Pumping  Engineer. 


1.  The  pumping  engineer  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  good  condition  of  the  pumping  station,  machinery, 
fixtures,  furniture,  tools,  and  other  property  of  the  depart- 
ment therein  contained. 

2.  It  shall  be  his  personal  duty  to  keep  the  engines, 
pumps,  and  engine-room  in  a neat  and  proper  condition. 

3.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  one  day’s  leave  of  absence 
in  each  week,  provided  such  absence  will  not  interfere  with 
the  proper  prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  department,  but 
he  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  pumping  station  or 
its  immediate  vicinity  without  permission  asked  and  ob- 
tained from  the  water  office. 

4.  He  shall  keep  closely  posted  up  the  book  of  record 
of  the  pumping  engine,  which  will  be  furnished  him. 

5.  He  shall  make  a daily  report  to  the  Water  Registrar 
of  the  height  of  water  in  the  well  and  river ; the  quantity 
of  water  pumped,  and  of  coal  consumed,  and  of  the  general 
condition  of  the  pumping  station,  and  of  the  work  under 
his  charge.  He  shall  also  make  weekly  reports  to  the  City 
Engineer  of  the  engine  record,  upon  blanks  to  be  furnished 
him. 
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SECTION  8. 

Fireman. 

1.  The  fireman  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
pumping  engineer,  attend  to  the  firing  of  the  boilers,  and 
perforin  all  work  incidental  thereto  ; it  shall  be  his  personal 
duty  to  keep  boilers,  furnaces,  boiler-room,  coal-room,  and 
other  adjuncts  to  the  boiler-room,  in  a neat  and  proper 
condition. 

2.  He  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  pumping  sta- 
tion without  permission  of  the  pumping  engineer,  but  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  day’s  leave  of  absence  in  each  week,  when 
such  absence  will  not  interfere  with  the  proper  performance 
of  his  duties. 

3.  He  shall  keep  a careful  record  of  the  amount  of 
coal  used,  and  the  purpose  of  its  use. 


SECTION  9. 

Employees. 

1.  The  foreman  of  main  and  service  pipe  and  two  of 
the  teamsters  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent  ; the  other  teamster  shall  be  also  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent  at  such  times  as  his  services 
are  not  required  by  the  Inspector.  The  clerk  in  the  Water 
Board  office  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Water  Reg- 
istrar. 


SECTION  10. 

General  Rules. 

1.  The  matter  of  employment  and  discharge  of  other 
assistance  than  labor  shall  be  exercised  only  by  the  Board. 

2.  The  Board  shall  establish  the  compensation  of  all 
employees  of  the  department,  under  the  ordinance,  and  no 
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change  in  compensation  of  any  employee  shall  be  made 
without  the  consent  of  the  Board. 

3.  No  expenditure  whatever  shall  be  incurred  by  any 
employee  of  the  department  without  authority  therefor  from 
the  Board. 

4.  The  Board  desires  that  it  shall  be  distinctly  under- 
stood by  all  employees,  that  the  department  expects,  in 
return  for  the  pay  attached  to  their  several  positions,  the 
whole  of  their  time,  and  the  best  of  their  ability.  No 
extra  pay  for  work  directly  connected  with  their  duties 
will  be  allowed  to  persons  whose  pay  is  fixed  by  the  month 
or  year,  and  no  absence  from  duty  without  leave  will  be  per- 
mitted.
